MILESTONES 



Won: The 6,500th race of his 
career, Hall of Fame trainer King T. 
Leatherbury, at Laurel Park Sept. 22. 

The veteran horseman sent out Happy 
Lantern to upset the day’s first race, a 
5 Vi -furlong maiden claimer on the turf, 
for owner Norman Lewis. Leatherbury, 
85, picked up his eighth from 60 starters 
this year. Best known for his work with 
Ben’s Cat, the late Mid-Atlantic legend 
he bred, owned and trained to 32 wins, 

26 in stakes, more than $2.6 million in 
purse earnings and four Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year titles from 2010- 
17, Leatherbury’s stable is down to 11 
horses. A winner of 26 training titles 
apiece at Laurel and Pimlico Race Course, 
Leatherbury won at least 200 races for 
11 straight years from 1974-84, lead¬ 


ing all American trainers in victories 
in 1976 and 1977. He won at least 100 
races 26 consecutive years (1972-97) and 
topped $1 million in annual earnings 32 
times, including a streak from 1974-99. 
Leatherbury ranks fifth all-time in wins, 
trailing only Dale Baird (9,445), Steve 
Asmussen (8,145), Jerry Hollendorfer 
(7,504) and Jack Van Berg (6,523). 

Won: The 2,000th race of her career, 
trainer Kathleen O’Connell, at Delaware 
Park Sept. 12. The win came in the sixth 
race when Charlie Runion’s Wishful 
Quality won by a head in a maiden. The 
2-year-old Florida-bred daughter of 
Exclusive Quality returned $53.80 as the 
second longest shot in the field of seven. 
O’Connell posted her first career victory 


in 1981. Other notable horses condi¬ 
tioned by the Michigan native include 
Blazing Sword, winner of the Grade 3 
Calder Derby in 1997 and the Grade 2 
Washington Park Handicap at Arlington 
Park in 2000; Watch Me Go, winner of 
the Grade 2 Tampa Bay Derby in 2011; 
Lady Shipman, second in the Grade 1 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint at Keeneland in 
2015; and Stormy Embrace, winner of 
the Grade 2 Princess Rooney Stakes at 
Gulfstream Park June 30. 

Approved: By the Maryland Racing 
Commission, new off-track betting 
location at the Clarion Hotel and con¬ 
ference center in Frederick. The facil¬ 
ity will be the eighth OTB in the state, 
joining Horseshoe Casino Baltimore, 
MGM National Harbor Casino (which 
opened in September), Hollywood Casino 
Perryville, Boonsboro Event Center, 
the Maryland State Fair at Timonium, 
Greenmount Station in Hampstead, and 
Riverboat on the Potomac off the coast 
of Virginia. The Frederick facility is 
slated to open Nov. 1. 

Accepted: A similar post at Oaklawn 
Park in Hot Springs, Ark., Delaware Park 
racing secretary Jed Doro, who left the 
Delaware post in late September. Doro 
was at Delaware for more than 10 years, 
first as assistant racing secretary and as 
racing secretary since being promoted in 
2014. Doro, whose career began in the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s racing office, 
worked at Oaklawn in 2014 and will 
oversee the racing product at one of the 
country’s premier winter meets (which 
starts Jan. 25). 

Reported: Statistics for the 2017 
Thoroughbred breeding season in 
North America, The Jockey Club. The 
annual report estimates the 2018 North 
American foal crop at 21,500 (with 
more than 21,130 reported before Sept. 
26). In the region, two states made the 
top 10. Maryland was seventh in North 
America—behind Kentucky, California, 
Florida, New York, Louisiana and 
Ontario—with 483 live foals in 2018. The 
figure is a slight decline from 500 in 2017. 
Pennsylvania was ninth overall with 373 
live foals, up from 289 in 2018.

Regional-breds bring $7 million 
at Keeneland September yearling sale 


A Pennsylvania-bred colt by Into 
Mischief sold for $875,000 to lead 
the way for regional-bred yearlings 
at the Keeneland September sale, which 
roared to gross receipts of more than $377 
million over its 13 days. 

Fifty-eight yearlings from the region 
sold for $7,162,000 at Keeneland. 

The Into Mischief colt, purchased 
by Godolphin in Book 1, represent¬ 
ed a major score for his breeders-the 
group of C Biscuit Racing, Smart Angle, 
CJB Holdings, Jeff Bozel and Alex 
Karkenny. Walnut Green bought brood¬ 
mare Katherine’skadence at Keeneland 
November in 2016 for $70,000. The 
daughter of Mr. Greeley, sold by Sagamore 
Farm, was carrying the Into Mischief colt. 


In addition to the 2018 yearling consigned 
by St. George Sales, Katherine’skadence 
has produced two winners. 

Via consignor Upson Downs Farm, 
Sagamore sold a Maryland-bred filly 
for $600,000 as Whitehorse Stables and 
Bridlewood Farm teamed up to land the 
daughter of Medaglia d’Oro and two- 
time graded stakes winner Daring Dancer. 
Racing for Sagamore and trainer Graham 
Motion, the Maryland-bred Daring Dancer 
won four of seven starts including the 
Appalachian Stakes-G3 and Lake George 
Stakes-G2 in 2014 before joining the 
broodmare band. 

Virginia’s Chilly Bleak Farm sold a 
Virginia-bred colt by Pioneerof the Nile 
for $425,000. Centennial Farms made the 


purchase. Bred by Chilly Bleak owners 
Jim and Katie FitzGerald and Manganaro, 
the dark bay is out of the Langfuhr mare 
Delicate Affair. She was unraced, but has 
produced winner Wedding Kake and is 
from the family of Seeking the Gold, Fast 
Play, Survivalist and In The Navy Now 
among others. 

A West Virginia-bred Broken Vow filly 
out of the Curlin mare Whirl sold for 
$300,000 on a bid by Tom McCrocklin as 
agent for Slugo/Paymaster Racing. Sold 
by Hidden Brook, the chestnut is from the 
family of graded stakes winners Strike a 
Deal and Pacific Wind. 

Fifteen yearlings bred in the region sold 
for $200,000 or more. 
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May sale sparks early returns 


I t’s only November, but the returns from 
Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s May 2-year- 
old sale are already starting to come in 
thanks to a few standout juveniles. 

Tale of the Union, a Union Rags colt 
purchased for $925,000 (second-highest 
in the sale) by Marylander Michael Lund 
Petersen, won his debut Aug. 26 at Del 
Mar. 

The bay colt, a New York-bred trained 
by Bob Baffert, ran away to win by 8 
lengths as the favorite in a 5/4-furlong 
maiden race. 


Pennsylvania-bred Call Paul, a $210,000 
purchase by Gary Young on behalf of 
Michael Dubb and partners, won his first 
two including the Grade 2 Saratoga Special 
Stakes for trainer Jason Servis. He suf¬ 
fered his first defeat when third in the 
Champagne-G3 at Belmont Park Oct. 6. 

Mucho Gusto, a $625,000 colt bought 
by Petersen from Kirkwood Stable, won 
his debut at Los Alamitos Sept. 20. 

The sales-topper at $1.2 million, a 
Medaglia d’Oro colt named Lebron J, has 
yet to start. 


May sale graduate Distant Shore (a 
$50,000 Algorithms colt sold by Eddie 
Woods) finished second in the Arlington- 
Washington Futurity Sept. 8 after breaking 
his maiden at Indiana Grand Aug. 14. 

Meadow Dance (a $110,000 Jimmy 
Creed filly sold by SBM Training and Sales) 
was third in the Arlington-Washington 
Lassie Sept. 8 and third again in the Darley 
Alcibiades-Gl at Keeneland Oct. 5.

WVBC: Dickie Moore 
and a lifetime in racing

( uring a career that began more than 50 years ago when he was still in his teens, 
Charles Town General Manager of Racing Operations Dickie Moore has run the 
gamut when it comes to chores at the track. Yet he says he still looks forward to 
every live racing card, especially the upcoming West Virginia Breeders Classics, with the 
type of youthful enthusiasm that has kept him moving willingly from his office to the 
winner’s circle. 

Moore began his prolonged tenure at the oval in 1964 working as the designated 
change man behind the parimutuel lines, long before computers ushered in a new era 
of convenience. “When I started out as the change man at the track, there was a line 
of tellers in the front for betting and another line around the back for cashing,” Moore 
recalled. “Some people did the figures by hand on scrap paper, and some did it with 
small calculators. It was a completely different era than what we’re used to today. But 
back then that was the only way we knew how to do it, and there were always big 
crowds at the track every night, and that kept you busy.” 

Moore eventually became a parimutuel teller and held that position for 12 years 
before becoming the track’s racing secretary in 1986. Along the way, he witnessed a 
number of firsts at Charles Town and neighboring Shenandoah Downs, where he held 
the same position. Shenandoah Downs was one of the first Thoroughbred tracks to 
offer night racing, and then Charles Town became the first to offer live racing on 
Sundays. Those tracks alternated racing dates each year until Shenandoah Downs even¬ 
tually closed in 1979, with one getting the winter and summer meets and the other 
getting the spring and fall meets. 

One year after Moore became the racing secretary at Charles Town, the track 
offered the first edition of the West Virginia Breeders Classics, though back then it 
included only five stakes, capped by the inaugural edition of the Classic, which that year 
went to local legend Onion Juice. Moore contends the early days were the key to its 
current success. 

“A lot of credit for the West Virginia Breeders Classics has to go to Carol Holden 
and Millard Harrell,” Moore said. “They both knew which horses were bred in West 
Virginia and certified for the Breeders Classics. Without them to keep track of the 
numbers each year, it could have never survived. Sam [Huff] did a great job of bringing 
in the sponsors and the money and getting the night in the spotlight, but Carol and 
Millard were the keys to getting it started and keeping it going.”

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‘Mellow’ Whereshetoldmetogo 
goes down swinging at Parx 



H e’s a pussycat around the barn, but 
once on the racetrack he’s got the fire 
of a tiger. 

Yet despite his feisty demeanor while 
racing, his connections were surprised— 
shocked, even—when Whereshetoldme¬ 
togo bared his teeth and tried to savage 
rival Firenze Fire as they hurtled toward the 
finish line of the Gallant Bob Stakes-G3 at 
Parx Racing Sept. 22. The move proved 
futile, as Whereshetoldmetogo had to 
settle for second, but briefly elevated the 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old to internet sen¬ 
sation complete with video clips, Twitter 
mentions and “If you can’t beat ’em, bite 
’em” jokes. 

“He never did anything like that before,” 
said trainer Tony Pecoraro, who is stabled 
at Delaware Park. “It came as a complete 
surprise to me. He’s a pretty mellow horse.” 

Perhaps it was the heat of battle or the 
ding-dong for dominance that unleashed 
Whereshetoldmetogo’s inner demons. 
Maybe it was a rush of hormones, that 
Mother Nature “call of the wild” that 
drives stallions to assert dominance over 
one another. 

Whatever possessed Whereshetoldme¬ 
togo to reach over and bite the neck of 
Firenze Fire, it sure turned out to be a 
crowd-pleaser. A roar went up from those 
standing on the track apron, punctuated by 
shouts of “Did you see that?” and “Whoo- 
hoo!” and “That horse bit the other one!” 

The Gallant Bob’s stretch drive set up 
thusly: Favored Firenze Fire, from the 
Jason Servis barn, led the 6-furlong race at 
the quarter pole when he was confronted 
and passed on the outside by the rallying 
Whereshetoldmetogo and jockey Jeremy 
Rose. Firenze Fire summoned an inner 
reserve and dug in, with Irad Ortiz Jr. 
urging the colt to again take a short advan¬ 
tage. Meanwhile, Whereshetoldmetogo 
responded to Firenze Fire’s re-rally and— 
just before the wire—tried to savage his 
rival. 

Whereshetoldmetogo didn’t actually get 
in a bite, but did make contact—with wide- 
open jaws. 

“At no point in my career had that ever 
happened before,” said Rose, who has 
ridden more than 13,000 races. “I had the 
stick in my left hand and I thought for sure 
we were going to get past Firenze Fire, and 
then he pulled the reins out of my hands 
and went to bite [Firenze Fire]. He had his 
ears pinned back and looked like a shark.” 


Added Rose: “I really don’t hear a 
whole lot during a race, but I heard every¬ 
one yelling this time.” 

Whereshetoldmetogo’s breeder, David 
Wade, remembers the son of El Padrino 
and the Domestic Dispute (hah) mare 
Undisputed Legend as being very mild- 
mannered from the time he was a foal. 

“He was big, leggy and gangly, and had 
the sweetest disposition,” said Wade, the 
general manager of Northview Stallion 
Station in Chesapeake City, Md. “He wasn’t 
aggressive at all. He was the coolest horse 
to be around, and he was one of the big¬ 
gest yearlings I’d ever seen. He probably 
stands 17 hands now. He always was very 
kind.” 

Wade said after he watched the Gallant 
Bob via simulcast he thought, “It speaks to 
his heart and his competitiveness. He just 
didn’t want to lose.” 

At the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic yearling 
sale Oct. 1, Wade offered Whereshetold¬ 
metogo’s half-brother, a colt by Golden 
Lad, as part of the Northview Stallion 
Station consignment. A large banner, 
with a photo by Barbara Livingston, pro¬ 
claimed: “This family doesn’t go down 
without a fight!” 

“We bought the rights to the photo¬ 
graph and used it to market the Golden 
Lad colt,” said Wade. “It was the topic of 
conversation and really got noticed.” 

The colt, Hip 1 at the two-day sale, sold 
for $35,000. 


Mark Esposito of Black Cloud Racing 
bought Whereshetoldmetogo for $7,000 
at the same sale in 2016, and he joined 
Pecoraro’s barn when he turned 2. The 
chestnut colt won his debut in June 2017 
and added the First State Dash Stakes at 
Delaware. This year, he won a stakes at 
Gulfstream Park in February, and came 
into the Gallant Bob off three consecutive 
wins —an allowance at Delaware in June, 
the Concern and Star de Naskra Stakes 
(both at Laurel) in July and August. 

“He was pretty nice as a 2-year-old, but 
over the last year that’s when his attitude 
started to change,” said Esposito. “Now he 
has a, ‘Do you know who I am?’ attitude.” 

But that doesn’t necessarily mean 
he bites everyone. Pecoraro said that 
Whereshetoldmetogo is good to work 
around in the barn, but Esposito said he’s 
been nipped a few times by the colt. 

“Maybe it’s just me,” the owner said 
with a laugh. And his name, Esposito said, 
was inspired by his favorite song by coun¬ 
try singer Eric Church, “Where She Told 
Me To Go.” 

Just prior to the Gallant Bob, Esposito 
sold 75 percent of Whereshetoldmetogo 
through BSW Bloodstock to a group that 
included Madaket Stables (Sol Kumin), 
Ten Strike Racing and Michael Kisber. The 
colt shipped to Kentucky to begin a new 
chapter of his career with trainer Brad 
Cox. — Linda Dougherty

S abrina Moore was driving to a friend’s 
birthday party about the time Knicks 
Go, the 2-year-old colt she raised in 
Maryland, was stepping into the gate for 
the Claiborne Breeders’ Futurity-Gl at 
Keeneland. 

“I had tried to pull it up on my phone 
before the race, but it wouldn’t work so 
I was driving,” she said. “I knew it was 
about time for the race, 5:15 or something, 
then 5:16 . . . 5:17 . . . and I thought, £ I 
wonder how he did?’ ” 

Then her phone acted like a Jack Russell 
Terrier seeing a rabbit. 

“Bz. Bzz. Bzzz. Bzzzz. Bzzzzz. 
Bzzzzzzttt.” 

Knicks Go, bred by Moore’s mother 
Angie and raised at their Green Mount 
Farm on Butler Road in Reisterstown, 
was a Grade 1 winner with a ticket to the 


Breeders’ Cup Juvenile. Moore felt proud, 
happy, thrilled .. . and a little sad too. She’d 
sold Knicks Go for $40,000 as a wean¬ 
ling in 2016, then sold his dam Kosmo’s 
Buddy this summer after the colt broke his 
maiden at Ellis Park. 

“I instantly felt terrible, and asked 
| Why? Why? Why? Why did I sell that 
mare?’” Moore admitted. “Then I was 
| like, £ That’s awesome.’ Then I felt sick. 
Then I got OK about it. And I am OK 
about it. I have a brother. I have a sister. 
I made a business decision and sold the 
mare for a fair price at the time-you’re 
supposed to sell them when it’s relevant.” 

Welcome to the horse business, kid. As 
an old bloodstock agent once said, “Better 
to sell and regret than keep and regret.” 
Besides, Moore will take the success. The 
26-year-old is only a few years removed 
from being a high-school barrel racer with 
dreams of a career in the Thoroughbred 
business. She thought about steeplechas¬ 
ing, spent a winter working for Maryland 
horseman Billy Santoro, soaked up knowl¬ 
edge from trainer Tim Keefe, asked breed¬ 
er/bloodstock agent Don Litz a mountain 
of questions, hung on every word from 
sales consignor Bill Reightler. 

And, with help from her mother, 
launched a business. Green Mount oper¬ 


ates on 20 acres at the home farm, plus 
another 80 rented down the road. The 
barns and fields are filled with 50 horses 
(all but six owned by paying clients), and 
she’s produced a Grade 1 winner. 

“My mom always jokes, £ Maybe you’ll 
get a nice horse one day, one day, one 
day,’” said Moore. “It’s unbelievable that 
it happened. I never expected one to jump 
up and do this so soon. I’m happy for 
everybody—the horse, the people who 
have him, the mare—everybody.” 

The Korea Racing Authority purchased 
Knicks Go for $87,000 from Woods Edge 
Farm at Keeneland September in 2017, 
and sent him to trainer Ben Colebrook 
after scratching from the OBS 2-year-old 
sale in April. The son of Paynter won his 
debut at Ellis Park July 4, finished fifth in 
the Sanford-G2 at Saratoga 17 days later 
and was third in the Arlington-Washington 
Futurity in September. Dismissed at 70-1 
in the Breeders’ Futurity, Knicks Go set 
the pace and drew off to win by 514 
lengths in a field of 13. 

Like Moore, Colebrook is a newcomer 
to such big moments and was emotional 
after his first Grade 1 win. 

“That’s pretty special,” he said. “I didn’t 
really expect it today. I thought the horse 
would run good but he exceeded all our 
expectations for sure.” 

As for Moore, she remembers a “really, 
really tough” young horse on her farm. 
She let her boyfriend, Maryland Hunt Cup 
winning rider Eric Poretz, do most of the 
early work. 

“I pride myself in being pretty good 
with bad horses, but I told Eric he could 
have this one,” said Moore, who still sports 
a small mark on her thigh from a kick by 
Knicks Go. “He would drag Eric around 
everywhere. He got to be a pretty nice 
classy horse, but he was hell to deal with 
at first. Just strong, completely strong. He 
would walk off, just tuck his chin and walk 
off and there was no stopping him.” 

Angie Moore and Keefe claimed 
Kosmo’s Buddy (by Outflanker) for 
$40,000 in 2010, and her foals include 
two additional winners plus a Broken 
Vow weanling colt headed to Keeneland 
this month and an Orb yearling colt sold 
privately this fall. Green Mount also owns 
Pinkprint, a half-sister to Knicks Go, in 
foal to Great Notion. - Joe Clancy

The horse’s resume, like his history 
with McGlothlin, is lengthy and 
memorable. Bred in Pennsylvania by Tim 
and Nina Gardner and Rick and Dixie 
Abbott, the bay son of Rakeen and the 
Vaal Reef mare Buffels was foaled on 
May 10, 1999. Offered at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearling sale in 2000, he 
sold for $50,000 to Gary Sciacca. Bubble 
Economy made his debut-and solitary 


start as a 2-year-old—in December 2001 at 
Aqueduct for owner Klaravich Stables and 
trainer Rick Violette. And finished last, 
more than 30 lengths behind the winner. 

Given every opportunity by those 
connections, he made six starts on the 
flat at 3 in 2002 but never finished better 
than third. After a "no rally” effort in a 
maiden special at Saratoga that August, 
he was sold privately to Arcadia Stable 
and trainer Jack Fisher, McGlothlin’s 
employer at the time. Her Cupid’s arrow 
moment occurred when she went to pick 
up the horse from Violette’s barn on the 
Saratoga backside. 

The next month, Bubble Economy 
was a hurdler and he finished second in 
his debut at Shawan Downs and second 
again at Far Hills, in the Gladstone 
Hurdle Stakes-G3, in October. 

"It was a quick turnaround,” said 
McGlothlin. "He took to it so easy. 
Jumping was not hard for him.” 


He graduated the maiden ranks at 
Colonial Downs the next summer, and 
won over hurdles again in November 
2003 and April 2004. The following 
month, Fisher made the conversion to 
timber and Bubble Economy delivered in 
his debut, winning the Mason Houghland 
Memorial Stakes at the Iroquois. 

His pages-long race record shows that 
Bubble Economy was a force in timber 
racing through 2010, hitting most every 
stop on the circuit. Bubble Economy won 
the National Steeplechase Association’s 
timber championship in 2004 (despite 
just a single win) and again in 2008 (three 
wins) and 2010 (two). Only four-time 
champions Saluter (1990s) and *Jacko 
(1970s) won more in an award dating to 
1953. 

Bubble Economy won the Virginia 
Gold Cup (2008 and 2010) and Mason 
Houghland (2004 and 2010) twice each, 
and also won the Grand National (2007), 
International Gold Cup (2008) and 
Middleburg Hunt Cup (2009). Along the 
way, he managed to lose nine consecutive 
races in 2004 and 2005, fell while in 
contention at the last fence of the 2007 
Virginia Gold Cup and refused at a fence 
in the 2008 Pennsylvania Hunt Cup. 

Like McGlothlin, Fisher understood 
| and appreciated Bubble Economy’s 
| personality. After winning the Virginia 
| Gold Cup at Great Meadow in 2010, 
Fisher returned to the barn to see the 
horse still on his toes. 

"He didn’t usually decompress until a 
bit after the race,” McGlothlin said. "So 
he was dancing around while he was 
walking, and Jack said, Well you don’t 
look tired at all, so you’re going to 
Tennessee next week.’ ” 

So off he went, and he won the 3-mile 
Mason Houghland a week after the 4-mile 
Gold Cup. 

Per usual, Bubble Economy was 
turned out for the summer before jump 
racing resumed in the fall. An injury was 
discovered when he was brought back 
in, and he missed the 2011 season. He 
returned in 2012 and ran just twice—a 
second in the My Lady’s Manor in April 
and a fourth in the Virginia Gold Cup 
in May. After 11 racing seasons, Bubble 
Economy was retired with a record of 
56-14-15-7 (on the flat, over hurdles and 
over timber) and $454,100 earned. 

The original plan was for him to 
become a foxhunter for Dolly Fisher, 
Jack’s mother. 
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“That didn’t work for several reasons,” McGlothlin said. “He’s 
not always honest to a fence, he cribs, and he can weave and be 
hard to catch. So it didn’t work for Dolly to ride him and it didn’t 
work for Dr. [John] Fisher to have such a pain in the butt on his 
farm, I think. A couple months after I left Jack in 2013, he called 
me and said, Tt’s not working—do you want him?’ And I said, 

Tt’s about time.’ So I went up to get him, and he’s been with me 
since then.” 

Now 19, “Bubbles” resides at Hyggelig Haven, the Butler, 
Md., farm McGlothlin manages for Michael and Charlene 
Petersen. His pasture mates are 14-year-old Vamanos and 
23-year-old Chilito, who finished 11th in the 1998 Kentucky 
Derby and was featured in this column in June 2016. 

While Bubble Economy now suffers from a mild case of 
Cushing’s Disease, little else has changed. He is equal parts senior 
citizen and fire-breathing 3-year-old, depending on his mood. 
McGlot hlin still rides him several times each week, following 
his cues and allowing him to dictate their activity. When she 
approaches with his bridle, he opens his mouth and waits for the 
bit. If he prefers a walk, they’ll take a stroll; should he feel a bit 
more ambitious, there are some small logs to pop over. Martin, 
who met McGlot hlin in 2014, has also been on him. 

Day to day, the gelding is the farm’s sentry, on patrol and 
noticing everything. While the recent addition of new birdhouses 
went unnoticed by his neighbors, the old timber horse took a 
close inspection. 

Every subtle change requires his reaction. He nickers to his 
buddies when they leave the barn for a ride and again says hello 
when they return. 

“He’s like the greeter to everyone,” McGlothlin said. “It 
warms my heart that all the other horses like him; he’s everyone’s 
friend. I was blessed to have him as one of my rides pretty much 
every day while I was working for Jack. Anyone who throws a 
leg over a horse that they love understands the connection that is 
built when you get to do it every day. I appreciated his honesty in 
saying what ground, courses and jumps he liked. He taught me 
so much over the years and I am incredibly blessed again to give 
him the retirement he deserves.” 

As for Martin, he assigned Bubble Economy the highest 
possible form of praise: “He would have been a great polo 
pony.” ^

Idle thoughts, 
oddball 
ideas at 
the sales 


T he stuff you think about at a horse 
sale that get a little monotonous after 
awhile... 

I If I were designing a sales pavilion, I’d 
look hard at the English/Irish versions 
where the horse for sale gets the opportu¬ 
nity to walk while the auctioneer rat-a-tat- 
tats through the bids. It’s always going to 
be a foreign environment for a horse, but 
the ability to walk has to help. Horses in 
the rings at Tattersalls and Goffs or wher¬ 
ever else, look calmer, a little less agitated 
by it all, and buyers get one last chance to 
see them walk. 

American sales tend to have an auc¬ 
tioneer and an announcer high above a 
small ring where a horse is expected to 
stand or—frequently—walk/spin in a tight, 
unnatural circle. The horses look unnerved, 
harried, out of place as the action swirls 


around them. I feel a little bad for them, 
especially when one kicks the wall, steps 
into the decorations around the ring or 
rears up while looking for a way out. 

Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s ring in Timon- 
ium includes a decorative rope support¬ 
ed by black posts that proved not quite 
enough to contain one spooked yearling 
who flattened a few posts and delayed the 
sale 20 minutes or so while repairs were 
made. Everything worked out fine, but it’s 
a wonder that doesn’t happen more often. 

Like many things, it’s nobody’s fault; 
it’s just the way it is or has been. But if 
anybody’s building a new sales arena—or 
remodeling an old one-think about it. 

Oh, on a similar vein. Do the horses get 
a chance to school in the ring before a sale? 
Trainers do it all the time at the racetrack. 
They take a horse to the paddock, let him/ 
her stand awhile, then head back home. 
The idea is that the horse figures out that 
the paddock—although new—isn’t such 
a bad place. Then again, maybe horses 
wouldn’t go within 10 yards of the build¬ 
ing if they’d been in it before. I don’t know. 
But it would be interesting to find out. 

I Is there a better way to get inexpensive 
yearlings into the racing world? I know, I 
know, it’s an auction, a marketplace, they 
bring what they bring, all horses deserve 
a chance to shine, you never know what 
might happen, yeah, yeah, yeah. But those 
$1,000 yearlings take time to sell too and 
watching auctioneers try to wring bids in 
$200 increments out of people can be tor¬ 
tuous (and I love horses and horse sales). 

This idea isn’t totally mine. It hatched 
from a conversation with another some¬ 
what overwhelmed witness who would 
probably deny it, and then took flight as 
the what-ifs bounced around two brains 
looking for something else to think about 
other than English-accented quips from 
Terence Collier. 

At the lower level, is there another way 
to do this? 

Maybe. 

If you’d sell your yearling for $2,500 or 
less—yes that’s an arbitrary number—would 
you be willing to put said yearling into a 
lottery (not sure what else to call it) that 
splits revenue between a worthwhile char¬ 


ity and the owner/breeder? If you’d buy a 
yearling for $2,500 or less, would you pay 
for a ticket that guarantees you a horse 
without being able to choose it? 

Stop laughing. Pick up the magazine 
you threw across the room. I’ll wait. . . 

Oh, you’re back. Thanks. Where were 
we? 

As an example, the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic sale in October included 51 horses 
who sold for $2,500 or less. They’re by 
Tapizar, Animal Kingdom, Super Ninety 
Nine, Imagining, Central Banker, First 
Samurai, English Channel and so on. 
Surely there are some diamonds in among 
the rough. In the lottery format, would-be 
buyers pay $2,500 for a ticket that guaran¬ 
tees them a randomly assigned horse with 
$500 to charity (Thoroughbred aftercare 
or retirement perhaps) and the rest to the 
seller. 

The move would require somebody to 
identify yearlings as lottery horses and cost 
Fasig-Tipton a small amount in commis¬ 
sions, but would also shave approximately 
two hours off the sale and create a fun 
(and funny) way into the game for some 
people. The whole thing could happen at a 
party of some kind, raising awareness and 
celebrating the idea. And nothing would 
stop you from buying multiple tickets or 
trading among your friends. 

Eventually, lottery horses could be eli¬ 
gible for bonuses based on racetrack earn¬ 
ings or gain entry into a restricted stakes 
of some kind. And away we go. Remember 
where you heard it first. Or don’t. 

■ Finally, what about figuring out a 
way for some live racing on the track at 
Timonium? Maybe restrict the card to 
graduates of the sale, but it would add a bit 
of something to it all. Run a four-race card 
the first day of the sale (two for fillies, two 
for colts/geldings). 

Yeah, yeah, I know, none of this will 
ever work. But it’s fun to think about. And 
I can always go back to watching horses go 
through the ring. ^

A Verdant Land 

Deep history of success carried Glade Valley for decades

F or nearly 100 years Glade Valley Farms operated on fertile land in 
north central Maryland, just a few miles northeast of the town of 
Frederick. It ranked as one of Maryland’s most important nurser¬ 
ies, turning out champions, standing leading sires and producing blood¬ 
stock that can be found in the pedigrees of racing’s elite. 

In the fall of 2016, a year after the death of co-owner Howard M. 
Bender, the era of Glade Valley Farms as a Thoroughbred breeding farm 
officially came to an end. 

All that remains now is the history. 


Rich Land and *Challenger II 

Retired Chicago advertising executive 
William Brann had found a new hobby- 
racing horses —after meeting racing 
enthusiast Robert S. Castle, an execu¬ 
tive with one of Brann’s former clients, 
Montgomery Ward. The two teamed up to 
form Branncasde Stable in the late 1920s, 
raced a few winners, and took the big leap 
to breed their own runners. Said Brann of 
the partnership years later: “We were two 
tired and retired businessmen who turned 
to racing and breeding for recreation.” 

The decision was made to find a suitable 
farm. “In quest of a base for their breed¬ 
ing operations, Brann and Castle spent the 
best part of a year in an exhaustive search,” 


wrote Joe Hickey Jr. in a Maryland Horse 
profile of Branncasde great Challedon. 
“After countless inspection tours and soil 
analyses, they decided to settle in Frederick 
County, Maryland, long considered one 
of the richest and most productive areas 
in rural America.” The area is known for 
it’s limestone-rich soil and mineral-rich 
water—limestone quarrying had been an 
important industry in Frederick County, 
and numerous limestone kilns operated 
in the region, including one on the farm, 
from the late 1870s until the mid-1950s. 

The precise location of the property 
the partners named Branncasde was a 
dairy farm in Walkersville. As the farm 
was being converted into something suit¬ 


able for horses, Brann and Casde com¬ 
missioned bloodstock agent Christopher 
J. FitzGerald to find a quality stallion to 
stand. FitzGerald went to England and 
purchased *Challenger II. 

One of England’s top 2-year-olds in 
1929, *Challenger II was owned by Lord 
Dewar (of the Scottish whiskey fame), 
who intended to race the son of Swynford 
in the Epsom Derby. When Lord Dewar 
died in the spring of 1930, the colt was 
ordered withdrawn from all upcoming 
engagements due to English racing rules 
of the time. Brann and Castle reportedly 
paid $100,000, with the intention of racing 
the colt in the U.S. and then retiring him 
to stud. 

Plans went awry immediately, as within 
24 hours of buying the undefeated 3-year- 
old, the partners received word that the 
colt had severely injured the tendon in his 
right hind leg while training, having kicked 
out and getting caught in hidden barbed 
wire in a hedge. When *Challenger II final¬ 
ly arrived in the United States months later, 
efforts to get him to the races kept getting 
derailed as he never fully recovered, and he 
entered stud at Branncasde Farm in 1932. 

Casde, in ill health for many years, 
made his home on the farm, raising his 
family and managing the horses, including 
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*CHALLENGER II, bay horse. 1927, by Swynford out of Sword Play by Eager. 
Owned by William L. Brann. of Glade Valley Farm. Frederick and Leading Sire in 
Maryland for the year of 1938. To November 26 Challenger II had sired 25 winners 
of 70 races and $116,320 (in first monies only) in 1938.

overseeing the first crops of Branncastle’s 
young stallion, until the partnership split 
up in 1937. 

*Challenger II was bred mostly to 
Branncastle mares the first years, and was 
a hit with his first crop, born in 1933. 
From a dozen foals, he sired 10 winners, 
including stakes winner Challephen; all 
17 foals in his second crop won, and four 
became stakes winners. Two Branncasfie 
homebred stakes-winning fillies from that 
second crop —Savage Beauty and The 
Schemer—became producers for Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm. Savage Beauty 
was the dam of Sagamore-bred stakes win¬ 
ner Femme Fatale (by Discovery), as well 
as Little Hut (by Occupy), who for the 
Nuckols Brothers in Kentucky went on 
to produce important sires Habitat and 
Northfields. The Schemer was the dam of 
champion handicap mare Conniver to the 
cover of Discovery 

Following Casfie’s departure, Brann 
changed the name of the farm to Glade 
Valley, for which the area had been known, 
and expanded the operation. Over the 
next 14 years, until his death at age 73 in 
1951, Brann saw his farm rise in national 
prominence and *Challenger II rank first 


on the American general sire list. Brann 
was elected a member of The Jockey Club. 

Bluebloods in Maryland 

Brann and Castle had purchased more 
than a dozen mares the first years, the 
most important a 3-year-old *Sir Gallahad 
III filly from William Woodward’s Belair 
Stud consignment at Saratoga in August 
1932. Laura Gal, a winner of two races that 
year, was bought specifically to be bred to 
*Challenger II. She was covered by him in 
1933 and remained in training at 4, going 
winless in 12 starts before being retired. 

All eight of Laura Gal’s foals were by 
the Maryland stallion, the first the stakes- 
placed filly Little Sleeper. Also later pur¬ 
chased by Vanderbilt, Little Sleeper was 
the second dam of Sagamore’s two-time 
champion Bed o’ Roses. 

Challedon, Laura Gal’s third foal, was 
born in 1936. The bay colt, bred in the 
name of Branncasfie, was the first horse to 
be named the nation’s Horse of the Year 
twice (1939-1940). He won 17 stakes, 20 
races in all, from 44 starts, including the 
Preakness, Whitney, Hollywood Gold Cup, 
and back-to-back runnings of the Pimlico 


Special. He was the leading money winner 
of 1939, earning $184,535, which made up 
more than half of *Challenger II’s national 
leading total. 

The town of Frederick took pride in 
Challedon, and the residents became ben¬ 
eficiaries of his success, with a Hollywood 
twist. 

In 1940, the Tivoli Theatre in Frederick 
was a popular movie house, designed with 
large built-in fans to circulate air, but dur¬ 
ing the summers it remained uncomfort¬ 
ably hot for patrons. Installing air condi¬ 
tioning was cost prohibitive for the owners 
(estimated at more than $100,000). 

Challedon was in California that sum¬ 
mer to contest the Hollywood Gold Cup, 
accompanied by Brann and a friend, 
Frederick surgeon Edward Thomas, who 
was not only a racing fan, but enjoyed 
going to the Tivoli. 

At a pre-race party, Thomas overheard 
Warner Studio head and Hollywood Park 
part-owner Jack Warner say he was going 
to bet $50,000 on the Gold Cup favorite, 
*Kayak II. Thomas persuaded the studio 
mogul to bet on Challedon instead. Warner 
was rewarded with Challedon’s victory, and 
asked Thomas how he could return the

favor. Thomas requested air conditioning 
in the movie house and the Tivoli Theatre 
became the first air-conditioned building 
in Frederick. 

Challedon was named to the National 
Racing Hall of Fame in 1977, joining 
another great born at the Walkersville 
farm, Gallorette, who had been inducted 
in 1962. 

Gallorette, a 1942 daughter of Chal¬ 
lenger II, was bred in the name of Hall of 
Fame trainer Preston Burch out of the *Sir 
Gallahad III mare Gallette. Brann had been 
looking to purchase as many *Sir Gallahad 
III mares as he could find to breed to his 
stallion, and Burch had Gallette, but didn’t 
want to part with her. So Burch and Brann 
set up an arrangement where the mare 
was bred to Challenger II every year, and 
they would alternate as owner of her foals. 
Brann got the first one—Gallorette. 

The big rangy chestnut proved to be 
one of the finest distaffers in racing his¬ 
tory. She was named champion handicap 
mare in 1946, but by the end of her career 
the majority of her races came in the 
handicap division against males, whom 
she routinely defeated. She raced 72 times 
and won 21 (13 stakes)-and retired as the

world’s leading money-winning mare with 
$445,585, but the numbers don’t come 
close to indicating her greatness. 

When she defeated Stymie in the 
Brooklyn Handicap of 1946, it was only 
the third time in 58 runnings of the race 
that a mare had accomplished the feat. She 
won that season’s Metropolitan Handicap 
over 13 others, as well as the Bay Shore 
Handicap in which the previous year’s 
Preakness winner Polynesian was third. 
The next year she missed by a head to Rico 
Monte in the Whitney, with Stymie third, 
set a track record at Saratoga in the Wilson 
Stakes at 1 mile, and carried up to 128 
pounds. At age 6, she won the Whitney, 
Carter and Wilson. 

End of Act One 

*Challenger II died in December 1948 
at age 21 after bouts of colic. He sired 316 
foals in 17 crops. His largest crops, an aver¬ 
age of 32, came from 1940 through 1942. 
His numbers included 89 percent start¬ 
ers from foals, 79 percent winners from 
starters, 34 stakes winners. His daughters 
produced 48 stakes winners and can be 
found in the tail female lines of the likes 
of Hall of Famer Zenyatta, classic win¬ 
ner Shareef Dancer, champion 2-year-old 
Nadir, Dancer’s Image and local legend 
Little Bold John. 

Following Brann’s death, his widow 
Mabel chose to sell the Glade Valley horses 
as a group. Arthur B. “Bull” Hancock 
offered to buy one mare in particular, 
the 8-year-old Gallita (a full-sis ter to 
Gallorette), but had to take the entire lot 
of 16 mares, eight weanlings, four yearlings 
and the stallions Pictor and *Fast and Fair. 
Hancock sold them for the Brann estate 
at Keeneland in 1953, paying $15,500 for 
Gallita, who was not in foal. She was bred 
to Claiborne stallion *Nasrullah the next 
spring and produced Nadir. 

Also among the mares sold was 9-year- 
old Legendra, stakes-placed daughter of 


*Challenger II and Lady Legend and a full 
sister to stakes winner Pictor. Legendra 
had one foal of racing age at the time, a 
2-year-old son named Life Jacket who fin¬ 
ished second in that fall’s Pimlico Breeders’ 
Stakes. Taylor Hardin bought Legendra, 
barren at the time, for $8,000 and bred 
three stakes winners in succession from 
her-Hasty Doll, Rich Tradition and Sky 
Clipper. From 14 foals, Legendra had 10 
winners, five stakes performers, and was 
behind dozens of stakes performers born 
at Hardin’s Newstead Farm in Virginia, 
including multiple Grade 1 winner Mrs. 
Warren, who sold for $2.1 million at the 
Newstead Farm dispersal in 1985, and 
Farouche, a $1.2 million broodmare at the 
same dispersal. Zenyatta traces five genera¬ 
tions back to Legendra through Newstead- 
bred Mrs. Peterkin. 

Glade Valley Finds a Buyer 

Mabel Brann sold the Maryland farm 
(which had grown to more than 400 acres) 
at the same time she sold the horses. 
Steamship company owner Col. Harry B. 
Marcus, of Washington, D.C., bought the 
farm’s core 152 acres, including the four- 
stall stallion barn, in September 1953, with 
no intention of breeding horses. 

Marcus trained a few racehorses and 
planned to use the farm for his runners as 
well as boarders. By the start of the 1954 
breeding season, the farm was standing a 
young stallion Marcus purchased named 
The Pincher; the next year four stallions 
filled the barn, including Alerted, a son of 
Bull Lea syndicated at the end of 1954, 
with Marcus taking a few shares. 

Enter veterinarian Bob Leonard. An 
Ohio native, Leonard and his wife Nancy, 
whom he met when working at an Ohio 
hunt club while finishing his degree at 
Ohio State, moved to Maryland to special¬ 
ize in equine veterinary care. While living 
in nearby Taneytown, Leonard had Glade 
Valley as a client, and was soon approached 


by Marcus, who suggested the young vet 
purchase the farm as Marcus was tiring of 
the venture. In a letter about the history 
of the farm Leonard wrote in November 
2009: “I told him I could not afford it at 
the time. He then said he wanted to intro¬ 
duce me to a friend of his [Jack Bender] 
who was an animal lover, but did not know 
much about the racing business. 

“Jack and I hit it off immediately; and 
Col. Marcus, his wife, Jack, Dottie, Nancy 
and I went to the Saratoga sale, the first 
of many times for them. While there we 
sketched out our plans for the partnership. 
I sold my house at Taneytown, put the 
proceeds from the sale into the partnership 
and moved to Glade Valley.” 

In January 1960, Bender, president 
of Blake Construction Company, one of 
the nation’s largest builders, Marcus and 
Leonard became equal shareholders in 
Glade Valley Farms Inc., with Leonard 
named resident manager. That first breed¬ 
ing season they brought in *Nasrullah’s son 
Martins Rullah to join stallions Alerted, 
The Pincher and *Speedy d’Arca. Martins 
Rullah would be the most successful. 

Early Growth in Walkersville 

Within two years Glade Valley was burst¬ 
ing at the seams. More stallions were stand¬ 
ing at stud-Ephraim Winer’s Panacean 
was new for the 1962 season—and with 
the focus on selling yearlings at public auc¬ 
tion, more young mares were joining the 
broodmare band. The need for additional 
land was evident, and the partners bought 
two nearby dairy farms, known as the 
Mt. Pleaseant property, or Meadow Brook 
Farm, with the focus on training, including 
breaking yearlings, and rehabilitation. To 
make it ready for horses, new barns and 
fencing were installed, older barns and 
houses remodeled. 

The first foals of Martins Rullah made 
it to the races in 1963, and his first win¬ 
ner was a filly owned by Nancy Leonard 
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named Martinetta. While he would go on 
to sire 168 winners from 249 foals and 
seven stakes winners, Martins Rullah would 
be remembered mosdy for Martinetta. She 
was the dam of five stakes winners from 
10 foals, all bred by Leonard, including 
Glade Valley’s future leading Maryland sire 
Rollicking and steeplechase star Double 
Reefed. 

The female line tracing back to Martin¬ 
etta has produced dozens of stakes win¬ 
ners, led by Delaware Handicap-G3 win¬ 
ner Power Play and $691,867-earner and 
graded stakes winner Gala Spinaway. In 
2010, the Kentucky-bred colt Frac Daddy 
was born. A graded stakes winner of 
$701,236, he was the sixth generation bred 
by Leonard from Martinetta. 

Marcus wanted to sell his share of 
Glade Valley in 1964, and his two part¬ 
ners bought him out. Around the same 
time, the 150-acre Walkersville property 
was sold to the Maryland Baptist College 
Corporation, with the condition that the 
farm would continue to be used as a nurs¬ 
ery through April 1965. 

The college was never built on the 
Walkersville property and the land was 
eventually sold for development. There are 
still remnants of the old Walkersville farm 
—tree lines that used to border the drive¬ 
way, the four-stall stallion barn that was 
turned into a cottage—but the vast majority 
of the acreage was developed for housing. 
The builders paid homage to the farm’s 
history—you can travel down Challedon 
Drive and merge onto Glade Boulevard. 

The cottage remains in the Glade Valley 
family as Larry Murray, the farm’s for¬ 
mer general manager, and his wife Janice 
bought it in 1992. 

“You can tell when you go in that it 
was a four-stall stallion barn,” said Murray, 
whose mother-in-law Doris lived there for 
nearly 20 years. “I’ve been dragging my 
feet about renting it or selling it. I think it’s 
because I have an emotional attachment 
because it was Glade Valley.” Murray has 
recently rented it out. 

Historic Property 

Glade Valley’s breeding stock was 
moved to the nearly 300-acre Mt. Pleasant 
property, which had been owned by the 
Burrier family for about 60 years, and 
had been a dairy farm since the 1930s. 
Nancy Leonard, now 90, remembers all the 
changes at Glade Valley. 

“There is nothing wrong with my mem¬ 
ory or recall of many, many years, and they 
were wonderful years, when we lived on 
and were developing Glade Valley,” she

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said. “My husband was instrumental in 
laying out that farm, including fencing for 
the paddocks and the barns. [On the Mt. 
Pleasant property] is where the big [40- 
stall] training barn was built.” 

For a time, the operation was one of the 
largest commercial breeding farms on the 
East Coast, with more than 300 horses on 
the farm and eight stallions at stud. 

The unique octagonal-shaped eight-stall 
stallion barn, built in the early 1960s, 
was designed by Nancy Leonard’s father 
Downie W Moore, a Columbus, Ohio, 
architect who thought it would be an inter¬ 
esting design. 

Moore also helped restore and remodel 
the farm’s historic stone manor house that 
dates back to 1757, and stayed with the 
Leonards for six months to supervise the 
project. 

“Some things could be restored and 
some could not,” said Leonard. “We had to 
change some of the walls —there was one 
bathroom in the house, and it was located 
in the middle of the downstairs. There 
were five doors leading into it. I thought 
£ my golly, that’s really a problem!’” 

Jack Bender died in November 1966, 
and his three sons took over his interest 
in the farm. Additional properties were 
purchased, eventually increasing the total 
Glade Valley acreage to more than 900. 
One property came to be known as the 
Hart Farm, for eventual Glade Valley part¬ 
ner Jane Hart, whose husband Philip A. 
Hart was a senator from Michigan. The 
Hart family lived in the historic house on 
Crum Road, which later became the home 
to Murray and his family. 

The farms that make up Glade Valley 
are well documented in Maryland history, 
and have been in continuous operation in 
agriculture for nearly 275 years. 

The ownership of the land dates back 
to Daniel Dulaney in 1724. Less than a 
decade later, New York widow Susannah 
Beatty purchased 1,000 acres from Dulaney 
on the bank of the Monocacy River and 
moved to the area with her adult children. 
The house built for her, which still stands, 
dates to 1732, making it one of the old¬ 
est structures in the area. Known as the 
Beatty-Cramer house, it is owned by the 
Frederick County Landmarks Foundation 
and is considered one of the six most 
important houses in Maryland according 
to the Maryland Historical Trust. 

Beatty subdivided the property for her 
children, and her son William Beatty and 

Dr. Robert Leonard, joined by wife Nancy, was 
responsible for the layout of the modern Glade 
Valley Farm, including the 40-stall training barn. 
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his family built and lived in the stone 
manor house. There is an unsubstantiated 
story that during the Revolutionary War, 
George Washington was a guest at the 
house after news came that one of the 
Beatty sons had been killed. 

Other significant buildings on the prop¬ 
erty include one of the few surviving 18th 
century bank barns in the county. 

Rollicking Years 

Modern day Glade Valley stood doz¬ 
ens of stallions over the years, including 
Dancer’s Image, the disqualified winner of 
the 1968 Kentucky Derby, Rambunctious, 
Spring Double and Shelter Half, but no 
stallion had more of an impact on the 
region than homebred Rollicking. 

“Rollicking was our horse,” said Nancy 
Leonard. “We owned him. He was one of 
the many stallions we stood, but probably 
the most successful. He was a genuine 
racehorse, always put out 125 percent. And 
we had a lot of fun with Rollicking. He’s 
buried on the farm, along with his mama 
[Martinetta].” 

Rollicking, the Maryland-bred co-cham- 
pion 2-year-old colt in 1969, was retired to 
stud in 1973 and became one of the most 
popular stallions in the state. He sired 37 
stakes winners and was the first sire to have 
four offspring win stakes on a Maryland 
Million Day card (in 1988). Rollicking was 
26 when he died in 1993. 

The husband and wife team of Howard 
and Sondra Bender became active with the 
farm years after the death of Howard’s 
father Jack. While brother Stanley Bender 
had been a longtime horse owner, Howard, 
who was chairman of the board of Blake 
Construction Company, didn’t take an 
interest in racing until the early 1980s. In 
an interview in the March 1987 Maryland 
Horse , Howard noted that following Jack’s 
stable dispersal: “We didn’t give a whole 
lot of thought to the farm after that. 
Technically we were in the horse breeding 
business, but Dr. Leonard ran the whole 
operation.” 

That changed when the Benders’ inter¬ 
est was piqued after meeting John Henry’s 
owners Sam and Dottie Rubin. From the 
mid-1980s until Howard Bender died in 
2015, the Benders bred dozens of top- 
class stakes winners, all foaled at Glade 
Valley. They were named TOBA breeder 
and owner of the year in 2003, and were 
Maryland Breeder of the Year five times, as 
early as 2001 and as recenfiy as 2017. Glade 

The Benders enjoyed success with their home- 
breds for nearly 30 years. Larry and Janice 
Murray and their sons Brian (3) and Patrick (5) 
enjoyed the country life of Glade Valley in 1987.

Valley Farms was also named Maryland 
Breeder of the Year, in 1988, two years 
after the awards were first presented. 

The Benders’ racing stable, trained by 
Murray, included such standouts as La 
Reine’s Terms, Foufa’s Warrior, Secret 
River and dozens of others racing in the 
name of Sondra (who died in 2012) or 
Howard. Through 2017, the Benders had 


bred and owned five Maryland Million 
winners. 

As was repeatedly the case over the 
decades, the class continues to shine with 
future generations. One of the best Bender 
runners, the graded stakes-winning Carson 
City filly Promenade Girl, has since gone 
on to produce three-time Grade 1 winner 
and $2,063,000-earner Cavorting. 


But time changes all things. The Bender 
family is no longer involved in racing. The 
horses have been sold. Murray managed 
their final starts, and their sales or claims, 
and retired at the end of 2016. 

Late in his life, when Dr. Leonard post¬ 
ed his letter to Howard Bender, he recalled 
his time at Glade Valley and provided his 
observations during his tenure. The retired 
veterinarian, who died at 92 in February 
2016, spoke for many. 

“Looking back over the 50 years since 
Glade Valley has been under the steward¬ 
ship of the Benders and the Leonards, it 
was an extremely successful venture. Jack 
and I had many memorable times, and we 
raised some very good horses. Stanley and 
I established J.I.B. partnership and raced 
many good horses. Howard and Sondra 
became interested in racing and developed 
a very fine stable with many superior race¬ 
horses. We all have had a lot of fun, leaving 
great memories for all involved.” W

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Glade Valley now 


A 900-acre horse farm with only a handful of horses on it, 
Glade Valley Farms was no longer practical by the turn 
of the 21st century The Leonards had already scaled 
back their operation; the Benders’ broodmare band was small 
and select. Family members weren’t interested in continuing 
on, so the farm went on the market. 

Stepping in was a New Jersey developer with a five-year 
option to buy. Five years of attempts to have the property 
rezoned for development failed, and the prospective buyer 
backed out. 

“They jumped through hoops to get it zoned,” said Larry 
Murray. “They started with Frederick County and were turned 
down since it wasn’t in the county’s master plan. They tried 
Frederick City to annex it, but no go. They even tried to get 
Walkersville to annex it in order to develop it, but it didn’t go. 
So the developer walked away. 

“We thought it was a done deal at the time—we were going 
to build another [smaller] farm in Pennsylvania, but the deal fell 
through,” Murray continued. 

The buyers who finally stepped in have a local history as 
rich as the property itself. 

“People kept calling me asking about it, if we were inter¬ 
ested in it,” said John Delaplaine. “They called my dad [George 
Delaplaine Jr.]. One day my dad said it would be a good invest¬ 
ment, so we made an offer and they accepted.” 

The Delaplaine family traces its line through descendants 
to John Thomas Schley, who built the first house in Frederick 
City in 1747. William T. Delaplaine started a print shop in 
1880, and then began publishing Frederick’s local newspaper- 
The News— three years later. Over the next 120 years, the fam¬ 
ily operated the Frederick News-Post , a printing business, and 
launched into cable television in the mid-1960s. Frederick 


Cablevision Inc., later named GS Communications Inc., grew 
to serve more than 120,000 subscribers in four states. The 
cable company was family owned and operated until sold 2001. 
At that time, The Delaplaine Foundation was created, a private 
family philanthropic organization with a mission “to support 
programs to strengthen the arts and sciences, historical preser¬ 
vation, educational advancement, spiritual enlightenment and 
physical well-being.” 

A self-described farmer, 52-year-old John Delaplaine didn’t 
know much about Glade Valley Farms, but had driven past it 
nearly every day. “It’s a beautiful farm . . . it’s pretty nice know¬ 
ing that your family owns it.” 

Delaplaine oversees the entire operation. “It’s an over¬ 
whelming piece of land. . . Everywhere I turn there is some¬ 
thing to do. We purchased 884 acres. Most we have rented out.” 

That includes the training barn, octagon barn, and all the 
houses. The land is now mainly used for crops-corn, wheat, 
soybeans, hay—as well as cattle. 

“We don’t really have any interest in doing horses,” said 
Delaplaine, who notes he farms whatever is not being rented. 
There is also agritainment-a corn maze, petting zoo and hay 
rides —and plans are underway to offer a wedding venue at the 
former Hart Farm property. 

“We’re not planning on building houses, but someday 
maybe,” said Delaplaine. “I don’t want to say never. But it’s just 
too hard-probably not in my lifetime. 

“Hopefully it’ll turn out good in the long run,” he contin¬ 
ued. “It’s been two years and it looks the same as it did two 
years ago.” He added quickly: “The [Glade Valley Farms] sign’s 
down right now, just because it rotted and fell apart. We’re 
going to put it back.”

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Sweet Decision 

First foal from unraced mare, 
CandyLandfilly tops yearling sale

M aryland-bred mare Spin the Bottle, a daughter of Hard Spun 
and the French Deputy mare Chalonnaise with a long list of 
stakes performers in her pedigree, should be putting the finish¬ 
ing touches on her 5-year-old season on the racetrack. Her owners should 
be contemplating another year of racing or, perhaps, a first date with a 
stallion. 

But it wasn’t meant to be. Despite her pedigree, size, power, she never 
raced—and Mike Palmer knows why. 


“I have two definitions of horses, they’re 
either pounders or floaters,” said the gen¬ 
eral manager of Delaware’s CandyLand 
Farm. “Pounders are fast, speedy, rapid- 
type horses but they don’t stick around 
very long. Floaters, they stick around for¬ 
ever and can really run.” 

And Palmer believes Spin the Bottle 
produces floaters. Her first foal, a filly by 
Into Mischief, topped Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic’s fall yearling sale at Timonium, Md., 
last month on a $210,000 bid by Three 
Diamonds Farm. The sales-topper helped 
pace a gross of more than $7 million for 
just the third time in 10 years, though the 
$7.3 million total was down more than 
$500,000 over 2017. In all, 338 horses (26 
more than last year) sold for an average of 
$21,653 and a median of $15,000 while the 
buy-back rate decreased to 21.8 percent. 

Palmer was proud of the filly, a bay 
Maryland-bred, and even prouder of her 
mother. 

In early training with Donna Freyer 
in South Carolina, Spin the Bottle was 
willing enough and showed ability. But 
she was hard on herself, however, and 


a career as a broodmare held far more 
promise for Palmer and owners Herb 
and Ellen Moelis. They’d bought Spin the 
Bottle’s dam Chalonnaise at Timonium for 
$150,000 as a 2-year-old, watched her win 
a race and produce four winners. More 
importantly, they’d watched her pedigree 
blossom with graded stakes winner Tasha’s 
Miracle, $715,000 earner Praetereo, Grade 
1 winner Off the Tracks, Grade 2 winner 
Concord Point and others. 

“She never got that close to running,” 
Palmer said of Spin the Bottle. “Donna 
just said to me one day, ‘You know Mike, 
I don’t think we want to ask her to do 
what we’re going to have to ask her to do.’ 
Donna was honest and I appreciated it. 
I think she could run, and she wanted to 
run, but it wasn’t going to work out.” 

Instead of racing, the 3-year-old Spin 
the Bottle went to Kentucky’s Spendthrift 
Farm. Choosing high-end stallion Into 
Mischief was by design. 

“We like breeding these young mares to 
proven stallions and getting them going, 
you have to,” said Palmer. “If you’re a 
breeder, you can’t just breed them to 


Timbuktu or Kalamazoo and expect them 
to be some sort of rock star, especially if 
you want a commercial horse.” 

Hip 399 in the two-day sale with 500 
horses in the catalog and addendum, the 
Timonium sales-topper was certainly 
commercial. She opened at $100,000 and 
spurred a brief frenzy in the pavilion and 
from Fasig-Tipton staffers working tele¬ 
phones. Ultimately, phone bidder Three 
Diamonds landed the prize over J.J. Crupi 
and others. Managed by Pennsylvanian 
Kirk Wycoff and his son Jordan, Three 
Diamonds has horses in training with Mike 
Maker and Todd Pletcher (and won the 
2017 Maryland Million Classic with Bonus 
Points). 

Palmer wasn’t optimistic of topping 
the sale early in the catalog as buyers 
seemed more hesitant at the opening after¬ 
noon/evening session Oct. 1. CandyLand 
sold a Malibu Moon filly there for 
$110,000—good, but not great. 

“It seemed like everybody was testing 
the market,” Palmer said of the early going. 
With his other star so late on the second 
day, he just played a waiting game while 
wondering if enough high-end buyers 
would latch on to the Into Mischief filly. 

“She was kind of overlooked because 
she was so late in the sale,” he said. “I just 
let her sit over there and do her thing and 
concentrated on the horses at hand. She 
handled the waiting just fine. She’s just one 
of those cool cucumbers. And then every¬ 
body and their brother was on her. It was a 
lot of fun. They bought a nice filly.” 

CandyLand led all consignors by aver¬ 
age ($44,735) and was second by gross 
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Candy Land Farm’s Into Mischief filly topped the 2018 Fas ig-Tipton Midlantic yearling sale at $210,000.

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($760,500) while selling 17 yearlings. 
Palmer called the success a mix of horses 
and location. 

“We try to breed good horses and we 
try to expose them here,” he said. “We’re 
hands-on and want them at the farm. 
We baby them a little bit, not too much. 
They’re outside absorbing every bit of rain 
and hearing every crack of the lightning 
and thunder. You can’t raise a tough horse 
if you don’t do it.” 

CandyLand’s access to the various 
regional incentive programs helps the 
cause as well. 

“Five or six years ago this filly prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t be a Maryland-bred, she’d 
have been a Kentucky-bred,” he said. “The 
farm is in Delaware, they get the Delaware 
certification, and they foal in Maryland so 
they’re Maryland-breds. With all those little 
engagements adding up and keeping the 
mares and foals closer to home, I like that.” 

Late bid lands early colt 

Sitting on a stool at the back of the pavil¬ 
ion, buyer J.J. Crupi watched the price of 
Hip 12 rise in chunks —big chunks —thanks 
to a sire (Uncle Mo) with clout, a female 
family full of stakes horses and a classic 
bay look that might have kept people out 
of a free crabcake line at Michael’s. 

Crupi, a bigger fan of Vito’s anyway, 
waited until the bidding slowed—and near¬ 
ly stopped-before signaling with his right 
hand. Normally a quiet observer, Fasig- 
Tipton president and CEO Boyd Browning 
Jr. yelped like a bid spotter to make sure 
the $200,000 bid registered. Nobody else 
countered, and the colt lasted as the sale’s 
highest-priced colt (and second overall) for 
Crupi and client Albert Frassetto. 


Consigned by Northview Stallion 
Station, the Maryland-bred is out of star 
broodmare Who’s Cozy. Stakes-placed for 
owner Richard Golden and trainer Michael 
Dickinson, the daughter of Cozzene has 
produced four winners led by stakes win¬ 
ner Who’s in Town and the stakes-placed 
Campaign Vows, plus stakes producer 
Who’s in Love. Second dam Who Did It 
and Run won two graded stakes and pro¬ 
duced eight winners. 

Northview’s David Wade rode out the 
late bid from Crupi and laughed about it— 
afterward. 

“You couldn’t be any later,” Wade said. 
“The horse had a lot of activity back at the 
barn, four vets on him which is good. That 
was about the least amount we were going 
to take, I think, but I thought he might go 
a little higher. You can’t predict where peo¬ 
ple are going to stop on a horse like that.” 

Selling early may have affected the colt’s 
price, though Wade said quality always 
shines through. 

“When you have a good horse there 
aren’t too many bad spots for it,” he said. 
“You can bring a horse like that over here 
and it’s a standout but also people aren’t 
always in the frame of mind to spend a ton 
of money. In Kentucky, you’ve got a lot of 
people who spend stratospheric prices, but 
your horse might get overlooked a litfie. 
Here there’s a handful [of bigger buyers] 
and you’ve just got to make sure you get a 
couple of them on your horse.” 

Northview sold 21 horses for $560,000, 
good for fourth on the gross list, and was 
pushed along by a $60,000 Redeemed 
colt though a Blame—Great Hostess filly 
($65,000) and a Flatter—American Victory 
colt ($120,000) failed to sell. 


Sale Snippets 

Timonium regular Cary Frommer went 
to $160,000 to land a Cairo Prince— 
Graceontour filly from Virginia consigner 
Andrew Motion’s Old Chapel Farm. The 
filly, a $110,000 purchase at Keeneland 
January, was withdrawn from Fasig- 
Tipton’s select sale at Saratoga and reward¬ 
ed all for the patience. 

In the roughly two months in between, 
she grew up and her first-crop sire showed 
signs of life. In early August, he had zero 
winners. By early October, his progeny 
included Grade 3 winner Cairo Cat, Grade 
2-placed Pakhet, double winner Marquee 
Prince and plenty of other positive signs. 

“Saratoga wasn’t her fault,” said Motion. 
“I was taking two fillies to Saratoga anyway 
but I realized I was in a better position with 
a freshman sire [Carpe Diem] than a sec¬ 
ond-year sire and once two or three people 
asked me about Cairo Prince because he 
hadn’t done anything I knew I was in the 
wrong spot.” 

Motion went to Plan B, got the sire 
push he was hoping for and watched his 
dark bay filly continue to grow into herself. 

“She grew up a lot,” he said. “It was just 
giving her the time and waiting for Cairo 
Prince to come around, which we all knew 
he would. I like to support this sale. Every 
time I’ve come here with a decent horse 
I’ve done well.” 

Frommer regularly buys decent horses, 
and then some, at Timonium and was 
happy to make the Kentucky-bred filly part 
of her group of five this year. 

“We had seen her in Saratoga and she 
just grew and developed and Cairo Prince 
jumped up and started doing more inter¬ 
esting things so we’re tickled to get her

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and we’ve tried to buy off of Andrew a 
couple times,” Frommer said. “He always 
has horses we like. He grows nice, beautiful 
horses. He buys a nice horse, and he sells 
a healthy horse. There are no smoke and 
mirrors.” 

Based in Aiken, S.C., Frommer shops 
regularly at Timonium—where she typically 
buys on the higher-end of the market-to 
fuel her 2-year-old sales business. 

“There’s a little lack of top quality 
horses I guess, but every year I get one or 
two out of here that are among my best 
horses,” she said. “This is my hub. I love 
this place. The two I bought so far today 
I can feel good about them anywhere. 
Sometimes you have to have a little more 
vision, but that’s what it’s all about.” 

Frommer also bought Maryland-bred 
colts by Malibu Moon ($65,000) and 
Golden Lad ($50,000) and a Maryland- 
bred filly by Broken Vow. She and partner 
Barry Berkelhammer didn’t go down as 
buyers of another colt, a Maryland-bred 
by Imagining, but offered some advice to 
buyer Melvin St. Clair Jr. who landed the 
chestnut for $17,000. The Virginia resident 
works in the information technology field 
and bought a Flat Out filly at the sale in 
2017 as well. 

“I haven’t had any racehorses yet, my 
first one is still training,” he said. “I enjoy 
the sport and it’s just exciting for me. Barry 
and Cary gave me good advice.” 

The 2018 purchase brings some pedi¬ 
gree as a half-sibling to eight winners 
including stakes winner Vielsalm and 
the stakes-placed Open the Bank and 
Fujita. Further back, the colt is related to 
Maryland Million winners Undercover and 
My Magician among others. 

St. Clair liked what he saw. 

“He walked really strong and he’s got 
a presence about himself,” he said. “I 
thought I might have to go to 20 (thou¬ 
sand) so 17 is good. He will go to Cary for 
training and she’ll let us know what to do 
from there.” 

I The dozen broodmares at Sagamore 
Farm played a trick in 2017, producing 
nothing but fillies and helping push the 
Maryland operation into the yearling sales 
ring this year. At Timonium, a Maryland- 
bred daughter of Ghostzapper brought 
$150,000 from Tommy Fackler as a step 
toward diversifying the group. 

“Really,” Sagamore’s Hunter Rankin 
replied to some incredulity about the all¬ 
female group. “We’re selling a few and 
getting some colts. You can’t keep them 
all and we just thought she was a good 
sale prospect. She’s by a good sire, she’s

very classy and we wanted to support this 
sale too. Maryland’s home for us and we 
support the Maryland breeding program 
obviously. It’s important for the state, it’s 
important for Sagamore that Maryland’s 
healthy.” 

Fackler, who runs Best A Luck Farm in 
Florida, said the filly—whose dam Naive 


Enough won twice and is a full-sister 
to stakes winner Light the City—fit his 
approach to the sale. 

“We might shoot for pinhooking her 
but we might keep her and run her too,” 
he said. “She’ a pretty filly. My guys wanted 
her so we gave it a shot. You’ve got to fight 
for them here sometimes, but it’s a good 
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spot to buy nice horses. We got shut out on 
a few so sometimes youVe got to stretch.” 

Sagamore also sold yearling fillies out 
of Grade 1 winner Shared Account at 
Saratoga ($350,000) and Grade 2 winner 
Daring Dancer ($600,000) at Keeneland 
September this year 

■ Timonium’s yearling sale is always a desti¬ 
nation for regional trainers, and Maryland- 
based Phil Schoenthal left with 13 horses 
for owner D Hatman Thoroughbreds and 
other clients. The Hatman group includ¬ 
ed a $95,000 colt by Imagining out of 
Formalities Aside and a $63,000 filly by 
Mr Speaker while Schoenthal bought oth¬ 
ers for as little as $4,000 and as much as 
$ 22 , 000 . 

Schoenthal called Timonium a good 
place for trainers to shop. 

“We find the sweet spot in the market 
because pinhookers need a very specific 
thing from a sirepower standpoint and a 


horse that vets just perfectly, where an end 
user has more flexibility,” he said. “There’s 
a huge group of horses that kind of fall 
into our wheelhouse that seem like good 
buys here.” 

When pressed for one he’s most 
excited about, Schoenthal singled out the 
Imagining colt. The chestnut is a half- 
brother to eight winners including multiple 
stakes winner Awesome Flower and the 
stakes-placed First Mondays. 

The latter topped the 2016 yearling sale 
at Timonium at $450,000, won his first 
two starts this year and placed third in the 
Smart Jones Stakes-G3 at Parx Racing in 
late August. 

Consigned by Becky Davis, the Mary- 
land-bred Hip 171 will get a chance to 
succeed in his home state. 

“When you have a female family like 
that it gives you hope,” Schoenthal said. 
“I’ve got a friend who says to me, ‘If you’re 


trying to hunt for elephants, you’ve got to 
look for signs of elephants laying around.’ 
And from a pedigree standpoint, if I’m 
trying to buy a racehorse I better see race¬ 
horses in the immediate family. He’s got a 
lot of racehorses in his family.” 

Most in the Schoenthal brigade will be 
Virginia-certified and those that are already 
part of that program will head to South 
Carolina for early training before arriving 
at his base at Laurel Park. Schoenthal loved 
the ability to shop for multiple horses. 

“It was a huge blessing this year to know 
we were going to buy a lot of horses,” 
Schoenthal said. “It would be different if I 
was here for myself and was going to buy 
one or two horses. Do I buy hip number 30 
while I can or risk waiting for that one later 
on that might sell out of my budget. When 
you know you’ve got a lot of buyers lined 
up, you can work through the ones you can 
afford and sort out who gets what later. It 
makes it a lot easier to work the horse sale.”

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■ Via consignor Marshall Silverman, Ken¬ 
tucky breeders Bayne and Chris Welker 
realized the fifth-highest price at the sale 
($145,000) in a Maryland-bred son of 
Shackleford and the Coronado’s Quest 
mare Teruko. Purchased by Pleasant Valley 
Farm, the yearling goes way back with the 
Welker family via Bayne’s parents Libby 
and Bayne Sr. 

In 1987, their client Robert Quinichett 
bought the broodmare Willamae (in foal to 
Woodman) from the Warner Jones disper¬ 
sal at Keeneland. 

For Quinichett and others, the daughter 
of Tentam produced eight winners includ¬ 
ing Grade 1 winners Will’s Way and Willa 
On the Move (a foal of 1985), future sire 
Citidancer and stakes winner Lady Reiko 
(Ire). An unraced daughter Willa Joe (Ire) 
produced another eight winners including 
a second Willa On the Move (this one a 
Grade 3 winner foaled in 1999), who in 
turn produced seven winners. 

One of those seven, Teruko, has pro¬ 
duced seven winners (and more than $1.6 
million in sales revenue) while bouncing 
through the ownership of Quinichett, the 
Welkers, Spendthrift Farm and now, once 
again the Welkers-who spent $12,000 to 
buy the mare at the 2016 Midlantic winter 
mixed sale. 

“It’s a pretty sentimental story,” said 
Chris Welker, whose husband is the vice 
president of sales at Fasig-Tipton. “She 
was in the sale and I told Bayne I wanted 
her back, and he said we could do it. She’s 
a pretty cool mare, she has good foals, she’s 
a producer and that family goes way back 
with Bayne’s family so we’re happy.” 

The Welkers sold her 2016 Super Ninety 
Nine filly for $47,000 as a yearling and bred 
the mare to Shackleford. Foaled at Country 
Life Farm in Maryland, the colt was raised 
in Kentucky and went through plenty of 
growing pains before taking major steps 
forward in time for the October sale. Chris 
Welker called the fall schedule a blessing. 

“He was kind of an ugly duckling as a 
foal and a I always liked him, but Bayne 
liked him a little less than I did,” said Chris. 
“He’s smart and laid back, but you won¬ 
dered if he’d be a sale horse. In the spring 
his coat was kind of bad and all the sudden 
he changed. Thank God we had the time 
to bring him to October. You could only 
bring him here because he was a Maryland- 
bred and he was just a little slow to look as 
good as he looked when he got here. He 
just bloomed. He was the type of horse 
that the more we did with him the better 
he got. Even here, every day he showed 
better. That’s a sign of a good horse. I was 
proud of him.”

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Good, not great 

Fasig-Tipton’s Paget Bennett looked at 
the bright side of the sale, which produced 
a lower percentage of horses not sold 
and showed signs of an improved middle 
market despite a decrease in yearlings sold 
at the higher end. This year, 86 horses sold 
in $25,000 to $74,999 range compared to 
69 in 2017. 

“It was a good sale,” she said. “The 
RNA rate improved so we got horses sold, 
that’s great to see. Our top horse was 210 
(thousand) where we’ve gotten to a little 
bit higher in past years but we still did 


well. I’m happy and hopefully the people 
that signed the tickets today are happy and 
have success and return next year. We want 
repeat buyers and we see a lot of them.” 

NOTES: Pennsylvania-based owner 
Joseph Besecker signed for 31 horses at 
$609,200 to lead all buyers. The latter was 
a good sign for Bennett. “That’s huge,” she 
said. “It’s nice when you have somebody 
come in and do that. He’s done well out 
of this sale as a buyer and a seller and that 
support from buyers at this sale is a good 
thing. We want people to come to the sale 
and shop it like that.” . . . Five of the top 
six prices were for Maryland-breds while 


Kentucky-breds found only three spots in 
the top 10 . . . Regional stallions Golden 
Lad ($514,500), Imagining ($246,500) and 
El Padrino ($223,000) occupied the top 
three spots by gross while Jump Start and 
Golden Lad made the top 10 by aver¬ 
age, with at least three sold. Wynoaks 
Farm consigned six yearlings by its stallion 
Weigelia, and each brought $15,000 or 
more . . . Maryland-based owner Hillwood 
Stable bought two yearlings for $120,000 
each—a Maryland-bred Golden Lad filly 
from CandyLand and a Pennsylvania- 
bred Great Notion colt from Woodford 
Thoroughbreds. W

Five-year-old mare Jessica Krupnick storms 
to overall MATCH title for Sycamore, Abbott

S ycamore Racing V’s 5-year-old mare 
Jessica Krupnick missed the first 
of five races in the Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred Championships Series Filly 
and Mare Sprint-Dirt Division, but a 
commitment to the remaining four events 
and top-three finishes in all netted her the 
overall championship in the series, which 
returned to the Mid-Atlantic racing calen¬ 
dar after 16 years. 

Trained by Francis “Tres” Abbott III, 
Jessica Krupnick actually was entered in 
the The Very One Stakes, the first leg of 
the Filly and Mare Sprint—Turf Division, 
but scratched from the May 19 stakes at 
Pimlico Race Course when it was moved 
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from turf to dirt. Had she competed that 
day, any MATCH Series points earned 
wouldn’t have counted toward the division 
in which she won the championship. 

Jessica Krupnick, based at Fair Hill 
Training Center, is one of five Maryland- 
based horses who captured the five 
MATCH divisions. All told, they won a 
combined $250,000 in bonus money for 
their owners and trainers. Almost $400,000 
in bonuses provided by participating 
horsemen’s groups will be paid to owners, 
trainers and breeders. 

As the overall champion, Jessica Krup¬ 
nick earned $50,000 for Sycamore Racing 
and $25,000 for Abbott. As a division win¬ 


ner, the owner and trainer received another 
$20,000 and $15,000, respectively, for a 
total of $110,000. 

“It has been a fun summer racing in 
the MATCH Series,” Abbott said. “Once 
you get into it, you plan around it, and it 
worked out well for us. It’s a good program 
for Mid-Atlantic horses and some of the 
smaller trainers in the region.” 

A partnership endeavor, Sycamore 
Racing began in 2011 and has a few grad¬ 
ed stakes victories on its ledger. Franny 
Abbott of Abbott Bloodstock in West 
Chester, Pa., and his son, Tres, purchased 
two yearling fillies that year and one of 
them, Nellie Cashman, became a graded 
stakes winner of almost $350,000 in four 
seasons of racing. They also arranged for 
the purchase of the Irish-bred filly Medea, 
who went on to win a graded stakes after 
her arrival in the United States. 

“Originally, it was put together to get 
horses from Europe,” said Tres Abbott, 
who won his first race as a trainer with 
his first starter, Brushwood Stable’s Pink 
Palace, at Laurel Park in 2010. “The follow¬ 
ing year my father put together a syndicate 
to help me get off the ground as a trainer. 
The first year was fun—it was basically a 
lot of family and friends I had known for a 
long time. Everybody supported me, and it 
just picked up and steamrolled.” 

Nellie Cashman, a $70,000 RNA at the 
Keeneland September yearling sale, won 
the Grade 3 Virginia Oaks at Colonial 
Downs and the Dahlia Stakes at Pimlico. 
She also finished second in the Grade 3 
Valley View at Keeneland and third in the 
Grade 2 Ballston Spa Stakes at Saratoga 
Race Course. In 2013, as a follow-up to 
her Virginia Oaks victory, Nellie Cashman 
crossed the wire first in the Grade 2 Lake 
Placid at Saratoga but the stewards disqual¬ 
ified her to third for interference. It was a 
tough beat, but it didn’t take away from the 
filly’s quality. 

“We’ve purchased two yearling fillies 
each year except last year,” Abbott said. “It 
has worked out pretty well. Our budget is 
always under $100,000, and we stay with 








fillies because of their residual value (in the 
breeding shed).” 

Named for the character in the 1988 
movie Who Framed Roger Rabbit , Jessica 
Krupnick, a Kentucky-bred daughter of 
Uncle Mo and the Henny Hughes mare 
Wear Red, was purchased for $45,000 at 
the 2014 Keeneland September yearling 
sale. Her 2018 racing campaign was her 
best to date. 

She finished fourth, beaten only three- 
quarters of a length, in the Grade 3 Whim¬ 
sical on the Tapeta surface at Woodbine in 
April before joining the MATCH Series, 
in which her lone victory came in the 
Dashing Beauty Stakes at Delaware Park 
in July. In August she finished third behind 
Hotshot Anna, who went on to win the 
Grade 2 Presque Isle Downs Masters, in 
the Satin and Lace Stakes on Tapeta at 
Presque Isle. 

The long round-trip to Erie, Pa., paid 
off in two ways for Sycamore Racing. It 
sealed the top spot in the Filly and Mare 
Sprint—Dirt Division for Jessica Krupnick 
and also led to a private sale to a Canadian 
group looking for broodmares. 

“We had a deal that after she raced [in 
the MATCH Series] we would sell her as a 
broodmare,” Abbott said. “So it was great 
to win the series with her but it was also 
bittersweet. She was consistent through the 
entire series. She’ll probably race one more 
time in Canada-the new owners want her 
to get black-type there, and then become a 
broodmare. Our goal is to race but also sell, 
and the MATCH Series offers an opportu¬ 
nity to showcase Mid-Atlantic horses.” 

Jessica Krupnick’s final MATCH Series 
race came Sept. 15 at Parx Racing. The 
second gave her the most points of any 
horse in the series, but her connections had 
to sweat it out until the three final races at 
Laurel Sept. 22. 

Hillside Equestrian Meadows’ Laki, a 
5-year-old Maryland-bred gelding by Cuba, 
took the overall series lead in August 
with a victory—after the disqualification 
of Lewis field—in the Polynesian Stakes 
at Laurel. Lewis field was in the running 
for the 3-Year-Olds and Up Sprint—Dirt 
Division title but finished fifth in the 
Grade 3 Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash, so Laki took the division after a 
good second behind Switzerland. 

Laki needed to win the De Francis 
Dash to get the overall MATCH cham¬ 
pionship, but trainer Damon Dilodovico 
was pleased with the effort and a division 
championship. 

“He raced in all five division legs—it 
was nice to have these races to point to in 
the series,” Dilodovico said. “He came out 
of the [De Francis Dash] very well, and he 
may get a little time off. Getting a payday 
like this means a lot to us, and if he’s good 


next year, we hope to participate in the 
series again.” 

Trainer Mary Eppler, based at Pimlico, 
was the only trainer to win two MATCH 
divisions, and she also won one as owner. 
Adam Staple and Jalin Stable’s Page 
McKenney, retired in August, took the 
3-Year-Olds and Up Long—Dirt Division, 


while Eppler’s Oak Bluffs captured the 
3-Year-Olds and Up Sprint—Turf Divi¬ 
sion. 

The other division winner was Audley 
Farm Stable’s Smiling Causeway (Filly 
and Mare Sprint—-Turf Division), who 
is based at Fair Hill with trainer Arnaud 
Delacour. ^

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Plenty to 
chew on 

Disqualification, dominance, daring 
highlight the big day at Parx Racing

W ho could forget the day an outrider, chasing a loose horse, 
joined a race in progress at the head of the stretch? How about 
when a Canada goose took off from the infield lake and hit 
jockey John Bisono in the head, nearly knocking him off his mount? Or 
when the starter hit the button prematurely for the Pennsylvania Oaks in 
2005, leaving the filly Private Gift, at 7-5, standing behind the gate as the 
rest of the field leapt out of the stalls? 


On Sept. 22, the unexpected occurred 
once again, in the Grade 1, $1 million 
Cotillion Stakes and in the Grade 3, 
$300,000 Gallant Bob Stakes, prompting 
loud vocal reactions from the crowd and 
perhaps stealing a little bit of the thunder 
of the Grade 1, $1 million Pennsylvania 
Derby, the day’s featured event. 

The Gallant Bob, a 6-furlong dash 
named after the 1970s-era champion 
sprinter who won six stakes at Keystone 
Racetrack (now Parx), attracted eight 
horses, among them Firenze Fire, who was 
trying his hand at sprinting after spending 
most of his 3-year-old season going two 
turns for trainer Jason Servis. 

A homebred for the Mr. Amore Stable 
of Ron Lombardi, a South Orange, N.J., 
native who owns Sports Care, a physical 
therapy franchise that’s the official physical 
therapy provider for the NBA’s Brooklyn 
Nets, Firenze Fire was installed as the bet¬ 
ting favorite. 

After taking a short lead at the quarter 
pole, the colt and Irad Ortiz Jr. found 
themselves in a dogfight as 17-1 Where- 
shetoldmetogo, from the Anthony Peco- 


raro barn, rallied wide and wrestled away 
the lead. They headed for the wire as 
a team, with Firenze Fire slowly grind¬ 
ing his way to a narrow advantage when 
Whereshetoldmetogo reached over and 
savaged him, just missing Ortiz’s right 
hand. Firenze Fire never broke stride, 
however, and crossed the finish line a neck 
better than Whereshetoldmetogo, whom 
Jeremy Rose had straightened out, as the 
crowd roared and applauded. The shouting 
continued as the track showed the rerun on 
the big video board. 

Standing quietly in the winner’s cir¬ 
cle after the trophy presentation, Servis 
was asked what he thought when he saw 
Whereshetoldmetogo try to bite Firenze 
Fire. 

“I was thinking of when Ray Metcalf’s 
horse [Great Prospector] savaged another 
[Golden Derby] in the [1980] Tremont 
Stakes,” said Servis. “I was there that day, 
and it brought back those memories. You 
don’t see that too often.” 

And with a laugh, he correctly pre¬ 
dicted, “This race will probably be in the 
headlines tomorrow.” 


Aside from some slobber, Firenze Fire’s 
neck was no worse for wear, Servis said, 
and the son of Poseidon’s Warrior would 
head for the Breeders’ Cup, with the exact 
race to be determined. The $180,000 win¬ 
ner’s share made the colt a millionaire, with 
six wins from 13 lifetime starts. 

The Cotillion Stakes drew the best 
3-year-old fillies in training, headed by 
Michael Dubb, Monomoy Stables, The 
Elkstone Group and Bethlehem Stables’ 
Monomoy Girl, who was seeking her sixth 
consecutive victory en route to a probable 
year-end championship. Meeting her was 
Midnight Bisou, owned by the partnership 
of Bloom Racing, Madaket Racing and 
Allen Racing, and who had unsuccessfully 
chased Monomoy Girl in the Coaching 
Club American Oaks-Gl at Saratoga in 
July, as well as the Kentucky Oaks-Gl in 
May. Also on hand was Queen’s Plate win¬ 
ner Wonder Gadot, who didn’t fire against 
the boys in the Travers Stakes-Gl. 

Another victory for Monomoy Girl 
seemed imminent as she came to the head 
of the stretch under Florent Geroux with a 
length lead over the field and running easily 
in about the three path. From that point, 
the complexion of the race changed. 

Midnight Bisou had launched her rally 
along the inside under Mike Smith, but 
switched to the outside of Monomoy 
Girl near the furlong marker as that rival 
drifted in. But no sooner had Smith taken 
Midnight Bisou outside than Monomoy 
Girl began to drift outside, too, despite a 
right-handed whip by Geroux. 
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The pair commenced a duel to the wire, 
with Monomoy Girl continuing to get 
out, although never making contact with 
Midnight Bisou. The favorite finished a 
neck better in 1:45.95 for the lVu miles, 
with Wonder Gadot far back in third, 
but immediately upon dismounting Smith 
lodged a claim of foul against Monomoy 
Girl for interference in the stretch. 

It wasn’t until the head-on view of the 
race was replayed on the video screen that it 
became apparent just how badly Monomoy 
Girl had drifted. Both fillies were returned 
to the winner’s circle, and walked in circles 
on the track while the connections milled 
about, some worried about what would 
happen, others with fingers crossed. One 
man who did not much care one way or the 
other was Sol Kumin, who owns a piece 
of Monomoy Girl through his Monomoy 
Stables, and a piece of Midnight Bisou 
through his Madaket Stables. 

After nearly 10 minutes of deliberation, 
Parx stewards decided that Monomoy Girl 
had interfered with Midnight Bisou, and 
posted a disqualification. When the deci¬ 
sion was announced, a roar went up from 
the packed apron. 

Many were voicing their approval at 
what transpired, while many others-most 


likely the majority given Monomoy Girl’s 
1 -2 odds — screamed in anger. 

“Tough to win like this, lose like that, 
we’ve all been there,” said Scott Blasi, 
assistant to Midnight Bisou’s trainer Steve 


Asmussen. “But that being said, she 
deserved to win the race. She’s an extreme¬ 
ly gutty filly and shows up every time.” 

Said Smith: “You know, I’ve been on 
both sides of [disqualifications]. And you

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hate for anything to happen like that in 
such an important race. She’s just a bril¬ 
liant filly, Monomoy Girl, but my mare 
deserved a fair chance, and I didn’t think 
she got one. 

“I went inside because everyone was 
going out—and I was going straight as an 
arrow,” he continued. “[Monomoy Girl] 
chose to come over and take it from me, 
so I chose the outer route, and there prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t have been a DQ if she would 
have just stayed straight at that point. But 
then she came out again and we ended up 
in the eight, nine path. I never got a straight 
run and only got beat a neck.” 

A dejected Geroux was asked by report¬ 
ers if he felt it was the right call, and he 
demurred by saying, “I am not the steward. 
This was a million-dollar race, a Grade 1 
race. I thought our filly was the best today.” 

There are many races over the course 
of a season that result in a disqualification 
at Parx. Usually there are a few disgruntled 
bettors who mutter under their breath and 
move on to the next race on the program. 
But the Cotillion disqualification drew the 
most raw emotion from those in atten¬ 
dance, and no doubt many more who 
wagered via simulcast as part of the New 
York Racing Association’s Cross Country 
Pick 4 wager. 

Midnight Bisou’s victory boosted her 
record to five wins from 10 starts, and 
$1,385,000. 

No Drama in Derby 

After the drama of the Gallant Bob 
and the Cotillion, many wondered if it was 
possible that the Pennsylvania Derby could 
provide more fireworks. It turned out that 
it could—but the display was more like 
sparklers than cherry bombs. 

Bob Baffert shipped Karl Watson, Mike 
Pegram and Paul Weitman’s McKinzie 
cross-country for his first start in six 
months, and the bay son of Street Sense 
showed why the trainer considered him his 
best Kentucky Derby-Gl prospect before 
he was sidelined by injury. 

With Smith aboard, McKinzie put on a 
show, prompting the moderate early pace 
set by 81-1 Trigger Warning, poking a head 
in front at the top of the lane, and then 
coming home with authority, with plenty 
left to hold back the onrushing Axelrod, 
winner of the local Grade 3 Smarty Jones 
Stakes. Trigger Warning, who began his 
year running at Fair Grounds and Sunland 
Park before taking the Tom Ridge Stakes 
at Presque Isle Downs in May, held third. 
The final time over a dead racetrack was 
1:52.05. 


“I always thought McKinzie was my top 
3-year-old and then he got hurt and Justify 
came along,” said Baffert by phone from 
California. “It was good to see him get 
back in the game. It was a pretty tall order 
to go 1 % miles off that kind of layoff. But 
you can do it with good horses.” 

McKinzie was headed for the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl Nov. 3 at Churchill Downs 


or the Clark Handicap-G1 at the Louisville 
oval later that month, Baffert said. 

McKinzie improved to four wins from 
five starts, and earnings of $906,000. His 
only loss was a disqualification (with Smith 
aboard) in the San Felipe Stakes-G2 at 
Santa Anita in March. 

Also on the program were two other 
added-money events of note. 
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Mckinzie and Mike Smith cost home 
with an easy-win in the Pennsylvania Derby. 


The $100,000 Alphabet Soup Stakes for 
Pennsylvania-breds at lVu miles on turf 
was captured by Kendell Hansen’s Fast and 
Accurate, a 4-year-old son of Hansen who 
registered his first victory since November 
for trainer Mike Maker. 

Fast and Accurate, who ran in last year’s 
Kentucky Derby-Gl, placed in four stakes 
prior to the Alphabet Soup. 


In the $150,000 Pennsylvania Derby 
Champion Stakes, older horses sparred 
at 1 Vi6 miles, including another Baffert 
shipper, odds-on Collected, who defeated 
stablemate Arrogate in last year’s Pacific 
Classic-Gl. 

But unlike McKinzie, Collected couldn’t 
overcome a long layoff—in his case, eight 
months —and finished fourth of five start¬ 


ers, nearly 7 lengths behind winner Aztec 
Sense, who led from start to finish for 
trainer Jorge Navarro. 

On-track handle for Pennsylvania Derby 
Day was $647,894, down about 2.5 percent 
from last year, but total handle improved 
13 percent to $8,319,280, according to 
information provided to Equibase.

Crabcakes makes most of chance 
to shine in tune-up for Houghton barn

L ast year’s Maryland-bred champion 
3-year-old filly and champion sprinter 
Crabcakes recorded her second victo¬ 
ry of 2018 when she captured an allowance 
Sept. 21 in a swift 1:09.99 for 6 furlongs. 

The daughter of Great Notion scored 
over another fast filly, Behrnik’s Bank, who 
rounded into sharp form this summer. 

Crabcakes was bred by Binnie Hough¬ 
ton’s Buckingham Farm, and was gifted 
to her present owners, Susie and Wayne 
Chatfield-Taylor’s Morgan’s Ford Farm, 
upon her passing at age 79 last year. She’s 
trained by Houghton’s nephew, Bernie 
Houghton. 

While all of Crabcakes’ stakes victories 
have come at Laurel Park-the Maryland 
Juvenile Filly Championship, and the Miss 
Disco and Maryland Million Distaff at 3- 
she sports a perfect record at Penn 
National, having broken her maiden at 
first asking in December 2016. 

Crabcakes completed the 2017 season 
with a third in the Hollywood Gaming 
Mahoning Distaff Stakes at Mahoning 
Valley Race Course in November, then was 
given the winter off at the Houghton fam¬ 
ily’s Sylmar Farm in Christiana, Pa. 

Trainer Houghton brought her back in 
a 6-furlong allowance test at Laurel July 26, 
which she won over stakes winners Hailey’s 
Flip and Shimmering Aspen in 1:08.84. 

“I’m always conservative and I was tell¬ 
ing people she might need a race but she 
had been going very well,” Houghton said 
afterward. “To run like that, that would 
impress anybody.” 

He then tried her on turf in the Jameela 
Stakes at Laurel Aug. 18, and she finished 
second behind Rocky Policy. The final time 
for the 6-furlong Jameela was 1:08.78, just 
a shade off the course mark of 1:08. 

“We often thought about running her 
on the turf when my aunt was alive,” said 


Houghton. “But it looked like she was 
spinning her wheels a little bit and couldn’t 
quite get hold of the turf. It was a good 
experience. I’m going to go right back to 
the dirt.” 

The Jameela was followed by Crabcakes’ 
victory in the Penn National allowance in 
September. 

Crabcakes, out of the Charismatic mare 
Aunt Elaine, won for the eighth time in 14 
starts and pushed her career earnings to 
$363,532, 

Houghton, whose father Ronnie died in 
September, saddled two other winners of 
note during the month. 

Trolley Ride, owned by James Eshleman 
and bred by Kim Eshleman, won her fifth 
race from nine starts in 2018 when she 
prevailed in an allowance Sept. 13. It was 
also the third win in a row for the 3-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Flashy 
Bull, a streak that began Aug. 11 at Penn 
National. 

Sylmar Farm’s homebred Mayday 
Magic broke her maiden at first asking 
Sept. 12, drawing away by nearly 5 lengths 
on a sloppy surface. The 3-year-old filly is 
a daughter of El Padrino and Sylmar Farm 
homebred multiple stakes winner Outlaw 
Dancer (by Bowman’s Band). 

■ As was the case with most racetracks in 
the region, Penn National’s business took 
a hit with an abnormally wet September. 

“Things have been a little tough around 
the area, as central Pennsylvania became 
ground zero for a number of large rain¬ 
fall events that forced us off the turf for 
the majority of the month,” said Eric 
Johnston, the track’s director of racing. 
“The loss of turf racing had a direct 
impact on field size and the rain certainly 
did not encourage the fans to make addi¬ 
tional trips to the track. However, we’re 
keeping our heads up.” 


On a positive note, Johnston noted 
that Penn National’s New Start, the Thor¬ 
oughbred retirement program based at 
the Grantville oval, placed more than 100 
horses this year through September. It 
eclipsed the number of placements in 
2017, as 97 were re-homed that year. 

■ Handicappers who placed bets on the 
fifth race Sept. 7 had to wait quite some 
time—22 minutes past post time—before 
the field of 2-year-old maiden fillies were 
sent on their way. The wait, however, was 
an interesting one. 

The original field of 10 was whittled 
down to six after a number of mishaps. 
The chart footnote tells the story: “Off 
time was 22 minutes late because a horse 
was returned to the paddock for a new 
rider, two horses including the one with 
the new rider were injured in the gate, and 
another ran off. The survivors carried the 
weight during the delay.” 

The winner of that long-delayed maid¬ 
en race was Risque’s Treasure, a juvenile 
daughter of Pennsylvania stallion Weigelia, 
who won by a half-length despite duck¬ 
ing in at the break. Risque’s Treasure had 
finished seventh at Parx four days earlier 
before getting her first victory for owner/ 
trainer Randy Allen. 

Another 2-year-old winner by Weigelia 
came Sept. 13, when Tom Coulter’s home¬ 
bred Kick Kick Hustle, ignored at the 
windows at 11-1, had a professional debut 
against five rivals. Hustled out of the gate 
by Inoel Beato, Kick Kick Hustle dueled 
around the turn and then drove clear to 
win the AVi -furlong test on a good track by 
a length for trainer Rodrigo Madrigal Sr. 

■ Stallionaire Enterprises’s 2-year-old Will 
Take Charge filly Sweet Diane was an ultra- 
impressive winner in her second start Sept. 
28, as she humbled her foes in a maiden 
special weight—winning by 13% lengths for 
trainer Mike Stidham. 

I Bush Racing Stable’s Persie won his 
seventh race of the year at Penn National 
Sept. 29, putting him in a tie for the lead 
with Ugottahaveheart, from the Double 
Bogey Racing Stable and trainer Erin 
McClellan. 

Claimed May 24 for $8,000 by Bush 
Racing, the 5-year-old son of Street Sense 
had already won three races in 2018, but 
added five more for his new connections, 
for a total of eight wins in 2018 (one com¬ 
ing at Timonium Sept. 1). And since Aug. 
9, he hasn’t lost, the most recent a half- 
length starter allowance score. W

Switzerland adds G3 De Francis Dash 
to growing resume of sprint triumphs

I f the horse has anything to do with it, 
Switzerland may soon be known for 
more than chocolate, watches, skiing 
and bank accounts. And the country may 
want to think about moving its American 
embassy to Baltimore. 

Switzerland, the horse, improved to 
2-for-2 in Maryland with an easy win in the 
Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash-G3 on 
a stakes-filled card at Laurel Park Sept. 22. 
Trained by Steve Asmussen for Woodford 
Racing, the 4-year-old sprinter broke a 
half-step slow but wrested control of the 
pace after just a furlong and never looked 


back. He put up fractions of :22.83 and 
:45.72 before stopping the timer at 1:09.11 
for 6 furlongs and winning by 7k/\ lengths 
over Laki with Sweetontheladies third. The 
win duplicated a triumph in the Maryland 
Sprint-G3 at Pimlico on Preakness Day. 

Laurel-based Feargal Lynch rode the 
winner, a son of Speightstown and the 
Indian Charlie mare Czechers, and simply 
tried to follow instructions. 

“Look, if he misses the break like he did 
at Saratoga I don’t want to see you rush¬ 
ing him up there,” Asmussen told Lynch 
on the phone beforehand. The caution 


stemmed from Switzerland’s most recent 
start, where he started slowly from the 
inside post, blazed to the front and faded 
to fifth behind Imperial Hint in the Alfred 
Vanderbilt-Gl at Saratoga in July. 

While not as extreme, the De Francis 
started similarly as Colonel Sharp broke 
running and made Lynch ponder his 
next move. Switzerland took care of all 
doubt-easing alongside Colonel Sharp 
from the rail without overdoing it and tak¬ 
ing control. 

“He took me up in there and I was able 
to control the race,” said Lynch. “I was 
always comfortable from there. It took him 
awhile to switch leads, but he did switch 
at the sixteenth pole and he accelerated 
again.” 

A $500,000 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
2-year-old sale graduate in 2016, Switzer¬ 
land started his career with trainer Chad 
Brown-and seven consecutive losses. 
The skid finally ended against just three 
foes on a sloppy track at Aqueduct in 
February, with the victory earning the dark 
bay colt some new scenery. Woodford 
sent Switzerland to Asmussen’s string at 
Oaklawn Park, and received immediate

results with allowance wins in March and 
April. Sent to Pimlico in May, Switzerland 
splashed home in the Maryland Sprint to 
become a graded stakes winner. 

The De Francis win pushed his earn¬ 
ings to $437,380 and gave Lynch his third 
stakes win on the day after taking the 
Laurel Futurity with Order and Law for 
trainer Louis Linder Jr. and the Laurel 
Dash with Class and Cash for Jane Cibelli. 

“These big days, these are the days 
that count,” said the jockey, who cred¬ 
ited agent Scott Silver with the mount on 
Switzerland. £ Tve been getting on quite a 
few for Steve. We had a winner on Monday 
at Delaware. Those guys have good horses 
and it’s all about getting on good horses.” 

FROM NEW YORK VIA MARYLAND 

New York-bred Fire Key’s triumph in 
the Sensible Lady Turf Dash may have 
looked like a win for the out-of-towners, 
but trainer Pat Kelly brought plenty of 
local chops to the winner’s circle. 

££ We won the race, now I just have to 
find somewhere to buy some crabs for 
the ride home,” he said with a smirk. Kelly 
grew up in the Brighton area of Baltimore, 
went to Catholic school in Pikesville and 
learned about horses from his Hall of 
Fame father Tommy ££ T.J.” Kelly. The elder 
Kelly earned the nickname “Turnpike 
Tommy” for his success in shipping horses 
to win races all over the East Coast, but-as 
his son put it-there was more to the story. 

“He would drive down the road and eat 
crabs and drive the car at the same time,” 
Pat Kelly said. “I don’t know how he did it.” 

Neither does anyone else. 

T.J. Kelly grew up in Pikes ville, Md., 
left home to work at the track as a 13-year- 
old, groomed for Man o’ War’s trainer 
Louis Feustel and built a training career 
that included more than 1,500 lifetime 
wins and the likes of champion sprinter 
Plugged Nickle, major turf stakes winner 
Droll Role, Colonel Moran, Globemaster, 
King’s Bishop, Misty Gallore, Noble 
Dancer, Sauce Boat and Topsider. Kelly 
was inducted into racing’s Hall of Fame in 
1993. He died in 2013, but left behind a big 
impact on racing as his sons Pat, Larry and 
Tim made careers in the industry as train¬ 
ers and/or racing officials. 

Pat’s New York-based stable, once 
buoyed by powerful owners Live Oak 
Plantation and Fox Ridge Farm, counts 
Grade 1 winners Riskaverse, Evening 
Attire, Sultry Song, Solar Splendor and 
Laser Light among its past stars. The barn 


isn’t quite what it used to be, but Fire Key 
is doing her part. The Backwards Stable 
homebred, by Maryland sire Friesan Fire, 
collected her sixth win (with seven sec¬ 
onds) and pushed her earnings to $426,035 
with the Laurel win. 

In the Sensible Lady, she rallied from 
ninth in a field of 10 to take over in mid¬ 
stretch before hanging on to win by a nose 
over late-arriving Compelled with Fear No 
Evil a head back in third after 6 furlongs 
on a rain-softened turf course in 1:14.96. 
The win erased some tough luck for the 
5-year-old mare. In three starts at Saratoga 
she caught soft turf she didn’t appreciate 
in the Caress Stakes, endured a rough trip 
in an off-the turf allowance and lost all 
chance when a horse fell in front of her in 
the Smart N Fancy Stakes. 

“Finally, the plan came together,” Kelly 
said of the Laurel win. “It was a rough 
Saratoga with the rain and then the horse 
fell in front of us when I thought she was 
going to run a hole in the wind to set us up 
for this. Johnny [Velazquez] was lucky to 
stay aboard. We just got her home, got her 
down here and the turf wasn’t too soft for 
her so it was OK.” 

Fire Key was dismissed at nearly 12-1 
despite five prior turf wins and a second 
in the race’s 2017 running. The New York- 
bred came into the race off eight con¬ 
secutive starts in open company, includ¬ 
ing a Saratoga allowance and a stakes at 
Aqueduct in November last year. She used 
Laurel as a springboard to New York suc¬ 
cess as she added the Floral Park Stakes at 
Belmont Park Oct. 13. 

JERSEY-BRED WINS ALL ALONG 

The All Along Stakes lured fillies and 
mares from the likes of ownership roy¬ 


alty Sam-Son Farm, Augustin Stable, Stuart 
Janney III and Wertheimer and Frere, but 
Harriet Sawyer took the winner’s circle 
bow after Valedictorian wired the others in 
the $150,000 turf test. 

Claimed for $25,000 in January 2017, 
the winner was bred in New Jersey by John 
Bowers Jr. and has done little but elevate 
her game for Sawyer’s Epic Racing. The 
daughter to Temple City won for the sixth 
time since that claim and added the All 
Along to her score in the state-bred Jersey 
Girl Handicap at Monmouth Park July 4. 

“She always brings her best game to 
the track,” said Sawyer, a New Yorker who 
spends half the year in Florida. “Whatever 
she has in her heart, she just puts it right 
out there. I just love her and I love the 
worth ethic she has.” 

Trained by Kelly Breen for a bit more 
than a year, she went right to the front 
for J.D. Acosta in the All Along and made 
it work. She set early fractions of :23.84, 
:48.08 and 1:12.92 before kicking away to 
open 5/2 lengths on the field in the stretch. 
Runner-up Mythical Mission cut it to E /2 
by the finish with My Impression third 
after 1:45.74 for lVu miles on the soft turf. 

“This year she just learned how to 
change her leads,” said Sawyer of the dark 
bay 4-year-old. “Kelly Breen is an amazing 
trainer and I just love him and he worked 
all last winter to help her change her leads 
and finally it clicked this summer. Now 
we’ve got it. Now we can do some bigger 
races because there’s only so far you can go 
with one leg.” 

Bowers bred the winner’s dam, Smart 
N Classy, and campaigned her through 
four seasons and seven wins, including the 
Eatontown Handicap-G3 at Monmouth 
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and the April Run Stakes at Laurel. All four 
of her foals to race are winners. 

■ The Monmouth-based Class and Cash 
won the Laurel Dash for Edward Short 
and trainer Jane Cibelli, charging from far 
back (and along the rail) to win by a half- 
length over Dubini and Fielder after 6 fur¬ 
longs on the yielding turf in 1:14.04. It was 
the 13th win in 30 tries for the 6-year-old 
gray gelding by Exchange Rate. 

The winner won two of 10 starts for his 
breeder Live Oak Stud/Plantation before 
being claimed for $16,000 in March 2016 
at Gulfstream Park. For Short and Cibelli, 
the Florida-bred has been first or second 16 
times in 20 starts. 

“He’s about as game a horse as you can 
be around,” said Matt Hartman, Cibelli’s 
assistant. “He will try every step of the 
way. He got shuffled back a little farther 
than we had hoped, but he’s going to dig in 
and give you everything he’s got every time. 
He was last turning for home-made me a 
little nervous, but knowing him he’s going 
to keep trying.” 

Class and Cash became a stakes winner 
in the Laurel Dash, and pushed his career 
earnings to $396,160. 

■ Order and Law broke his maiden in 
the Laurel Futurity for Lynch and Linder. 
The son of Violence finished fourth in 
Monmouth Park’s Tyro Stakes to start 
his career and was second, by a neck, 
in a Parx maiden special weight in late 
August. . . Favorite Hello Don Julio 
won the Laurel Turf Cup for owner/ 
trainer Michael Dilger—outlasting 115-1 
shot Cooptado (Arg) to win by three- 
quarters of a length. Ridden by Channing 
Hill, the winner stopped a four-race losing 
streak that included solid efforts against 
stakes horses Call Provision, Highland 
Sky, Spring Quality and Blacktype (Fr). . .

Hotshot Anna sprints to Grade 2 win 
as Pennsylvania track wraps up season

T he 2018 Presque Isle Downs season 
entered its final stretch in September, 
the month in which its richest and 
most important stakes race was contested. 

The Grade 2, $400,000 Presque Isle 
Downs Masters Stakes for fillies and mares 
has been used in the past as a stepping 
stone to the Breeders’ Cup Filly and Mare 
Sprint-Gl, with Masters winners Informed 
Decision (2009), Musical Romance (2011), 


and Groupie Doll (2012-13) emerging vic¬ 
torious on racing’s championship day Last 
year, Ami’s Mesa bested Bar of Gold in 
the Masters, and that exacta was reversed 
in the Breeders’ Cup, with 67-1 shot Bar 
of Gold defeating Ami’s Mesa on the big 
day at Del Mar. 

Run Sept. 17, this year’s Masters attract¬ 
ed another diverse and talented field of 
distaff sprinters, with the Hugh Robertson 


owned and trained Hotshot Anna proving 
best over 10 rivals, including Ami’s Mesa, 
who was back for another try. 

A 4-year-old daughter of Trappe Shot, 
Hotshot Anna was sent off as the second 
betting choice in the 61/2-furlong Masters, 
and must have given her supporters a rush 
of adrenalin as she waited behind a wall 
of horses with seemingly no way out in 
the stretch. After the scare, she found a 
seam and burst through with a flourish, 
going on to win by a widening 414 lengths 
under Antonio Gallardo. Longshots Let It 
Ride Mom and Crazy Sweet rallied late to 
finish second and third, respectively, while 
favorite Ami’s Mesa was eighth. 

Timed in 1:14.73, Hotshot Anna just 
missed breaking the track record of 1:14.68 
set by Ami’s Mesa last year. 

It was the second start and second 
win over Presque Isle’s Tapeta surface for 
Hotshot Anna, as she won the Satin and 
Lace Stakes Aug. 20. 

Trained at different junctures of her 
career by Hugh Robertson and his son

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McLean, Hotshot Anna kicked off a stakes 
trifecta this summer by taking the Chicago 
Handicap-G3 over the synthetic surface at 
Arlington Park June 23. 

“She had no place to go but where she 
went/’ said Robertson of the stretch drive 
at Presque Isle. “When she got a chance, 
she went through [the opening]. I didn’t 
think there was anybody that was going to 
beat her when she got through.” 

Robertson bought Hotshot Anna for 
$20,000 at the 2015 Keeneland September 
yearling sale, and the Masters win was her 
seventh from 18 starts while pushing her 
career earnings to $523,640. 

When asked what’s next for the filly, 
Robertson put a damper on Breeders’ Cup 
plans by stating that she will probably be 
turned out. 

■ Racer’s Edge and Maxis Stable’s Decor¬ 
ated Soldier flew past the leader in deep 
stretch and held on to win the $200,000 
Presque Isle Mile for 3-year-olds and up 
Sept. 16. 

It was the second consecutive stakes 
victory for Decorated Soldier, who is based 
at Woodbine Racecourse in Canada with 
trainer Norman McKnight. In his prior 
start he captured the Seagram Cup-G3 
there Aug. 12. 

Sent off as the favorite, Decorated 
Soldier was never far from the lead in the 
Mile, tracking 10-1 Don’t Be So Salty, who 
spurted away and held a 5-length lead at 
the three-quarter pole. Decorated Soldier 
charged to the lead at the top of the stretch 
and then held off a determined challenge 
from Ghost Hunter to win by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length. The final time was 1:35.81, 
less than a second off the track mark. 

Decorated Soldier is a 5-year-old son of 
Proud Citizen, and has a consistent record 
of seven wins from 18 starts, with earnings 
of $395,825. 

■ Amy Farah Fowler, sold for just $8,500 
at the 2017 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic year¬ 
ling sale, pushed her lifetime bankroll to 
$134,900 with her first stakes win in the 
$100,000 Mrs. Henry D. Paxson Memorial 
Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds Sept. 16. 

The 2-year-old daughter of Astrology, 
named after a character in The Big Bang 
Theory comedy television series, had been 
knocking on the stakes door since breaking 
her maiden at Presque Isle May 21, placing 
in both the Colleen Stakes at Monmouth 
Park in August and the Mark McDermott 
Stakes in Erie Sept. 2, a race against colts 
and geldings.

Back against her own sex in the Paxson, 
Amy Farah Fowler pressed the pace while 
wide, as Amandasromeo and Redeem by

She rolled to the lead at 
the top of the lane and went on to a length 
victory while jockey Huber Villa-Gomez 
kept her mind on business. She stopped 
the clock in 1:10.03 for the 6 furlongs. 

Trained and owned by Ron Potts, Amy 
Farah Fowler was bred by Blackstone Farm 
out of the Sir Cat mare Run Cat Run. 


I Trainer Graham Motion and Pin Oak 
Stable won the meet’s final stakes, the 
$100,000 HBPA, with Point System Oct. 
4 but not before some anxious moments 
that had nothing to do with the race. The 
4-year-old filly was on the also-eligible list 
in the full field, and needed two scratches 
just to get in the race. 

Motion put her on the van anyway, and 
hoped. When only My Sistersledge came 
out of the body of the race, Point System 
looked like she’d gone to Erie simply for

the van ride. The first also-eligible entrant, 
Country Chick, didn’t get to the track in 
time for Lasix treatment however and 
Point System got her chance. 

The daughter of Broken Vow made the 
most of it, rallying from far back and far 
outside to win by a neck at nearly 18-1. Lift 
Up was second with Burma Road a nose 
back in third as the first six finishers were 
separated by four necks and a nose. 

■ Jockey Pablo Morales locked up the 
Presque Isle title as riding champion, 
the second year in a row he’s worn the 
crown. After a bit of a slow start, Teresa 
Connelly poured it on and clinched her 
third training tide in four seasons. 

Morales booted home 142 winners 
from 569 starts, while four-time Presque 
Isle riding champion Antonio Gallardo 
finished second with 111 wins from 447 
mounts. Morales and Gallardo sported 
25-percent winning rates. Rounding out 
the top three was Addiel J. Ayala, who won 
61 races. 

Connelly won 61 races from 258 starts, 
and put up earnings of $1,035,540. Last 
year’s winner, Gerald Brooks, won 43 races 
to take second with Ron Potts (30) third. 

The winningest horse of the 2018 
Erie season was Rare Integrity, who won 
seven of nine starts and $92,400. Trained 
by Connelly, the 5-year-old daughter of 
Square Eddie put on a show, winning seven 
consecutive races from July 8 through 
Sept. 24, all but one in starter allow¬ 
ance company Connelly has trained Rare 
Integrity since June 2017. 

The top owner of the meet was 
Connelly’s Endeavor Bloodstock with 19 
wins, three more than runner-up Loooch 
Racing (16). Wayne Rice led the owners by 
earnings with $353,631.

Spicy Story 

Homebred brothers place in stakes 
for New Jersey’s New Spice Stable

W hen New Spice Stable’s Smithwick’s 
Spice broke his maiden by a 
resounding 5 lengths Sept. 15 at 
Delaware Park, trainer Doug Nunn didn’t 
know the gelding would come back 14 days 
later and turn in another bang-up perfor¬ 
mance, finishing second in the $100,000 
First State Dash on the track’s Owners’ 
Day celebration card. 

Smithwick’s Spice showed that he has 
plenty of talent and poise, as he broke 
from the far outside post 11 in the Dash 
to race close to the early pace in the 
5V2-furlong test for 2-year-olds. Down the 
stretch he challenged the frontrunning 
Come Sundown and appeared to have the 
momentum to get by, but fell a neck short. 

“He was so game, and I’m so proud 
of him,” said Nunn, who later toasted 


the 2-year-old son of Frost Giant with 
his owner/breeders Robert and Connie 
Matthies, who operate under the New 
Spice banner, his wife Maria, and other 
friends. Robert Matthies is the mayor of 
Seaside Park, N.J. 

The group gathered in the large white 
tent by the paddock and had even more 
reason to cherish the day, as four races 
later Guinness Spice, a half-brother to 
Smithwick’s Spice, finished third in the 
$100,000 New Castle Stakes for older 
horses. 

The Spice brothers are out of the 
Good and Tough mare Spicy McHaggis, 
also trained by Nunn, and are the mare’s 
first stakes-placed progeny. When Nunn 
talks about training Spicy McHaggis, one 
incident stands out. 


“She tried to kill me,” said Nunn, a for¬ 
mer jockey who still gets on all his horses. 
He and his twin brother, David, both had 
riding careers before making the switch 
to training. “She flipped over on concrete 
outside of [trainer] Joe Pierce’s barn at 
Monmouth Park and hit her head. Not 
only did she try and kill me, but I thought 
she was dead, too.” 

“It turned out she was OK, but she had 
a big gash on the top of her head,” said 
Connie Matthies. 

Spicy McHaggis was retired as a brood¬ 
mare after winning three races for Nunn, 
and has passed down some of that fire 
to her progeny, all trained by Nunn for 
New Spice. All are New Jersey-breds, hav¬ 
ing been foaled at Bright View Farm in 
Chesterfield, and all have been named after 
a brand of Irish alcohol. 

“Her first foal, Jameson Spice [2011, by 
Gators N Bears] won twice at Timonium,” 
said Nunn. “Her second foal, which was 
Guinness Spice [2013, by D’Funnybone] 
wasn’t gelded until he was 5, and I told the 
owners, "You have two options, find anoth¬ 
er trainer or get life insurance,’ because I 
thought he was going to kill somebody, 
too. Gelding has made a big difference, and 
this year he was 2-for-2 at Delaware prior 
to the New Castle Stakes.” 

Spicy McHaggis’s third foal is Smith¬ 
wick’s Spice, nicknamed “Smitty” and 
named for the red Irish ale. Debuting

at Monmouth Park Aug. 26 in a state- 
bred maiden special weight at 5 A furlongs, 
Smithwick’s Spice was ignored by bettors 
at 22-1, yet turned in an excellent effort, 
breaking a bit slowly and making a bid for 
the lead at the quarter pole, but was best¬ 
ed by winner Regally Irish, from trainer 
Graham Motion. 

“He wasn’t really a morning glory, but 
he worked really well out of the gate and 
seemed to wake up,” said Nunn. “I was 
kind of rushed with him because there 
weren’t a lot of choices where to run, but 
he showed me in that first race that he was 
going to be a nice horse.” 

Sent to Delaware for his second start, 
a maiden special weight at 5 furlongs, 
the gelding was dispatched as the second 
choice behind first-time starter Winning 
Drive, owned by Gary and Mary West and 
trained by Jason Servis. Smithwick’s Spice 
sat just off the early pace of Winning 
Drive, who extended his lead to nearly 2 
lengths turning for home. But “Smitty” 
ran him down to score a blowout victory 
in :58.40. 

Having two homebreds become stakes- 
placed in one afternoon was a dream for 
the Matthieses, as Spicy McHaggis is their 
only broodmare. They are hoping her 
weanling colt by Forty Tales, named Killian 
Spice after Killian’s Red Irish ale, can fol¬ 
low in their hoofprints. 

■ The Delaware Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association’s annual Owners’ Day 
was held Sept. 29, with owners and horse¬ 
men enjoying beautiful fall weather to the 
theme of “Horse Racing Fever,” inspired 
by the 1970s movie Saturday Night Fever. A 
11-race Thoroughbred program was pre¬ 
sented, featuring six stakes of which four 
were for Delaware-bred or certified horses. 
The 12th race finale was an Arabian stakes. 

Kicking off the stakes fest was another 
dazzling performance by Dr Blarney, a 
5-year-old gelding who has been a win 
machine his entire career. In the $75,000 
DTHA Governors Day Handicap at 1 
mile and 70 yards, the chestnut pounced 
from just off the lead to take command 
in deep stretch and win by three-quarters 
of a length with regular rider Tammi 
Piermarini. 

The victory kept Dr Blarney’s 2018 
record perfect at six starts, six wins, and 
improved his career mark to 17 wins from 
23 starts, and $517,080. 

Among Dr Blarney’s victories are nine 
stakes, including three consecutive wins in 
the Last Dance at Suffolk Downs. 


The son of Dublin was bred by his 
owner, Joseph DiRico, and has been 
trained since June 2016 by Karl Grusmark. 
In a career that began in 1971, Grusmark 
has collected 2,144 victories from more 
than 13,000 starts, mostly on the New 
England circuit but now at the New York 
tracks. 

The $75,000 George Rosenberger 
Memorial, originally scheduled for the turf, 
retained a field of eight fillies and mares, 
which made for an interesting betting race. 
Finishing on top at 7-1 was the Michael 
Matz-trained Arraign, who came from off 
the pace to win by a half-length over I’m 
Pretty Strong in 1:43.34 for the lYu miles. 
Arraign, a daughter of Blame, races for 
Dell Hancock and Adele Dilschneider. 

The $100,000 Small Wonder Stakes for 
2-year-old fillies was taken by Start the 
Show, a daughter of Oxbow who humbled 
11 rivals in scooting home 4A lengths in 
front. Owned by Blackstone Street Racing 
LLC, she is trained by Michael Catalano Jr. 

Maryland-based Shimmering Aspen, 
who seems to just float over the ground, 
had no trouble leading seven foes on a 
merry chase in the $100,000 Tax Free 
Shopping Distaff Stakes at 6 furlongs for 


owner Hillwood Stable and trainer Rodney 
Jenkins. It was the 4-year-old daughter of 
Malibu Moon’s seventh win from 12 starts, 
and came on the heels of a victory in the 
Timonium Distaff in August. 

Dale Capuano sent out Winplaceor- 
showono, a 4-year-old Maryland-bred 
son of Dance With Ravens, to win the 
$100,000 New Castle Stakes for a second 
consecutive year. Bred by Rickman Racing 
and owned by Cynthia Rickman, the colt 
has earned $204,560 in nine starts. 

■ As the Delaware Park meet entered its 
final month, with the meet ending Oct. 20, 
executive director of racing John Mooney 
said that business was good—up to a point. 

“Overall, the meet is going fairly well,” 
said Mooney. “We were strong going into 
July, and then the rains came. We lost a 
great deal of business because we were 
forced off the turf, and as you know that 
really hurts our numbers.” 

Mooney said weekday total handles 
have been very good, and Wednesdays 
have been particularly strong, especially 
since there are no major tracks that com¬ 
pete against the Delaware Park simulcast 
signal. 0

Local Heroine 

Late Night Pow Wow comes through 
for owner/trainer Contreras in G3 Oaks

T he first race on the 2017 Race for the 
Ribbon program, featuring the Grade 
3 Charles Town Oaks, at Hollywood 
Casino at Charles Town Races was a 
$23,000 maiden special weight for West 
Virginia-bred 2-year-old fillies. The winner, 
in her debut, looked good enough to sug¬ 
gest she could be a terror in the state-bred 
ranks. But a graded stakes winner? 

One year later on the same weekend 
at the same track, that’s exactly what hap¬ 
pened, though after six subsequent starts 


after her debut it wasn’t a stretch to think 
Late Night Pow Wow had a chance to win 
the Charles Town Oaks. 

You could argue the filly was in the 
right spot at the right time at the only track 
at which she has ever raced, but the man¬ 
ner in which she won doesn’t support that 
claim. 

Javier Contreras, who owns and trains 
Late Night Pow Wow, had enough faith 
in the filly’s ability to take a shot at a share 
of the $300,000 pot in the 7-furlong Oaks 


Sept. 22. He was rewarded with a $176,400 
payday. The filly won for the seventh time 
in eight starts, her only defeat a second in 
the Its Binn Too Long Stakes this year. 

“It was my first graded-stakes win,” said 
Contreras, who was third by earnings and 
in the top five by wins in the Charles Town 
trainer standings through September. “It 
was amazing. All the people where I was 
sitting to watch the race were very happy 
to see a local horse win. It was pretty excit¬ 
ing stuff. 

“Now I can see why when guys win 
the [Kentucky] Derby, they jump up and 
down and scream so much. It was like that 
for me.” 

With regular rider Fredy Peltroche 
aboard, Late Night Pow Wow broke alertly 
and settled in third behind front-running 
Sower, the even-money favorite, and Take 
Charge Paula through the first quarter-mile 
in a sharp :22.97. 

The winner saved ground behind the 
top two and loomed large nearing the half- 
mile mark but had to check behind Sower 
and lost a few lengths.

Late Night Pow Wow not only 
regrouped but appeared to have plenty of 
run as Peltroche angled her out nearing the 
top of the stretch in the two-turn race. She 
ranged up to challenge Maryland shipper 
Chauncey, who had taken the lead with a 
four-wide move on the turn, and deter¬ 
minedly got up to win by a neck. 

The final time of 1:24.37 is excellent by 
Charles Town standards and less than two 
seconds off of the record for the distance. 

“I told Fredy before the race this is 
much tougher competition, so teach her to 
lay back a little bit,” Contreras said. “In one 
of her races she stumbled at the start and 
got away last but still made a huge move to 
win. She’s just so gutsy. She doesn’t want to 
get beat and she gives up all she has.” 

Late Night Pow Wow, out of the Indian 
Charlie mare Holy Pow Wow, is by leading 
West Virginia stallion Fiber Sonde, who 
through September had 46 winners-23 
of them repeat winners —from 77 runners 
this year. She was bred by John McKee, 
who stands Fiber Sonde at his Beau Ridge 
Farm. 

Fiber Sonde, a half-brother to in- 
demand Kentucky stallion Speightstown, is 
also the sire of Hidden Canyon, who won 
more than $300,000 for Contreras. Late 
Night Pow Wow and Hidden Canyon were 
both purchased privately from McKee. 

“I’ve bought five or six horses from 
him,” Contreras said. “At Charles Town, 
it seems like in almost every race there are 
horses by Fiber Sonde. He has thrown a lot 
of good runners.” 

■ The Sept. 22 program included multiple 
West Virginia-bred stakes that served as 
West Virginia Breeders Classics preps with 
a “Win and You’re In” provision—auto¬ 
matic selection for a corresponding race. 

Owner/breeder Ray Pennington Ill’s 
Burnin Ring O Fire, trained by Ollie Figgins 
III, made his first start on dirt a winning 
one with a come-from-behind score in the 
$50,000 Henry Mercer Memorial Stakes 
for 2-year-olds at 414 furlongs under J.D. 
Acosta. Burnin Ring O Fire, who won 
his debut on the grass at Laurel Park in 
August, got a free pass for the Moscarelli 
Memorial Breeders Classic. 

In the companion event for 2-year-old 
fillies, the $50,000 Rachel’s Turn Stakes, 
Coleswood Farm’s Battleground Star, 
trained by Jeff Runco, also improved to 
2-for-2 with an impressive victory with 
Arnaldo Bocachica riding. She received 
automatic selection to the Triple Nutrition 
Breeders Classic. 


Grams Racing Stable’s 4-year-old Run- 
nin’toluvya, trained by Tim Grams, easily 
captured the $50,000 Frank Gall Memorial 
at 7 furlongs. Runnin’toluvya won the 
Moscarelli Memorial in 2016, missed all of 
2017, and recorded his sixth win in seven 
starts in 2018. He received automatic selec¬ 
tion to either the featured Breeders Classic 
or the 7-furlong Onion Juice. 

No Guts No Glory Farm’s Anna’s 
Bandit collected her second Charles Town 


stakes win of 2018 in the $50,000 Sadie 
Hawkins for fillies and mares at 7 fur¬ 
longs for trainer Jerry Robb. Anna’s Bandit 
earned automatic selection to either the 
Cavada Breeders Classic or Classic Distaff. 

Wagering was strong on this year’s Race 
for the Ribbon card as Charles Town 
reported total pari-mutuel handle of 
$2,208,585, the second-largest non-Charles 
Town Classic day handle in track history.^

The High Road 

New Jersey fixture Sacco gets taste 
of Grade 1 with 2Y0 colt Mind Control

T he colt was in his stall at Keeneland 
in anticipation of his start as the 
morning-line favorite in the Claiborne 
Breeders’ Futurity-Gl Oct. 6, the airplane 
tickets were purchased for trainer Greg 
Sacco and his family, and anticipation and 
excitement were sky high. 

Then the phone rang. Mind Control 
had an elevated temperature. 

“We were scheduled and ready to leave 
from home here in New Jersey at 10:30 
in the morning on the day of the race,” 
said Sacco, who captured the first Grade 
1 victory of his 30-year career when the 
Red Oak Stable’s homebred 2-year-old 
colt took the Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga 
in September. “It was very disappointing 
when that fever popped up and I had to 
scratch him, but that can happen with 
young horses. You have to roll with the 
punches. I would have liked to have raced 
him in Kentucky, but we’ll take it in stride.” 

Disappointing is an understatement. 
The Futurity carries Grade 1 status, and 
then some. It is a “Win and You’re In” 
qualifier for the Nov. 2 Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile-Gl with an automatic spot in 
the starting gate and an all-expenses and 
fees paid trip to Churchill Downs, plus 
the top finishers also picked up Kentucky 
Derby-Gl qualifying points on a 10-4-2-1 
basis. 

Though the Kentucky-bred Mind 
Control (by Stay Thirsty) missed the 
Futurity—won by Maryland-bred longshot 
Knicks Go —he did bounce right back 
to remain on track to compete in the 
Juvenile and would train up to the race. It 
would be Sacco’s first Breeders’ Cup run¬ 
ner since Piscitelli finished fourth in the 
2009 Juvenile at 50-1. 

“It’s very exciting. Piscitelli ran a very 
creditable race to be fourth, but this horse 
is very special,” Sacco said. “Obviously, 
winning the Hopeful was a great credit 


to him and a tribute to this horse’s ability. 
We’ll see how far he can go. Being a son 
of Stay Thirsty, I think he can handle two 
turns and won’t have distance limitations. 
He’s showed us that in his training and the 
way he gallops out after his races.” 

Mind Control, the first of Stay Thirsty’s 
progeny to win a Grade 1, possesses a great 
mind in the opinion of Sacco, a third-gen¬ 
eration horseman whose family has been a 
Monmouth mainstay since 1946. 

“I’ve said all along that he’s very smart 
for a baby. You show him something once 
and he gets it. He doesn’t have any wasted 
energy,” said Sacco. “He loves doing what 
he’s doing and when you put the bridle 
on him in the morning, he knows it’s time 
to go out there and work. Besides having 
a tremendous amount of ability, he’s an 
extremely smart horse. I think that goes 
far in terms of shipping, big races, loaded 
fields and when there’s a lot going on.” 

Sacco is the grandson of a Thorough¬ 
bred breeder, the nephew of two trainers 
and a jockey who became an assistant 
trainer, and the brother of Red Oak Stable 
manager Rick Sacco. The Saccos’ father 
Bill (who died in 2009) was an accom¬ 
plished trainer, polo player and steward 
during a long career in racing, mainly in 
New Jersey and Florida. The elder Sacco 
won the 1962 training title at Monmouth 
Park, and conditioned stakes winners in 
five decades. 

He’d be impressed by Mind Control, 
a bay colt bred and co-owned by the 
Brunetti family’s Red Oak Stable. Second 
to future graded stakes winner Call Paul 
in his debut at Delaware Park July 5, Mind 
Control blitzed four others in a maiden win 
at Monmouth Aug. 12 before aiming for 
the Hopeful Sept. 3. With Madaket Stables 
on board as a partner with Red Oak, Mind 
Control battled for the lead in the 7-fur- 
long Hopeful and turned aside the late run 


by favorite Mucho by three-quarters of a 
length. 

Winning that Grade 1 race at Saratoga 
with Mind Control, whom Sacco consid¬ 
ered for the Sapling at Monmouth before 
the colt signaled he deserved to shoot for 
a higher star, was the crowning achieve¬ 
ment of the summer. But there were 
plenty of other highlights for the trainer, 
who competes at tracks all over the Mid- 
Atlantic region and finished seventh in 
the Monmouth standings with a record of 
14-15-14 from 80 starts. 

“We had a solid season at Monmouth,” 
he said “The focus was on young horses. 
We had a nice contingent from the Bru- 
nettis and our other clientele. We broke 
a very nice maiden early in the year (at 
Monmouth July 15) withjoevia (Shanghai 
Bobby—Peace Process, by War Front), 
who is a horse I was going to point to 
the Sapling but he hyper-extended a knee. 
Now he’s back in training. He’s a very, very 
talented colt and I think he has a bright 
future.” 

Sacco, the father of William, 17, and 
Sydney, 15, has never before headed south 
for the winter months after the Monmouth 
meet like so many of the other New Jersey 
horsemen because his wife, Kate, and chil¬ 
dren came first. Now that the kids are older 
he can travel more. 

“This winter, especially because of 
Mind Control, we’re probably going to 
have some stalls in Florida. I’m not sure 
yet if it’s going to be at Tampa Bay Downs 
or Palm Meadows, but there will probably 
be about 10 horses stabled in Florida. I’ll 
be overseeing everything and will split my 
time flying back and forth between Parx 
and Florida,” he said. 

“Mind Control missing the Futurity was 
horrible timing. But everything is good. We 
have a lot of young horses in the barn that 
still haven’t raced, about half a dozen, and 
another half a dozen on the farm that we 
look forward to joining the stable shortly. 
So we should have some racing up North 
and some in Florida, and with the stable 
star Mind Control, there is definitely a lot 
to look forward to. It’s all really encourag¬ 
ing,” he continued. 

He can also anticipate a fourth-gener¬ 
ation Sacco joining the family business. 
From an early age Will has been a regular at 
the same Monmouth barn where his father 
and grandfather have headquartered for 
the last eight decades. 

“Will loves the business and he is very 
attuned to it. He loves the breeding aspect 
and is very into conformation. He’s been 
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to several sales with us and he’s got a very 
good eye. We watch a lot of baby races, 
whether at Monmouth or other tracks, and 
he’s got it,” said the proud dad. “He’s apply¬ 
ing for colleges now and while I don’t want 
to push him in any one direction, I think he 
has the bug that my brother and I still have 
so I expect he’ll be in the racing business in 
some aspect, whether it be training, blood¬ 
stocking or management. He’ll be involved 
in the industry in some aspect.” 

■ Trainer Jorge Navarro is oft-quoted as 
saying that he loves Monmouth Park, and 
no wonder. At meet’s end he had earned 
honors as the leading trainer and owner 
while topping the trainer standings for a 
record sixth consecutive time while setting 
a record for most wins at the meet (85) 
for the third straight year. He is the first to 
double as leading conditioner and owner 
(22 victories) since J. Willard Thompson 
and Quiet Winter Farm in 2001. 

The 2018 meet was also historic for 
veteran Jose Ferrer, who has been riding 
in New Jersey since 1982 as he captured 
his first Monmouth Park riding title with 
95 wins. Earlier this year, the 54-year-old 
Ferrer, who has won more than 4,350 
races, was honored with the prestigious 
George Woolf Memorial Award. 

■ Monmouth’s 52-day meet, plagued by 
rain, ended Sept. 9 with small declines in 
attendance and handle before the action 
shifted to the all-turf racing for six cards at 
The Meadowlands. 

Even though more than one-third (80 
of 231) of the scheduled turf races were 
moved to the dirt, average daily attendance 
was 8,986, down slightly from 2017. The 
average daily simulcast daily handle aver¬ 
aged $2,985,009, off 1.6 percent compared 
to 2017. The average daily total handle in 
2018 was $3,383,872, down 2.1 percent. 

With sports betting now legal in New 
Jersey and that side of the business boom¬ 
ing at the track, there is every reason to be 
optimistic about 2019. 

“We got off to a great start, which was 
unfortunately dampened by the rainy con¬ 
ditions we had to deal with throughout the 
summer and right up until our final two 
days of racing,” said Dennis Drazin, chair¬ 
man and CEO of Darby Development, 
operator of Monmouth Park. “We’re 
proud of the quality of the racing we were 
able to offer once again and we’re encour¬ 
aged moving forward with the advent of 
sports betting as part of the fabric of 
what Monmouth Park has to offer to our 
patrons.” #

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Waiting Game 

Zanjabeel handles break, opponents 
in Grade 1 Lonesome Glory triumph

B ack in May, owner George Mahoney 
thought about the possibilities. His 
horse Zanjabeel (GB) had just won 
the Iroquois Steeplechase-Gl to leap to 
the top of list when it came to 2018 hurdle 
horses. And plenty lay ahead. 

“Cottonwool... cotton wool,” Mahoney 
blurted when asked what the next step 
might be. The old racetrack expression 


refers to the fragility of Thoroughbreds, 
the best-laid plans of human beings and 
the cushioning properties of raw cot¬ 
ton. It would take many yards to wrap a 
horse with so much padding, but Mahoney 
and trainer Ricky Hendriks might have 
tried. Zanjabeel opened 2018 with sec¬ 
onds in the Colonial Cup-Gl and Temple 
Gwathmey-G2, then blitzed six foes in 


the Iroquois to germinate serious cham¬ 
pionship aspirations. Despite two Grade 
1 opportunities in Saratoga, the 5-year-old 
avoided summer racing and was instead 
freshened for autumn opportunities. He 
got some turnout time and a mental and 
physical break—though there was —appar¬ 
ently—no cotton blanket applied. 

“I love Saratoga, but it’s the best thing 
for the horse,” Mahoney said in that May 
conversation. “There’s no sense in forcing 
anything. The best thing to do with him is 
wait for the fall.” 

So he waited, and was rewarded. In 
his first start since May, Zanjabeel won 
the Lonesome Glory-Gl at Belmont Park 
Sept. 20. Behind him came four horses 
who started at Saratoga plus three others 
looking to get into the title picture. As it 
turned out, they had no chance. 

Carrying 156 pounds including visit¬ 
ing Irish jockey Jack Kennedy, Zanjabeel 
let stablemate Clarcam (Fr) set the pace

while finding a spot in fourth behind 
another stablemate Optimus Prime (Fr) 
and Personal Start. Clarcam still led on the 
final run up the backstretch, when the pace 
quickened. Saratoga winner Show Court 
(Ire) fell behind horses at the eighth fence, 
while Clarcam (Jack Doyle) maintained his 
advantage over the ninth and 10th, and 
briefly kicked away on the turn with a half- 
mile to go. 

Zanjabeel took the second spot away 
from Optimus Prime with a better jump 
at the 10th and was in between horses as 
Three Kingdoms (Ire) made up ground 
midway on the turn. Zanjabeel went after 
Clarcam at the top of the stretch as Three 
Kingdoms tried to keep pace. New York 
Turf Writers Cup-Gl winner Optimus 
Prime was briefly boxed in and lost some 
momentum, as the winner set sail and 
responded as Kennedy switched his whip 
to his left hand. The jockey went back to 
his right just past the furlong pole and had 
plenty left for 33-1 Hinterland (Fr), who 
edged Optimus Prime by a neck for the 
place spot late. 

The winner paid $5.40 as the slight 
favorite (over Optimus Prime) in a field 
of eight and keyed a $72.50 exacta (for $1) 
with the race’s longest shot at 33-1. Final 
time for 2Vi miles was 4:50.24 over a yield¬ 
ing course. 

Kennedy, 19, rode Zanjabeel when 
the horse was part of trainer Gordon 
Elliott’s yard in Ireland-and was aboard 
for an American win at Far Hills, N.J., in 
2017—but called the son of Aussie Rules a 
different horse this time around. 

“He’s definitely a better horse than I 
rode last year,” said the jockey, who rides 
full-time in Ireland and improved to 2-for- 
2 in America with the win. “It was always 
in him to be this good, but he can be a 
litfie bit quirky. I think coming over here 
and having the sun on his back is bringing 
out the best in him. He jumped well and 
traveled brilliant, and picked up after going 
a steady pace. He’s done it well. He hadn’t 
run since May and Ricky had him fairly 
straight.” 

Kennedy got the mount because regu¬ 
lar jockey Ross Geraghty wound up on 
Optimus Prime, one of three Mahoney- 
owned runners in the race-the winner and 
Clarcam in partnership with Ben Griswold 
IV’s Meadow Run Farm, and Optimus 
Prime. Watching all three hit the top of the 


stretch together applied blood-pressure 
points. 

“Talk about anxiety attacks,” he said of 
watching it unfold. “Stressful, the anxiety 
is off the charts. You’re not rooting for or 
against any of them so it can be a little bit 
hard to watch, just like you’re not rooting 
against your children if they’re on the same 
team. It’s a good problem to have three 
Grade 1 horses and I don’t want to sound 
boastful about that. They have to run 
against each other. There’s no other choice, 
but we’re blessed today. We’ll enjoy it and 
tomorrow we’ll put our heads down again 
and go to work.” 

Mahoney, who races as Rosbrian Farm, 
is a Marylander whose steeplechase pur¬ 
suits once centered mainly on timber 
racing and the Maryland Hunt Cup. A 
Rosbrian horse has never won, but a few 
have come close. He began expanding his 
stable five (-ish) years ago and has gradu¬ 
ally stepped up the quality—and the suc¬ 
cess rate under the guidance of Hendriks. 
Rosbrian finished fifth overall in 2017 
and was running away with the 2018 title 
though some late-season races remained in 
October and November. 

The owner called the stable expansion, 
and move away from primarily timber rac¬ 
ing, only part by design. 

“Timber racing has evolved into a very 
popular part of the sport, and the horses 
are not your mom or dad’s hunter anymore,” 
said Mahoney, a regular in the foxhunting 
field who rode a few point-to-points in 


the 1970s. “They’re fast horses and they 
generally end up being horses who had 
careers as hurdle horses. I thought the 
opportunities that hurdle racing presented 
were much more open than timber racing. 
Timber requires longer training hours, it’s 
just tougher. It came down to opportuni¬ 
ties and which was the best way to enjoy 
some success in the sport I love.” 

Zanjabeel fits the new business model. 
Elliott brought Zanjabeel to the United 
States for Far Hills last October, and 
the then 4-year-old won the $125,000 
Foxbrook novice hurdle stakes in a romp 
over 10 rivals. Mahoney purchased the 
bay gelding out of that race, sold half to 
Griswold and got paid back with a similar 
win in November. This year has been even 
better. 

As for the pursuit of the Hunt Cup, it’ll 
have to wait. 

“I sure tried and I would love that but 
that can be a freak race,” he said. “Those 
horses aren’t on every corner. You have 
to have a lot of added ingredients for that 
kind of animal. It’s about having the right 
animal. You can’t force it. It just kind of 
happens.” 

Mahoney-owned horses won three of 
the first five Grade 1 steeplechases of 
2018, with Zanjabeel on the inside track 
toward a potential Eclipse Award as cham¬ 
pion steeplechaser. The Lonesome Glory 
was designed as a final tightener for the 
Grand National-G1 four weeks later. 
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“That Zanjabeel ran some race,” said 
Hendriks, who leaned toward Optimus 
Prime when trying to pick a favorite before 
the race. “It’s a long way from the Iroquois 
[in May] to here. It’s hard to do. He had a 
little vacation. He had a little turnout and 
we let him have some grass for about a 
month. Then we started back with him. 
He’s some animal. He did everything right, 
but coming into today we thought this was 
a prep. This was a prep for Far Hills. I fig¬ 
ured he would need it and I knew the other 
horse had had a race.” 

BOSS MAN RULES 
IN ENTENMANN 

Boss Man keeps climbing the corporate 
ladder, and made it one more rung with 
a win in the $75,000 Willi am Entenmann 
Memorial novice stakes to start the Sept. 
20 card at Belmont Park. 

After 33 starts on the flat, the 8-year-old 
gelding turned to hurdles after being pur¬ 
chased by Carrington Holdings and trainer 
Arch Kingsley. Pulled up in his debut in 
April, Boss Man has done nothing but 
deliver returns since with a maiden win on 
his owners’ home course the Queen’s Cup 
in late April, an allowance win at Saratoga 
Aug. 1, a third in novice stakes company 
Aug. 22 and then the Entenmann. The five- 
start campaign includes three wins, a third 
and $109,500 in earnings (he started for a 
$16,000 tag at Gulfstream Park in January). 

Based in South Carolina and at Mon¬ 
mouth Park racetrack in New Jersey, Kings¬ 
ley was confident from the beginning. 

Kingsley and his budding star spent the 
summer at Monmouth, and prepped there 
after the loss at Saratoga-where Boss Man 
tracked the pace but never settled into a 
rhythm—and changed things up a little. 

“In between races I try to do very little 
with him because he trains very aggres¬ 
sively,” said Kingsley. “This week, he pretty 
much two-minute licked every day. I was 
like, "You want to train, I’ll let you train 
into this race. I trained into the last one, 
you got this one.’ It was a matter of letting 
him do his thing and that’s a key to older 
horses like him.” 

Whatever, the plan-and a reunion with 
jockey Mikey Mitchell—worked. 

Boss Man went to his usual spot on the 
lead, found a comfortable gallop with his 
ears pricked and kept going. The 3-1 co¬ 
favorite with No Wunder (GB) got chal¬ 
lenged late by Ice It but dug in to win by a 
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half-length in 4:12.34 for 2% miles. Detroit 
Blues (GB), making his first start in more 
than two years, rallied for third. 

Bred in Florida by the Steinbrenner 
family’s Kinsman Farm, Boss Man began 
his career for trainer Bill Mott—winning at 
Saratoga in 2014 before getting claimed for 
$25,000 by Jason Servis in March 2015. 
After winning four times for the new barn, 
Boss Man finished 10th for a $16,000 tag in 
January and Kingsley (who’d had the horse 
on his radar for four years) made a phone 
call. Servis and owner Michael Gabriel 
agreed and the horse had a new calling. 


HOUSE CALL FOR DOC CEBU 


If all the success is getting to timber 
horse Doc Cebu, he’s not showing it. The 
defending division champion got back 
to work in the $25,000 open timber at 
Shawan Downs Sept. 29-and dismantled 
eight others while winning for the sixth 
time in eight starts over the wooden fences. 

Doc Cebu and jockey Hadden Frost 
stalked Top Man Michael (Ire) early and 
drew off in the stretch to score by 3 Vi 
lengths over Top Man Michael who had 
11 lengths on Kings Apollo (GB) in third 
after 7:06.40 for 3Va miles on good turf. 
Trained by Jack Fisher for the partnership 
of Charlie Fenwick, Mike Hankin and 
Charlie Noell, Doc Cebu won the 2017 
timber title with four wins from five starts 
in his rookie season. The son of Hard Spun 
opened 2018 with a loss at Middleburg in 
April, but has erased that with a stakes win 
at Willowdale in May and then the Shawan 
victory off a four-month layoff. 

Once part of Kieron Magee’s flat stable 
in Maryland, Doc Cebu trailed Maryland 
Hunt Cup winner Senior Senator ($90,000- 
$39,000) in the race for the 2018 timber 
championship. Senior Senator was not 
being pointed to a fall start, so Doc Cebu 
had an opportunity to tighten that gap in 
advance of timber stakes in October and 
N ovemb er. __ 


FUELED BY 


■ In other action at Shawan, the fall 
season’s first full race meet, owner/breed¬ 
er Lee Pokoik (who won a Grade 1 at 
Saratoga with 2-year-old filly Sippican 
Harbor) picked up a steeplechase win 
when Roller Rolls On took the $20,000 
maiden hurdle for 3-year-olds in a field of 
10 first-timers. Trained by Doug Fout and 
ridden by Barry Foley, the winner outran 


Snowie Hill through the stretch to score by 
a half-length with Hepcat third. 

Roller Rolls On, a son of Lemon Drop 
Kid and the Include mare Classofsixtythree, 
made three flat starts in New York for 
trainer Gary Contessa to start the year, 
moved to Fout’s care and learned to jump. 
The bay gelding finished fifth going IV 2 
miles on the turf at Saratoga in late August. 

Elucidation (Ire), whose English racing 
career put him in the barn of trainer Sir 
Michael Stoute for owner the Niarchos 
family, won his hurdle debut for Irv Naylor, 
Cyril Murphy and jockey Darren Nagle in a 
$30,000 maiden. The winner, who ran on 
the turf at Laurel in late June, scored by 
6 V 2 lengths over Quality Song with Bobby 
the Boss third. 

Maryland-bred Flash Jackson graduated 
in the second $30,000 maiden hurdle for 
owner/breeder Ann Jackson and trainer 
Todd Wyatt. The winner, a son of Get 
Stormy and the Petionville mare Riveting, 
raced up close throughout and wore down 
Khafayya (Ire) late to win by IV 2 lengths for 
jockey Eric Poretz. Special Relation (Ire) 
finished third. 

Duodecim Stable’s All for Us started 
a training double for Fisher in a $30,000 
allowance hurdle, the horse’s first start in 
nearly two years. After racing with trainer 
Tom Proctor on the flat, the son of Tiz 
Wonderful won his hurdle debut in May 
2016 before placing in his next five to close 
the year. He missed 2017, but ousted seven 
others at Shawan with big closing kick. 

Rosbrian Farm’s Indigo Heart domi¬ 
nated a handicap hurdle for apprentice 
jockeys, winning by 9 lengths with Archie 
Macauley aboard. Hendriks trained the 
winner, who prepped with a second on the 
turf at Delaware Park three weeks earlier. 

Noble Stable’s Kingofalldiamonds 
closed the day with a maiden timber win 
for trainer Neil Morris and jockey Kieran 
Norris, scoring by 7!4 lengths over Political 
Theatre (Ire). 

NOTES: Fisher doubled again at Foxfield 
Oct. 7 to narrow Hendriks’ lead in the 
trainers’ standings to one at 15-14 through 
Oct. 12 . . .Jack Doyle led the jockeys’ race 
with 13 wins, two more than Geraghty and 
Nagle . . . Rosbrian led the owners with 
$517,650 . . . The season wraps up this 
month with four stops —Callaway Gardens 
and Montpelier Nov. 3, the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup Nov. 4 and Charleston Nov. 11.

Jersey-bred star Irish War Cry retires to Northview in MD 


C lassic-placed Irish War Cry, the Mid- 
Atlantic region’s richest 3-year-old 
of 2017, has been retired to stud at 
Northview Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, Md., for the 2019 season. 

Initially scheduled to stand in Kentucky 
alongside his sire, two-time Horse of the 
Year Curlin at Hill £ n’ Dale Farm, the New 
Jersey-bred was shifted to Northview 
“With the addition of champion Good 
Magic [also by Curlin] and the strong track 
record of making stallions at Northview, 
we decided this was the ideal situation for 
Irish War Cry,” said Hill ’n’ Dale owner 
John Sikura. ££ His credentials as a top-class 
racehorse and great physical specimen 
make him a standout in the vibrant 
Maryland market.” 

The 2017 New Jersey-bred Horse of 
the Year, Irish War Cry retires a four-time 
stakes winner of $1,257,060. Raced for 
three seasons by his breeder, Isabelle de 
Tomaso, and trained by Graham Motion, 
who described the chestnut colt as ££ a gor¬ 
geous and talented horse,” Irish War Cry 
launched his career with three consecutive 
victories, including the 7-furlong Mary¬ 
lander Stakes at Laurel Park to complete 
his juvenile season, and the Grade 2 Holy 
Bull at Gulfstream Park going lYu miles to 
kick off his 3-year-old campaign. 

He sat atop the NTRA’s leading 3-year- 
olds poll early in the year, and went into the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl as one of the favor¬ 
ites off a 3!/2-length victory in Aqueduct’s 
Grade 2 Wood Memorial at 1% miles. Off 
the board in the Derby, he followed with a 



second as favorite in the Grade 1 Belmont 
Stakes, leading the majority of the 1 A-mile 
classic and battling to the wire with Tapwrit. 
Irish War Cry returned at 4 to capture the 
Grade 3 Pimlico Special, leading at every 
call of the l 3 /i6 miles and drawing off by 
414 lengths over a sloppy track. 

The colt is one of six winners from as 
many starters for the Polish Numbers mare 


Irish Sovereign. He is a half-brother to 
graded stakes winner Irish Strait and stakes- 
placed Irish Politics. 

Irish War Cry’s stud fee is $6,500 live 
foal, payable when the foal stands and 
nurses. Shares and lifetime breeding rights 
are available. 


Northview’s Bandbox gets first wins 


G raded stakes winner Bandbox, a son 
of Tapit who stands at Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake City, 
Md., got his first two winners in a span of 
six days with scores by He’s Not Curly and 
Follow the Dog at Laurel Park. 

He’s Not Curly turned an eventful trip 
into a victory Sept. 8. Breaking slowly from 
his inside post, the gray gelding stalked the 
pace over a sloppy track, shifted to the 
outside as he rounded the turn, and took 
the lead before being joined by longshot 
Confessor. The two battled the final 
eighth-mile, with He’s Not Curly losing the 


lead, then winning by a half length in the 
1-mile off the turf maiden test. 

Owned by Step Up Thoroughbreds and 
trained by Chuck Lawrence, He’s Not 
Curly was bred in Maryland by Carl Lanier. 
Out of the winning Curlin mare She’s 
Curly, he was born Feb. 10 —the first 
reported of Bandbox’s 32 foals in his first 
crop. 

Follow the Dog was awarded the victo¬ 
ry after being bothered by Passcode early 
in a 5!/2-furlong maiden special weight 
Sept. 14. The gray colt, campaigned by 
Waldorf Racing Stables and trained by 


Marya Montoya, was bred by Sycamore 
Hall Thoroughbreds out of the Cozzene 
mare Two’s Cozy. 

Bandbox was a stakes performer each 
of the four years he raced, won or placed 
in seven stakes from 15 career starts, and 
earned $390,345. Campaigned by Ellen 
Charles’ Hillwood Stable and trained by 
Rodney Jenkins, Bandbox scored his big¬ 
gest victory at age 6 in the 2014 General 
George Handicap-G3 at 7 furlongs. 

Bandbox, 10, is out of the Grand Slam 
mare Empty the Bases and stands for 
$2,500 live foal.

WV-bred Ruby Notion adds 
Grade 3 win for Silverton Hill 



B onnie Hamilton held her breath for as long as she could 
while the field for the Kentucky Downs Ladies Sprint 
Stakes-G3 made the long run to the wire. 

Hamilton, who races in the name Silverton Hill with her hus¬ 
band Tommy, wanted to encourage her homebred Ruby Notion 
to poke a head, neck, nose, anything, in front but thought that 
might be fruidess. 

“She had never run that far before,” Hamilton said. “Six-and- 
a-half furlongs at Kentucky Downs is about like a mile anywhere 
else, so we were holding our breath. About 20 strides before the 
wire, it looked like she was going to get nosed out. And she’s not 
that big of a horse, so you can’t say to her, ‘Stick your nose out.’ ” 
The little Great Notion mare did stick it out and won a three- 
way photo in the $250,000 stakes Sept. 8, winning her second 
straight and first graded stakes for the Hamiltons and trainer 
Darrin Miller. The West Virginia-bred added the Kentucky Downs 
race to her prior score in Saratoga’s Caress Stakes. 

“It was wild. She just deserves it,” Hamilton said. “She tries so 
hard and she’s so fierce and she’s so talented. There might be more 
talented horses but nobody wants it more than she does.” 

Ruby Notion is a Silverton Hill product through and through. 
The Hamiltons bought and raced Great Notion, a stakes winner 
who finished a close second in the King’s Bishop Stakes-Gl as a 
3-year-old, and bought, imported and raced her dam Modena Bay 

(NZ). 

The Hamiltons support Great Notion, who stands at 
Northview Stallion Station in Chesapeake City, Md., and opted to 
have Modena Bay foal in West Virginia at Jeff and Susan Runco’s 
Coleswood Farm. 
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“At that time when she was foaled, being a Maryland-bred was 
not really what you wanted to have,” Hamilton said. “At that time, 
West Virginia-breds were a desirable thing to have. Except that she 
ended up being a grass horse. 

“Jeff Runco has trained several horses for us and he said, ‘Why 
don’t you let us foal her out?’ She couldn’t be a Kentucky-bred and 
he said, ‘If we foal her out, at least she’s a West Virginia-bred.’Jeff 
is great, so is his wife.” 

Of course, Ruby Notion has not taken advantage of that deci¬ 
sion as she’s raced in Kentucky, Maryland, New York, New Jersey, 
Florida, Massachusetts and even England in a career that began in 
a $40,000 maiden claimer in 2015. 

Modena Bay continues as a member of the Silverton Hill 
broodmare band. She’s bred every other year and the now 20-year- 
old mare is represented by a yearling full-sister to Ruby Notion 
that the Hamiltons plan to race. Modena Bay was not bred in 2018 
but they are considering breeding her in 2019. 

Ruby Notion started her career with Wesley Ward and won 
three of four-the lone loss a fifth in the Windsor Castle Stakes 
at Royal Ascot—before a 13th in the 2015 Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies Turf-Gl at Keeneland. She won once in five starts in 2016 
and 2017 before the Hamiltons sent the feisty mare to Miller for 
her 5-year-old campaign. 

“Her mother was just like that, and Ruby is not the warm, fuzzy 
type, they’re just racehorses,” Hamilton said. “I walked into her 
stall at Saratoga before she ran and she was looking at the track 
and I walked in behind her. She turned around and looked at me, 
and then I started to walk up to her and she ran me out of the stall. 
I was like, ‘We’re good, it’s all good.’”

News from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 



Return of MATCH Series a 
positive for Mid-Atlantic Region

I t wasn’t by design, but the MATCH 
Series, which returned after being on 
the shelf for 16 years, produced a sweep 
of all five divisions by horses based in 
Maryland. 

It also resulted in pari-mutuel handle 
increases in about 60 percent of the 25 
series stakes based on same-race com¬ 
parisons with 2017, and average field size 
was slightly ahead of the national average 
through the end of September. Overall, 
more than $400,000 in bonus money pro¬ 
vided by horsemen’s groups and breeders’ 
organizations will go to owners, trainers 
and breeders in the Mid-Atlantic region. 

The MTHA was a strong supporter of 
MATCH as was the Maryland Jockey Club, 
which hosted eight races, four at Pimlico 
Race Course to kick off the series in the 
spring and four at Laurel Park in August 
and September. 

Two division winners are based at 
Pimlico: Adam Staple and Jalin Stable’s 
Page McKenney and Mary Eppler Racing 
Stable’s Oak Bluffs, both 8-year-old geld¬ 
ings. As the trainer of both, Eppler is 
the only conditioner this year to win two 
MATCH Series divisions. 

Page McKenney competed in the first 
three legs of his division but was retired 
with a tendon injury before the fourth leg. 
Having perhaps the most popular and rec¬ 
ognizable horse in the region compete in 
the return of the MATCH Series certainly 
attracted added attention. 

Sycamore Racing V’s Jessica Krupnick, 
who won a division as well as the overall 
championship based on points, was based 
at Fair Hill Training Center with Tres 
Abbott, as is Audley Farm Stable’s Smiling 
Causeway, trained by Arnaud Delacour. The 
final division winner, Hillside Equestrian 
Meadows’ Laki, is stabled at Laurel in the 
Damon Dilodovico barn. 

Participants offered positive feedback 
and also suggestions based on their experi¬ 


ence in the series. And they were perhaps 
the biggest promotion for the series going 
forward based on their bonus checks. The 
winners drove home the importance of 
participation-a major objective of the 
MATCH Series —and opened the eyes of 
more than a few horsemen who didn’t 
jump in this year. 

There was one disappointment: Not 
every division resulted in bonus money for 
the top three finishers because not enough 
horses met a three-start threshold per divi¬ 
sion. There were multiple reasons for that, 
some of which can’t be avoided even with 
a solid four-month roadmap of stakes for 
specific divisions. 

The only two horses to win two races in a 
division—Imprimis and Switzerland—didn’t 
qualify for bonus money with only two 
starts each, but their connections had their 
sights set on campaigns leading to the 
Breeders’ Cup. Other horses that com¬ 
peted in one or two MATCH Series races 
ended up winning stakes at Saratoga Race 
Course. Other horses were put on the 
shelf at some point during the series. 

For the MATCH Series, its return in 
2018 was a lot about re-education and 
creating a foundation to build upon. It 
certainly accomplished those goals, and a 
meeting was scheduled for late October 
among horsemen’s groups and racetracks 
to review the series and decide how to 
proceed in the future. 

MATCH Series creator Alan Foreman, 
Chairman of the Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association, said the assessment will 
examine all aspects of the series. Overall, 
he said the series delivered on many levels 
and that he hopes there is willingness to 
help it grow. 

♦ 

It was noted earlier that the Maryland 
Jockey Club had applied for two more 
off-track betting licenses, one at MGM 
National Harbor Casino near Washington, 


D.C., and another inside a Clarion hotel 
and conference center in Frederick. Both 
licenses were approved by the Maryland 
Racing Commission after public hearings 
in September. 

The MJC projected the two facilities 
combined could generate an additional $1.2 
million to $1.5 million for Thoroughbred 
purses. The National Harbor outlet opened 
Sept. 12, while the Frederick OTB parlor, 
which will have capacity for hundreds of 
people, is scheduled to open sometime 
before the end of this year. 

Meanwhile, Hollywood Casino at 
Charles Town Races, a short drive from 
Frederick, in September opened a sports 
betting parlor that currently has a large 
geographic market to itself. Delaware 
racetracks began offering full-scale sports 
betting in June, and a few Pennsylvania 
racetrack casinos have been approved for 
licenses. 

Interestingly, members of the Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., City Council have prepared 
a bill that would authorize sports betting, 
which would fall under the Office of Chief 
Financial Officer, as does the district’s lot¬ 
tery operation. 

Should the bill pass—increasing revenue 
is the stated objective by council members — 
Maryland would be almost surrounded by 
jurisdictions with sports betting. Virginia 
isn’t on board yet, but reports indicate the 
state General Assembly could consider it; 
earlier this year lawmakers approved his¬ 
torical racing machines to assist with the 
planned reopening of Colonial Downs. 

Sports betting legislation in Maryland 
failed to pick up enough steam during 
the 2018 General Assembly session and, 
because a constitutional amendment is 
required for an expansion of gambling, the 
earliest it could be approved is 2020. A bill 
that passed the House of Delegates identi¬ 
fied racetracks and casinos as potential 
sports betting licensees. W

Two are already winners on 
the racetrack, one of them 
finished second in a Grade 1, 
in only her second race; and 
the third recently sold for the 
highest price of the three year¬ 
lings the Hursts have sold. 

Her racing career finished. 
Happy Refrain came to Wil¬ 
low Creek when her previous 
owner was forced to cut back 
his mares and offered Sally- 
ellen a good deal-"with trans¬ 
portation thrown in, because 
we don't own a horse van"- 
on the mare she had first no¬ 
ticed about nine months earli¬ 
er at a Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
sale in Timonium. 

"All I knew about her 
was that she was by Not For 
Love, and she was out of a 
stakes [placed] winner and a 
half-sister to a couple of stakes 
horses," says Sallyellen, who 
approached Happy Refrain's 
buyer that day and told him 
if he ever wanted to sell the 
horse after her racing days, 
she'd be interested and gave 
him her phone number. 

"I kind of thought she 
could be useful and it was 
just at the time Maryland was 
getting back with the 30-per¬ 
cent owner/breeder bonuses 
again," she says. "I thought, 
'Well, if I can find a mare that 
might be OK commercially, 
having a little bit of black type 
in her pedigree, that maybe we 
could find something modest 
to breed her to and I can make 
a little money selling babies 
to race here and earn breeder 
bonuses.'" 

It was a good plan. 

Since coming to Willow 
Creek, Happy Refrain has 
been exactly that. Her first foal 
Lord of Misrule, a 2015 colt by 
Any Given Saturday, sold for 
$35,000 as a yearling and has 
won twice. The mare's second 
foal Brucia La Terra, a 2016 
filly by El Padrino, sold for 
$20,000 as a yearling and won 
her debut at Saratoga over 
the summer. Happy Refrain's 
most recent offspring, a 2017 
filly by Golden Lad, named 
April Love, sold for $45,000 in 


early October to Tim Ritchey, 
who trained Preakness winner 
Afleet Alex. 

Happy Refrain's stock may 
have gone up again after Bru¬ 
cia La Terra finished second in 
the Grade 1 Frizette Stakes at 
Belmont Park Oct. 7. Few out¬ 
side of the 2-year-old's Willow 
Creek Farm family could have 
known how well Brucia La 
Terra, like Happy Refrain, was 
living up to her name. 

"I get accused of overthink- 
ing names," says Sallyellen, 
who enjoys the search for the 
perfect moniker. "That's actu¬ 
ally the title of the music from 
The Godfather movie." 

One might wonder how 
she made the connection. 

"The filly's sire is El Padri¬ 
no, which means godfather," 
she says. "And her second 
dam is Sad Refrain. So I Goo¬ 
gled Godfather music looking 
for music from the movie, be¬ 
cause I've never seen the mov¬ 
ie. I learned the love of the 
title character's life was killed 
by a car bomb that was meant 
for him and the song was 
for her. But the name of the 
song-Brucia La Terra-came 
out, and translated from Ital¬ 
ian, it means 'Burn the Earth,' 
which I think it is a kind of 
cool name for a racehorse." 

Especially one who has 
started just two races. She 
won the first, a maiden special 
weight, against rivals costing 
$450,000 and $240,000. The 
win was impressive enough 
that trainer Barclay Tagg and 
owner William Ferrone head¬ 
ed for the Frizette. Brucia La 
Terra didn't win, but she ral¬ 
lied from last place to do her 
imitation of scorching the 
earth and finish second be¬ 
hind the speeding Jaywalk. 
"Not bad for 14-1," Tagg said. 

For the Hursts, it was un¬ 
believable. 

"We have been blown 
away by how blessed we've 
been [recently], with the sale 
of the yearling to the 2-year- 
old running so incredibly 
well," Sallyellen says. 

"She went to Belmont Park 
for the first time to watch her 
horse run," says Mike Pons, 
for whom Sallyellen works at 
Country Life and Merryland 
farms in Harford County. 


"We're really proud of her and 
really tickled she got to wit¬ 
ness a great performance by a 
horse she bred." 

Pons called such early suc¬ 
cess by small breeders a long- 
shot, but added that it's not 
an accident. The knowledge 
she has from her years work¬ 
ing with bloodstock agent and 
sales consignor Marshall Sil¬ 
verman and her own research 
makes Sallyellen the perfect 
person to get the most out of 
Happy Refrain. 

"The good Lord gave her a 
little golden hen, but it is a situ¬ 
ation where preparation meets 
opportunity," Pons said. "Un¬ 
less you have the knowledge 
she has about breeding lines, 
that horse could have just sat 
there," her promise untapped. 

"When Sallyellen first came 
to work for us, she would 
make suggestions and I would 
politely listen and move on," 
Pons says. "But I've come to 
recognize her knowledge and 
ability." 

Before the Frizette, Sally¬ 
ellen had said her "pipe 
dream" was that Brucia La 
Terra would win and "all of 
a sudden Happy Refrain is 
worth a little bit more money 
than when I got her." 

But asked if she would 
really sell the horse that has 
been so productive, she ad¬ 
mits there has been a discus¬ 
sion going on. 

"Hugh and I have been 
debating whether or not to 
sell Happy," she says. "At this 
point, we would like to keep 
her. As a close friend of mine 
said, 'Why would you sell 
the goose that lays the golden 
eggs?' " 

Bitten by the Bug 

Sallyellen's introduction to 
horses came at an early age 
in pony clubs and then grew 
more intense in the summer 
between high school and col¬ 
lege, when she started work¬ 
ing for the late Mikey Smith- 
wick, a legendary steeplechase 
jockey and trainer, at his farm 
near Hydes, Md. 

"I lost all interest in college, 
once I was in the Mikey Smith- 
wick School of Horse Racing," 
Sallyellen says. "We called it 
Mikey Smithwick University 


... I heard somebody put it 
the other day: 'Have you been 
infected with the horse virus?' 
And the answer is yes-at a 
very early age." 

Eventually, she went to 
work for Silverman, and be¬ 
came his jack-of-all trades. 
She learned about showing 
horses in the sales ring, who 
the buyers and sellers are, 
about breeding, about how 
certain sires can stamp foals, 
about crossing breeding lines 
and the possible results, about 
knowing what she was look¬ 
ing at. 

All of it has fascinated her, 
and she's still on that job 20 
years later. A little less than 
two years ago, she took a job 
with the Pons family. Since 
joining them, she has add¬ 
ed responsibility, and a short 
time ago stepped into a posi¬ 
tion held by recently retired 
Cheryl Clark, called the farm's 
Cal Ripken Jr. by Mike Pons. 

"I didn't think we could 
ever replace her," Pons says. 
"But Sallyellen has stepped 
in. She takes care of every¬ 
thing-one morning she came 
in and the night watchman 
had just left and she found a 
mare about to foal. She does 
that for her own horses, has 
experience and the ability to 
adapt. 

"We love what she brings 
to the table. Now I listen to 
her. She puts in her two cents 
and I'm taking her for a dime. 
She's good with people, with 
breeding ideas, she opens the 
office and she's good with our 
clients, because of her work 
with Marshall, she knows 
the players. She helps us im¬ 
prove." 

Doing It All 
at Willow Creek 

Married for 27 years, Sally¬ 
ellen met Hugh, who knew 
nothing about horses other 
than how to bet on one, at a 
bar/restaurant fittingly called 
The Barn one night when he 
was bartending and she was 
waiting for someone who nev¬ 
er showed up. 

"That's how we met," she 
says, a smile in her voice. "I 
stayed and we ended up chat¬ 
ting." 




Now, long married and re¬ 
tired from bartending, Hugh 
Hurst says he does what he 
can to help his wife with the 
horses. 

"I give them lunch or 
breakfast or whatever, while 
she's out at the sales or some¬ 
thing," he says happily "She's 
the horse addict and I'm the 
go-fer. I do what I can for her 
because it helps out and being 
with and having horses make 
her happy" 

He also has his own busi¬ 
ness, "sort of a retirement 
job," he says. "But I can stay 
really busy at times," sharp¬ 
ening and repairing various 
kinds of clippers and blades 
from home-everything from 
horse clippers to dog groom¬ 
ing sheers, to the tiny scissors 
oral surgeons use when work¬ 
ing on oral implants. 

The horses, he admits, are 
his wife's passion, but then he 
pauses. 

"She started me watching 
races in 1988, back when we 
were first dating," he recalls. 
"She got me interested in it 
and now I think the only two 
channels we watch on televi¬ 
sion are TVG and TVG2 ... It's 
amazing what she's gotten me 
involved in mentally about 
horse racing. I love it." 

Together they do all the 
work at Willow Creek, the tiny 
farm Sallyellen's late grand¬ 
mother, Bettye Littleton, gave 
them as a wedding present. 
The land was once part of Riv- 
erbank Farm, owned by Sally¬ 
ellen's great-grandfather. 

Her philosophy goes back 
a long way, too, and you've 
probably heard it before: 
"Keep it simple stupid." 

"I just try to keep things 
that way," she says. "My horses 
are turned out for the most 
part. I bring them in when the 
weather's bad. They get han¬ 
dled and they get groomed. 
We only have one foaling stall. 
We only have a six-stall barn. 
The foaling stall has a camera 
in it. It's a wireless camera. In 
the middle of the night, if I 
hear something off the inter¬ 
com, I can turn on the TV and 
see what's going on in the 
stall. I can hear when the 
mares are ready to drop. The 
barn is 100 yards from the 


house, so as I said. I'm really, 
really tiny." 

Sallyellen and Hugh do 
everything from mucking out 
the barn, to caring for Happy 
Refrain, her 29-year-old barn- 
mate Key Advantage (by Cor¬ 
ridor Key), and a companion 
pony called Applejack. 

Occasionally, they also will 
take in someone else's mare 
for foaling or another horse 
for a layup. 

And then they do all the 
prepping of Happy Refrain's 
babies prior to their being 
sold. 

"We do everything," she 
says and then lets you know 
that means more than just 
brushing their coats before go¬ 
ing into the sales ring. 

She grooms and rubs them 
twice a day, "Then they get 
walked, worked on the lunge 
lines or long lines. Some farms 
will use what they call an Eu- 
roXciser or free walker . . . but 
Willow Creek doesn't have the 
pocketbook for that" so she 
walks them in her neighbor 
Stanley Burton's cornfield. 

"It's a minimum of six to 
eight weeks before the sale 
that the work starts," she says. 

What the Future Holds 

As the Hursts look to Hap¬ 
py Refrain's future, Sallyellen 
says she would like to explore 
the possibility of "breeding 
her up" to a higher valued 
stallion, possibly on a foal 
share, she says. 


But who that stallion would 
be, she doesn't know-yet. 

"I haven't done any re¬ 
search," she says. "It all de¬ 
pends on the pocketbook. All 
I do know is that her most ide¬ 
al matching. Quality Road, I 
couldn't possibly afford." 

The in-demand Kentucky 
stallion stands at Lane's End 
Farm for $150,000. 

But there has been so much 
success with the matings 
they've come up with, Sally¬ 
ellen and Hugh Hurst aren't 
complaining. 

Happy Refrain didn't have 
a baby this year, but is in foal 
to Divining Rod, who stands 
at Country Life. 

As always with Sallyellen 
Hurst, it's not by happen¬ 


stance or convenience that she 
chose the Grade 3 winner. It 
took time for her to do the re¬ 
search and decide to go with 
the horse who finished third 
in the 2015 Preakness Stakes. 

"This breeding is very sim¬ 
ilar to that of Brucia La Terra," 
she says. "If you look you'll 
see Divining Rod is by Tapit, 
whose sire is Pulpit. Brucia La 
Terra's sire, El Padrino, is by 
Pulpit, too." 

What does she hope for 
from this pairing? 

"We're hoping for another 
Grade 1 second-place [or bet¬ 
ter] finisher," she says, laugh¬ 
ing. "We're hoping for an elite 
performer." 

No one should bet against 
her.

It was 
the Horacio DePaz-trained 
filly's fourth win, and first 
stakes win, from 13 starts. 


Riley's Choice is the sec¬ 
ond foal out of the Pleasantly 
Perfect mare Shared Account, 
and her first stakes winner. 
Purchased by Sagamore Farm 
as a yearling for $170,000 at 
Keeneland September in 2007, 
Shared Account went on to 
earn $1,649,427, counting 
among her six wins two addi¬ 
tional graded stakes-the Lake 
Placid-G2 at Saratoga and All 
Along-G3 at Colonial Downs. 

Shared Account's first foal, 
a colt by Bernardini named R J 
Bentley, was unplaced in three 
starts. Her 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter I'm Pretty Strong (by Street 
Cry-Ire) is a winner of two of 
six starts for Sagamore this 
year and was second in Dela¬ 
ware Park's George Rosen- 
berger Memorial on the same 
afternoon as Riley's Choice's 
All Brandy win. 

Sagamore sold Shared 
Account's yearling filly by 
Speightstown, named Shar¬ 
ing, to Eclipse Thoroughbred 
Partners for $350,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton select sale in 
Saratoga in August. 

Riley's Choice broke her 
maiden in frontrunning fash¬ 


ion in her second career start 
at 2 going 6 furlongs over 
Laurel's main track, and just 
missed her first stakes score 
when second by a nose in the 
Pearl Necklace Stakes at Lau¬ 
rel on the turf in July 2017. She 
came into the All Brandy off 
a fourth in Laurel's Jameela 
Stakes.

Sonny Inspired was pur¬ 
chased by his owner for 
$20,000 at the 2012 Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton Midlantic fall yearling 
sale. He made his first start at 
Timonium in September 2013, 
placing fifth, and broke his 
maiden at Laurel two starts 
later. In February 2014 he fin¬ 
ished second in the Christo¬ 
pher Elser Memorial at Parx 
Racing. Since then, he's won 
the Fire Plug in 2016 and the 
Ben's Cat at Laurel Park in 
2016 and 2018, and placed in 
five other stakes, including a 
third in the Grade 3 General 
George in 2016. 

Sonny Inspired represents 
three generations bred by 
Charles and Cynthia Mc¬ 
Ginnes' Thornmar Farm and 
was one of two stakes winners 
that day bred by the couple, 
as 2-year-old Come Sundown 
(Great Notion—Desiderata) 
captured Delaware Park's 
First State Dash Stakes. 

A son of Breeders' Cup 
Mile-Gl winner Artie Schiller, 
Sonny Inspired is the first of 
five foals out of Silver Deputy 
mare Argentesque. Her cur¬ 
rent 2-year-old, a Flatter colt 
sold at last year's Keeneland 
September sale for $340,000 
now named Final Call, has yet 
to start. Her current yearling, 
a May colt by Bayern, sold for 
$60,000 at Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber. With no reported foal in 
2018, the mare was bred to Vi¬ 
olence this year.

Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 


Knicks Go scores in Grade 1 
Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland 


Two-year-old colt Knicks 
Go, a son of Paynter bred by 
Angie and Sabrina Moore and 
foaled at their GreenMount 
Farm in Reisterstown, flew 
down the Keeneland stretch to 
capture the Grade 1 Claiborne 
Breeders' Futurity for his first 
stakes win Oct. 6. The win 
earned Knicks Go a ticket to 
the Breeders' Cup Juvenile-Gl 
at Churchill Downs Nov. 2 
and also earned him 10 qual¬ 
ifying points for next year's 
Kentucky Derby-Gl. 

Trained by Ben Colebrook 
for KRA Stud Farm, Knicks 
Go entered off a third in the 
Arlington-Washington Futuri¬ 
ty at Arlington Park. The gray 
colt launched his career at Ellis 
Park July 4, winning a 5-fur¬ 
long maiden special weight by 
3Vi lengths in :57.96. Jumped 
up to graded stakes company 
in the Saratoga's Grade 3 San¬ 
ford next out, he finished fifth, 
but returned to hit the board 
at Arlington. 

Sent off at 70-1 for the 
Breeders' Futurity, the longest 
price in the field of 13, Knicks 
Go set the pace and was never 
threatened, pulling away to 
win by 5Vi lengths. He com¬ 
pleted the 1M6 miles in 1:44.23. 

"The horse trains real well 
here so that's kind of why we 
took a shot," said Colebrook. 
"He's always breezed like a 
good horse. His first race was 
good and then he never got in 
a rhythm in his next two." 

The colt is out of Maryland- 
bred stakes winner Kosmo's 
Buddy, whose five wins in¬ 
cluded a victory as a 3-year- 
old against older males in 


the Maryland Million Turf 
Sprint Handicap in 2008, as 
well as that season's Crank 
It Up Stakes going short on 
the turf at Monmouth Park. 
Kosmo's Buddy also had 
12 stakes placings in her 37 
starts, and retired with earn¬ 
ings of $298,095. In her next 
to last race, the gray daughter 
of Outflanker and the stakes- 
placed Allen's Prospect mare 
Vaulted was claimed by the 
Moores for $40,000. 

In her final start she fin¬ 
ished fourth behind Ben's Cat 
in the 2010 Maryland Million 
Turf Sprint. 

Kosmo's Buddy is the dam 
of four foals of racing age, 
three winners. Knicks Go, sold 
by his breeders for $40,000 as 
a weanling at Keeneland No¬ 
vember, and resold as a year¬ 
ling at Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber for $87,000, is her richest 
runner, with $330,515 in four 
starts. Found in the family is 
Grade 1 winner Countus In, 
and three-time stakes winner 
Tulindas, half-sisters to Knicks 
Go's stakes-winning third 
dam Aube d'Or. 

Kosmo's Buddy has since 
had a 2017 colt by Orb, who 
was an RNA less than a week 
before the Breeders' Futurity 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
fall yearlings sale and sold 
privately after, and a 2018 colt 
by Broken Vow being prepped 
for Keeneland November. Not 
bred for 2019, Kosmo's Buddy 
was also sold privately this 
past summer. The Moores still 
own the mare's 5-year-old 
daughter Pinkprint (by Not 
For Love) who is in foal to 
Great Notion. ** 


Steven T. Newby's Come 
Sundown held off Smith- 
wick's Spice by a neck to win 
Delaware Park's $100,000 First 
State Dash Stakes for 2-year- 
olds Sept. 29. The son of Great 
Notion led throughout the 
5Vi furlongs and stopped the 
clock in 1:04.17. 

It was the second win in 
two starts for the Dale Capua- 
no-trained gelding, who broke 
his maiden at Laurel Park 
Aug. 18 at 5 furlongs. 

Come Sundown was the 
second stakes winner of the 
day bred by Charles and 
Cynthia McGinnes, following 
Sonny Inspired's win in the 
Find Stakes at Laurel Park. 
He descends from one of the 
McGinneses' most successful 
broodmares, Muffies Muffin 
(by Lord Gaylord), purchased 
by the couple for $26,000 at 
age 10 in 1991 at the Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton Midlantic February mixed 
sale in foal to Baederwood. 

The McGinneses bred four 
stakes horses out of Muffies 
Muffin, the best multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes winner and $671,616- 
earner Wicapi, a son of Wa- 
quoit born in 1992. Her stakes- 
winning daughter Cranberry 
Muffin is the dam of stakes 


winners Target Sighted, All 
Smiles and Two Punch Gal. 
The foal Muffies Muffin was 
carrying when the McGinne¬ 
ses made the purchase was 
Crying in the Rain, who went 
on to produce stakes winners 
Water Cannon and Jet Run. 

Come Sundown's dam, the 
winning During mare Desid¬ 
erata, is out of Almost Para¬ 
dise (Allen's Prospect—Muff¬ 
ies Muffin) and is a half-sister 
to stakes winner Come Fly 
Away. The McGinneses sold 
the first five foals out of Desid¬ 
erata, two of them now stakes 
winners. Everything Lovely 
(by Pollard's Vision), win¬ 
ner of the 2017 The Very One 
Stakes at Pimlico and an earn¬ 
er of $359,651, was a $30,000 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Fall 
sales yearling in 2013; four 
years later Come Sundown 
sold at the same sale for the 
same amount to Newby. 

Desiderata's current year¬ 
ling is a son of Bandbox; she 
produced a filly by Vancou¬ 
ver (Aus) this past April and 
was bred back to the Darley 
stallion Astern (Aus), a son of 
Medaglia d'Oro who stood his 
first season this year. ** 


Winplaceorshowono repeats 
in New Castle Stakes 


Rickman Racing's 4-year- 
old Winplaceorshowono de¬ 
fended his title in Delaware 
Park's $100,000 New Castle 
Stakes Sept. 29, leading at ev¬ 
ery call and holding off Bub- 
ba's Will by a half-length. 

Sent off as the favorite in 
the field of eight, the Dale 
Capuano trained colt covered 
6 furlongs in 1:10.76 on the 
main track. Bred by Cynthia 
K. Rickman, daughter of the 
late Delaware Park owner Bill 
Rickman, the dark bay boasts 
a record of 9-4-1-3 and earn¬ 
ings of $204,560. 

Following his 2017 New 
Castle score, he competed in 
the Maryland Million Sprint, 
finishing fourth, then con¬ 
cluded his season with a third

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T wo months and one day is not a long time 
in horse racing, but that’s all it took for 
trainer Pat McBurney to win four stakes races 
with New Jersey-breds, including three in open 
company. It’s among the best runs any trainer 
has had with Jersey-breds in years. 

The latest win came with Liz’s Cable Girl in 
the Sept. 15 $100,000 Roamin Rachael Stakes 
at Parx. The Colonial Farm’s bred filly by 


the late New Jersey sire Cable Boy put in the 
best performance of her career, winning by 4 
lengths over a solid field. McBurney’s streak 
began when he won the Grade 3 Kent Stakes 
at Delaware Park July 14 with Golden Brown. 
Next came a win by the 2-year-old Mooji Moo 
Jr. in the Aug. 8 Tyro, which was followed 
by Liz’s Cable Girl’s win in the Eleven North 
Handicap for Jersey-breds Aug. 26. 
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They are McBurney’s only four stakes wins on the year. 

“I guess I just got lucky that I have a bunch of Jersey- 
breds that can run and they’re all peaking at the right time,” 
McBurney said. “Everything has been working out quite well.” 
Liz’s Cable Girl looked like a future star when she began her 
career by winning a maiden special weight at Parx by 10% 
lengths Nov. 28, 2016. But she came right back at Aqueduct in 
starter race and was a badly beaten third at 3-5. That repeated 
a pattern where her form was relatively spotty until recently. 

“She didn’t make her 2-year-old start until late in November 
and she ran a five on the Thoro-Graph sheets that day,” 
McBurney said. “But she never surpassed that number during 
her whole 3-year-old year. That was still her best number. Then 
in the race when she won the Jersey-bred stakes (the Eleven 
North) she got down to a two. That was tremendous, the best 
number of her life.” 

McBurney believes that Liz’s Cable Girl, now 4, just needed 
some time to grow and mature. 

“It’s probably just been a natural progression,” he said. “She 
does look bigger and stronger. She’s been running this season 
but also putting on weight and muscle. She’s turned into a big, 
pretty girl. “ 

Another factor could be Jose Ferrer, who is known as one 
of the best gate riders in the sport. Liz’s Cable Girl is riding a 
four-race winning streak and showing more early speed in her 
races. Ferrer took over when the streak began, in an August 
open company allowance at Monmouth. 

“His riding style fits her,” McBurney said. “Last year, we 
started working to take her back. Even a length or two was all 
we could get her back. But now, she almost seems like she’s 
more relaxed than ever coming out of the gate, even though 
she’s been going to the front. Jose has been riding her perfect. 
He gets that first eighth or quarter under her belt and then 
uses her speed on the turn to kind of put them away.” 


Now that his filly has won two stakes, McBurney would like 
to find a way to add a graded stakes win to her resume. He was 
taking a look at the Grade 2 Thoroughbred Club of America 
on Oct. 6 at Keeneland, but worries that might be aiming a 
little too high. 

“I’ve been looking around for a stakes race and there 
aren’t many sprints left for the girls,” he said. “It’s probably a 
reach but there is one at Keeneland. That would probably be 
tough but I haven’t been paying much attention to the graded 
sprinters and will need to take a look and see what they look 
like.” McBurney instead chose a Parx allowance Oct. 8, which 
she won easily by 3% lengths with Jairo Rendon in the irons. 

Liz’s Cable Girl is owned by John Cocce, Liz Dodd, Peter 
Donnelly and Gerard Melley. McBurney said Colonial added 
Liz’s Cable Girl into a package deal as a weanling when the 
owners purchased Boomerang Miss from Colonial in 2014. 

McBurney has been as loyal to the Jersey-bred program as 
anyone and is always looking to find ones to add to his barn. 
Golden Brown was bought for $22,000 at the 2016 Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky Fall yearling sale. Mooji Moo Jr. is a Robert 
Deckert homebred. 

“I train for some breeders and that’s where most of my 
Jersey-breds come from,” he said. “Any time I go to Timonium 
I always look at the index and see if there are any Jersey-breds. 
Usually, you don’t see many in the sales any more. But I’m 
always keeping an eye out for them. Between Bright View and 
Colonial, you can usually find some yearlings in the fall that 
they’re willing to sell to you.” 

Since taking over for John Forbes, McBurney’s personal 
record for number of stakes winners in a year is four, set in 
2014. With more than three months to go in 2018 and with 
both Liz’s Cable Girl and Golden Brown in good form, he 
very well could set a new career high. If so, he’ll have the New 
Jersey breeding program to thank. 


New Jersey-breds earn bonus 
money in MATCH Series 


N ew Jersey-bred Oak Bluffs came out on top in the point 
standings in the 3-year-old and up turf sprint division in 
the MATCH series. An 8-year-old by longtime leading New 
Jersey sire Defrere, Oak Bluffs picked up most of his points 
when winning the Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup at Penn Na¬ 
tional for trainer Mary Eppler in June. Eppler earned a $35,000 
bonus thanks to Oak Bluffs, $20,000 for being the owner and 
$15,000 for being the trainer. 

Patricia Generazio, breeder of Oak Bluffs, will receive a 
$5,000 bonus for the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of 


New Jersey as the top point-earning New Jersey-bred colt and 
gelding in the series. 

Liz’s Cable Girl competed in three MATCH division races 
and finished up with 18 points. She is the leading New Jersey- 
bred filly or mare in the series, and thus earned her breeder, 
Colonial Farms, a $5,000 bonus from the Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association of New Jersey. 

The filly’s owners, John Cocce, Liz Dodd, Peter Donnelly 
and Gerard Melley, and trainer Pat McBurney will receive 
$15,000 and $10,000, respectively, for her second-place finish in 
the Filly and Mare Sprint—Dirt Division 
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Isabelle de Tomaso honored as 
National Small Breeder of the Year 


I sabelle de Tomaso has been named by the 
Thoroughbred Breeders and Owners Associa¬ 
tion (TOBA) as the 2017 National Small Breeder 
of the Year. Mrs. de Tomaso was honored during 
TOBA’s 33rd Annual National Awards Dinner 
Sept. 8 at the Woodford Reserve Club at Kroger 
Field in Lexington. 

Horses bred by Isabelle de Tomaso won 
seven of 28 starts and earned $1,212,320 in 
2017. Among the horses bred were Irish War 
Cry, winner of the Holy Bull Stakes-G2 and 
Wood Memorial Stakes-G2 and runner up in 
the Belmont Stakes-Gl. Irish Strait, the older 
half-brother to Irish War Cry, won the Red Bank 
Stakes-G3 and finished second in the Monmouth 
Stakes-G2. 

Irish War Cry was honored by the 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association of New 
Jersey as champion 3-year-old male and 
Horse of the Year in 2017. Irish Strait was 
named champion turf runner. The dam of 
both champions, Irish Sovereign, was named 
Broodmare of the Year. 



Liz’s Cable Girl wins Roamin Rachael Stakes

L iz’s Cable Girl needed to start in the Roamin Rachael Stakes 
at Parx Racing to qualify for MATCH Series bonus money, 
but she did one better by winning the $100,000 event for owner 
John Cocce, Liz Dodd, Peter Donnelly and Gerard Melley and 
trainer Pat McBurney. 

Liz’s Cable Girl, a 4-year-old New Jersey-bred filly by Cable 
Boy, was widest in a four-horse scramble for the lead in the 
6-furlong Roamin Rachael but cleared after the first quarter- 
mile and increased her advantage on the far turn. That gave 
Jessica Krupnick, who didn’t have the best of starts and early in 
the race was sixth and last, a bit too much to do in the stretch. 

Ridden by Jose Ferrer, Liz’s Cable Girl won by 4 lengths over 
Jessica Krupnick and paid $3.20 to win as the heavy favorite. 


Yorkiepoo Princess finished third. The time on a track rated 
fast was 1:11.73. 

“Once she got to the front, she kept going,” McBurney said 
of Liz’s Cable Girl, who increased her record to 3-for-3 at Parx. 
“For sure, Jessica Krupnick has been tough - she beat our filly 
both times she faced her - but we got the jump on her today.” 

“I’d like to thank Pat for giving me the ride,” said Ferrer, who 
has ridden Liz’s Cable Girl to victory in her last three starts. 
“We had good position on the outside. You don’t want to be 
near the inside fence here because it can be deep.” 

Liz’s Cable Girl was bred by Colonial Farms. 
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Valedictorian picks up first 
open company stakes win

M aybe he was being pessimistic, maybe he was being 
realistic, but when Kelly Breen sent New Jersey-bred 
Valedictorian to Laurel for the Sept. 22 $150,000 All Along 
Stakes on the grass he was not at all confident. 

“When we went down there we were keeping our fingers 
crossed that she would hit board,” he said. 

He’s right about one thing: this was not an easy spot. The 
field of 11 included several horses capable of running Beyer 
figures in the 90s. On the turf, Valedictorian had never run 
better than an 80. 

But she picked a good day to run the race of her life and 
got a big boost from jockey J.D. Acosta, who rode a masterful 
race. There was virtually no early speed in the race and 
Valedictorian is more of a stalker type, but Acosta realized she 
had enough early gas to steal the race. He cleared the field and 
slowed the fractions down to :23.84 and :48.08. She was SV 2 
lengths in front at the eighth-pole and began to tire, but by 
then it was too late. She had opened up enough daylight that 
she was able to hang on for a 1 ^-length win. 

“For her to run as well as she did we were ecstatic,” Breen 
said. “From a Beyer standpoint, it was the race of her life. She 
ran an 86. Honestly, I didn’t see any signs that she was about 
to run a race like that. She always trains well, is always a good 


horse in the feed tub all over. I didn’t see anything different 
with her.” 

Valedictorian, who was bred by John Bowers Jr., has now 
won nine of 21 starts. She had more success on the dirt earlier 
in her career but has now won three straight grass races, 
including the Jersey Girl Handicap for Jersey-breds. 

“Up until this summer her best race was on the dirt at 
Philadelphia Park,” Breen said. 

“Now that she’s running better on the turf, maybe it’s 
maturity. I don’t know. What makes this horse fun is that she 
has nine wins from 21 starts. She just likes to win.” 

Breen isn’t sure what will be next for Valedictorian, but 
his plans include running her back in the Claiming Crown at 
Gulfstream. 

Even though Valedictorian, a daughter of Temple City, will 
turn 5 next year and is now a winner of an open stakes, her 
value as a broodmare may never be higher. But Breen said the 
plan is to have her have a full campaign next year. 

She is owned by Epic Racing, an interesting newcomer to 
the New Jersey racing scene. Epic Racing is the stable name 
for Harriet Sawyer, a New York City-based artist. Sawyer 
originally had Valedictorian based in Florida with trainer 
Michelle Nihei, but realized it would make more sense to send 
her to a New Jersey-based trainer, and chose Breen. 

Sawyer is in the process of building her stable and went 
to this year’s Spring 2-Year-Old Sale at Ocala and bought a 
Kitten’s Joy colt for $100,000 and an Orb colt for $185,000. 
Named Epic Dreamer, the Orb colt ran Sept. 23 in a maiden 
special weight race at Belmont and was a sharp second in a 
race that went in 1:08.93. The horse is a Kentucky bred. 

“They ran extremely fast in Epic Dreamer’s race and we 
were pleased with way he ran and are hoping for good things 
from him,” Breen said. 

“It’s always nice to have new blood,” Breen added. “It’s 
also nice to have somebody where you start with a clean slate 
rather than someone who’s been with other trainers. I try to 
keep her as knowledgeable as possible. She came to the sale 
with me, helped with the selection on horses and was very 
much part of picking them out. This horse by Orb really 
caught her eye. She was there to give final thumbs up. I’ve 
come to her at a sale and said I really like this horse and she 
says this one isn’t for me. She’s someone I’m trying to teach, 
but it is the owner’s money and she has final say. When the 
hammer fell we were lucky to get that horse.”

Hurricane Florence caused tremendous flooding on Joanne and 
Sandy Dew’s farm, Dogwood Plantation, in September. 


W e certainly experienced a Septem¬ 
ber with a most unwelcome visitor, 
Hurricane Florence. I appreciate Erin, 
from the Thoroughbred Charities of 
America (TCA) for reaching out to our 
organization offering help to Thorough¬ 
bred farms and breeders affected by this 
relentless storm. The massive flooding 
caused by four days of heavy rain had 
governments calling for mandatory evac¬ 
uations on the coast in advance of land¬ 
fall. However, many inland communities’ 
mandatory evacuation orders came dur¬ 
ing the middle of the hurricane. 

Evacuating becomes a tremendous 
and improbable undertaking when trying 
to move multiple horses and farm ani¬ 
mals, especially in high winds and driv¬ 
ing rains. Living in a small town near 
Wilmington, Joanne Dew, past NCTA 
president for 12 years, wouldn’t leave her 
animals behind. She and her husband, 
Sandy, were at home when the water 
started to rise rapidly and overtake the 
pastures and barns. They were there to 
save seven goats and seven cats success¬ 
fully and swim three horses to safety. Un¬ 
fortunately, one goat was unable to be 
rescued and drowned. Joanne’s neighbor 
provided refuge for her animals.

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Boss Man rules as the boss in Entenmann Memorial 



C arrington Holdings’ Boss Man proved 
the boss of Belmont Park’s $75,000 
William Entenmann Memorial Novice 
Stakes Sept. 20 when he set all the pace 
and valiantly turned back a challenge 
from DASH Stable’s Ice It to win by a half- 
length. 

Trained by Arch Kingsley Jr., Boss Man 
was given a boss ride by Michael Mitchell, 
who put him on the lead at the start of the 
2 1 A-mile Entenmann Memorial and main¬ 
tained a steady pace with Riverdee Stable’s 
Gibralfaro (Ire) and Rosbrian Farm’s De¬ 
troit Blues (GB) right behind him. 


When Sean McDermott made a modest 
move on Gibralfaro past the finish line the 
first time, Mitchell left out a notch and 
kept Boss Man with a lead of slightly more 
than a length. 

After the final fence on Belmont’s 
backstretch, Mitchell asked Boss Man for 
his flat speed around Belmont’s turn as 
Gibralfaro faded from the picture. 

Ice It, ridden for the first time by 
reigning champion jockey Darren Nagle, 
challenged from the outside in the 
stretch. The Tapit gelding reached Boss 
Man’s saddle but could not get any closer 


as Boss Man maintained his advantage 
through the final strides under firm han¬ 
dling by Mitchell. 

Detroit Blues, making his first start in 
more than two years, finished third, and 
Robert A. Kinsley’s No Wunder (GB) 
closed ground to finish fourth, a head in 
front of City Dreamer (Ire). 

Sent to the starting gate as the 3.05-1 
betting choice a few dollars ahead of No 
Wunder, Boss Man paid $8.10 to win after 
running the Entenmann distance in 
4:12.34 on yielding turf. 

The victory thrust Boss Man into the 
battle for the National Steeplechase Asso¬ 
ciation’s 2018 championship for novices, 
or horses in their first seasons of compe¬ 
tition over fences. A maiden winner on 
his home court, the Queen’s Cup Steeple¬ 
chase of co-chairs Carrington and Bill 
Price outside Charlotte, Boss Man won a 
Saratoga allowance Aug. 1 and came back 
in 21 days to run a respectable third in 
that track’s Michael G. Walsh Novice 
Stakes. He now has earned $109,500 this 
year from five hurdle starts. 

An 8-year-old by the versatile sire 
English Channel, Florida-bred Boss Man 
was bred by the Kinsman Stable of 
George Steinbrenner, the horse owner 
and breeder best known as the owner of 
the New York Yankees and often referred 
to as “The Boss.” Boss Man was foaled ap¬ 
proximately five months before Stein- 
brenner’s death on July 13, 2010. He 
raced for Kinsman Stable until claimed 
away in March 2015 at Gulfstream Park.

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OTBO Updates September/October 2018 



Majestic Farm was host to the 2018 Ohio Mixed Sale held Oct. 7. 


T he 2018 Ohio Mixed Sale took 
place on Oct. 7 at Majestic Farm 
in Batavia, Ohio. Autumn weath¬ 
er was replaced with a summer sear that 
came within a degree of the all-time high 
for that date. Nonetheless, the horses on 
the grounds handled it well and the facil¬ 
ity availed plenty of hoses for cooling 
baths at various times over the two days 
the horses were on display. 

So many in attendance commented on 
how well the horses were presented by 
their consignors, the beauty and func¬ 
tionality of the venue and the quality of 
the catalogue over the previous year when 
the sale was revived after a 10-year hiatus. 

The sales topper was a bay Cryptolight 
yearling filly consigned by Breakaway 
Farm and purchased by David Hicks for 
$17,500. Cryptolight was a son of Fantas¬ 
tic Light out of two-time Ohio Horse of 
the Year Crypto’s Redjet. He stood at 
R.C. Cline Thoroughbred Farm and was 
a loss to the Ohio Program when he died 
in a paddock accident after covering 
mares for two seasons. 

The late Dr. Paul Gutheil, former 
President of the O.T.B.O., brought Ron 
DeWolf in as a partner and Crypto’s Red- 
jet won won four of her 11 starts at 3. Her 
career really took off as a 4-year-old, cap¬ 
ping her six-win year with a victory in 
the Best of Ohio Distaff and earnings of 
$125,605. Things for the daughter of 
Crypto clearance would only get better as 
a 5-year-old when she recorded five 
stakes victories, including the state’s two 
richest for fillies and mares-the $75,000 
Rose DeBartolo Memorial and $75,000 
Best of Ohio Distaff. 

While 82 were catalogued to the sale 
(including two supplements), there were 
27 RNAs. “As strong as the Ohio pro¬ 
gram is going at the present, no one is 
giving anything away,” said O.T.B.O. ex¬ 


ecutive director John Engelhardt. “There 
is too much upside and several of the 
breeders told me they were going to part¬ 
ner up with those bidding on their horse 
or race them themselves. Some with 
weanlings said they will see how they fill 
out and grow and may well be back next 
year. We are only in our second year of 
the sale business and it is going in the 
right direction.” 

Dr. George Sikora D.V.M. of Maple- 
ton Farm brought and sold four home- 
breds by his stallions Cowtown Cat and 
Mobil. “I’m pleased to get them in good 
hands, one of the top trainers in the Mid¬ 
west took home one of my best. I sell a 
few privately off the farm, keep some to 
race and now I root for all of them as the 
Ohio Breeders Awards program has been 
very good for me.” 

Duncan Farms brought in one wean¬ 
ling and five yearlings, each of them ac¬ 


credited breds by Ohio stallions, and they 
all went to new homes. “I’ve got to feel 
good about the barns they are going to,” 
said Darryl Duncan, who operates the 
Warsaw, Ohio, operation with his wife 
Sally. “The buyers were no strangers to 
stakes competition-Mark Doering, Gary 
Patrick, Jim Rankin, Michael Evans and 
Rodney Faulkner all know how to get a 
horse ready to go to the races.” 

OTBO 2018 Mixed Sale reports 46 
head sold for a gross $161,100, for an av¬ 
erage price of $3,502, compared with a 
$2,610 average for 60 that grossed 
$156,600 a year ago. This year’s median 
price was $2,600 and the 27 that went 
unsold from 73 offered represented an 
RNA rate of 37 percent.

Pennsylvania Thoroughbred stakeholders 
are invested in educating others on the nuanc¬ 
es of the equine industry. They are committed 
to the future of the industry and giving the 
next generation opportunities to learn about 
the possibilities a career working with these 
majestic animals has to offer. 

At PA Day At the Races, held on Sept. 1 at 
Parx Racing, the Pennsylvania Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association (PHBA) showcased the best 
Pennsylvania Thoroughbreds to 4-H members 
from across the state. The event was coordi¬ 
nated by The State Horse Racing Commission 
and Pennsylvania Horse Racing Association 
(PHRA) in conjunction with Parx Racing, PHBA, 
Pennsylvania Thoroughbred Horsemen’s As¬ 
sociation (PTHA), Turning for Home, and other 
industry professionals. It included a tour of the 
backside of Parx, presentations from industry 
professionals, and the thrill of watching a live 


race named for 4-H. It concluded with a group 
picture taken with the winning jockey! 

This was the first event of its kind at Parx 
Racing, and 4-H members responded with 
enthusiasm. Available spots were filled within 
24 hours, and there was a waitlist for addi¬ 
tional members interested in attending. The 
day began with an introduction and warm wel¬ 
come from the Pennsylvania Horse Breeder 
Association’s Executive Secretary Brian San¬ 
fratello and PHRA Marketing Director Ashley 
Eisenbeil. The 4-H’s Andrea Kocher was also 
on hand and expressed how special an oppor¬ 
tunity like this was, “The youth have a chance 
to learn about the equine industry as well as 
the Thoroughbred aspect of the industry, so 
this is a very unique experience.” 

From there the attendees got to learn all 
about Parx Racing's Turning for Home from 
Program Administrator Danielle Montgom-

ery. Turning for Home, Inc. is a 501(c)(3) 
non-profit organization which has provid¬ 
ed over 2,300 retired racehorses with a 
safe environment. The program, created 
by Executive Director Mike Ballezzi and 
the PTHA, has revolutionized the model for 
horseracing retirement. The PTHA had the 
foresight to recognize the need within the 
industry to care for retired racehorses who 
would have otherwise faced an uncertain 
future. The 4-H members learned that be¬ 
ing part of the horseracing industry means 
caring for their own, and ensuring the safe¬ 
ty of these amazing animals before, during, 
and after their racing careers. 

Kate DeMasi, first female Parx Hall of 
Fame trainer and member of the PTHA 
board, was on hand to educate 4-H youth 
on the organization and ways that the 
Pennsylvania horseracing industry is com¬ 
mitted to caring for all of their Thorough¬ 
breds. Dr. Tom Lurito provided an educa¬ 
tional demonstration of how racehorses are 
microchipped and explained, "Eventually all 
of our horses will be microchipped, help¬ 


ing us to identify them in the paddock and 
coming in and out of the track”. Not only 
does microchipping aid in tracking horses 
while at a race, but it also helps in cases of 
disease outbreaks by allowing veterinarians 
to quickly identify any horses that were in 
attendance at an event, thus allowing for 
quicker treatment. 

Continuing on the theme of horse safety, 
farrier John Homa gave a demonstration 
and explanation on the need for proper¬ 
ly-fitted horseshoes. As he stated, a very 
popular expression on the track is “no feet, 
no horse. Similar to humans, if a horse can't 
walk well, then it can't run well. Therefore, 
it is crucial that horses are properly fitted 
for shoes to maintain their health and safe¬ 
ty on the track.” 

Veterinarian Dr. Art Stitzer from Thor¬ 
oughbred Veterinary Services was also on 
hand to give the 4-H members information 
on the role a vet plays in the safety and wel¬ 
fare of the Thoroughbreds throughout their 
lives. 


After the morning events, the members 
were given an amazing opportunity to at¬ 
tend a presentation by Parx Hall of Fame 
jockey Tony Black, where he discussed his 
career and the equipment used by jockeys. 
Black’s 48-year career includes 5,209 wins 
from an incredible 33,954 rides. Meeting 
this inspiring jockey was a highlight of the 
day as he is a legend in the horseracing 
industry with a highly celebrated career. 

The event concluded with the 4-H mem¬ 
bers watching a thrilling live race and hav¬ 
ing a group photo taken with jockey Mychel 
J. Sanchez. After all the excitement of the 
day the members and their families were 
free to enjoy the rest of the race day at Parx 
Racing. 

The goal of this event was to give an 
inside look at what happens on the back- 
stretch and educate 4-H members to hope¬ 
fully start growing the industry with future 
trainers, jockeys, veterinarians and owners. 
Judging by the success at PA Day At the 
Races, the future looks bright.

Racing Across the Nation 


G raduates of South Carolina farms 
and training centers had a very 
productive period between Aug- 
20 and Sept. 20, capturing 11 stakes. 

On Aug. 20, the Kirkwood Stables 
graduate Hit It Once More captured 
the Genesee Valley Breeders’ Stakes at 
Finger Lakes. The 5-year-old New York- 
bred quickly took the lead and the field 
followed him around the track as he 
crossed the finish line 3 lengths in front. 

Party Like Grandma also led gate- 
to-wire in the Seeking the Ante at 
Saratoga Aug. 24. The 2-year-old New 
York-bred filly learned her early lessons 
from Travis Durr at the Webb Carroll 
Training Center. Pressed throughout the 
6 Vi furlongs, Party Like Grandma hit the 
wire a H4-length winner. 

Another Durr student, champion 
Abel Tasman, proved best in Saratoga’s 
Grade 1 Personal Ensign Aug. 25. This 
was her second Grade 1 win in a row, 
having captured the Ogden Phipps at 
Belmont in June. In a hard fought duel 
with Elate, Abel Tasman would not be 
denied, winning by a neck and bringing 
her career total earnings to nearly $2.8 
million. 

Promises Fulfilled is another who 
broke on top and never looked back 
when taking the Grade 1 H. Allen 


Jerkens at Saratoga Aug. 25. Promises 
Fulfilled fought off several challenges 
before winning by 1 M lengths. He 
learned his early lessons at the Elloree 
Training Center owned and operated by 
Franklin “Goree” Smith. 

Amatteroftime picked Aug. 26 to 
be the right time to best his opposition 
in the New Jersey Breeders Handicap 
at Monmouth Park. This Webb Carroll 
Training Center pupil got up in the 
shadow of the wire to win by a neck. 

Jane Dunn, owner and operator of 
Holly Hill, put Tapit’s son Synchrony 
through her breaking program. The 
5-year-old came from off the pace to 
capture his second stakes win in a row in 
the Red Bank Stakes-G3 at Monmouth 
Park Sept. 1. Over 7 lengths back early 
on, he advanced up the inside rail and 
barreled his way to a IVi length victory. 

That same afternoon, the Cary 
Frommer former trainee Henley’s Joy 
pressed the leader throughout in the 
Kentucky Downs Juvenile. In a long 
drive through the stretch he prevailed by 
a neck to go to 2-for-2 lifetime. 

Proper Discretion, who came up 
through Travis Durr’s program, showed 
why he deserved to be favored in 
the Scarlet and Gray Handicap at 
Thistledown Sept. 1. While in a relaxed 


controlled mode, he quickly sprinted 
clear and led throughout, reaching the 
wire a length in front. 

On Sept. 9, another Webb Carroll 
Training Center graduate, Gamble’s 
Ghost, trailed the field for the opening 
6 furlongs in the Belle Mahone Stakes 
at Woodbine. Coming six wide into the 
stretch she did not make the lead until 
just before the wire, winning by a head. 

Ace of Aces, who came up through 
Goree Smith’s program at the Elloree 
Training Center, was much the best 
in the Hillsdale Stakes at Indiana 
Grand Sept. 12. In a stakes restricted 
to Indiana-bred 2 year-olds, he stalked 
the leader early before taking over with 
a half-mile to go and romping home 4 
lengths in front. 

Decorated Soldier continued to show 
his love for a synthetic surface, proving 
best in the Presque Isle Mile Sept. 16. 
Under the care of Brad Stauffer and Ron 
Stevens’ Legacy Stable in Aiken during 
the breaking process, this gelding has 
now captured four races in five starts 
over a synthetic surface-the last two 
being stakes races. In the Presque Isle 
Mile, he was closest to the leader before 
taking control at the sixteenth pole and 
proving best by three-quarters of a length 
over 10 rivals.

Series of Stakes And Maiden Races For Virginia-Bred, Sired And Certified 

Horses At Laurel Park Concludes

When River Gal captured the $75,000 
Jamestown Stakes for two-year-olds on 
September 28th, it marked the conclu¬ 
sion of the 2018 Virginia-bred and sired 
series of stakes and maiden races that 
were held at Maryland’s Laurel Park this 
summer. The string of races, originally 
all scheduled for turf, saw many held 
over the dirt track due to soggy condi¬ 
tions on the final two Commonwealth 
Day programs. 

In the Jamestown Stakes finale, Morgans 
Ford Farm’s bay filly River Gal prevailed 
by two and one-half lengths over betting 
choice Ready To Run. Jockey Angel 
Cruz directed the victory for trainer 
Phil Schoenthal in a field of seven. The 
race, originally scheduled for turf, was 
contested at 5 1/2 furlongs on dirt and 
was authored in 1:05.43. River Gal took 
the lead from Ready to Run in the turn, 
opened up at the top of the stretch and 
cruised home. The winner is by Blame 
out of River Fancy by Congaree. 

The rest of the Jamestown field (horse/ 
breeder) finished in this order: Ready 
to Run (Susan Cooney), Tolaga Bay 
(Archibald J. Kingsley), Perfect Exchange 
(Unjin Jenkins), Bear Trappe (Greg 
Compton), Drosselmoon (Quest Realty) 
and Payneful (Quest Realty). 

The star of the series was Altamura, 


who collected four wins beginning with 
a maiden special weight score on June 
15th. The three-year-old Artie Schiller 
filly went on to collect victories in the 
Tyson Gilpin, Camptown and Oakley 
Stakes. The first two were turf wins and 
the latter pair were on dirt. Bred by the 
Chance Farm in Gordonsville, Altamu¬ 
ra is out of the Jump Start mare, Delta 
Weekend. With four wins from six life¬ 
time starts, she has bankrolled $157,400. 
After her first two series wins, she was 
sold and went from the John Stephens 
barn to Wayne Catalano’s. 

Oher multiple stakes winners in the 
series were River Deep and Paulita. The 
former connected in both the Bert Allen 
and Hansel Stakes while the latter scored 
in the Brookmeade and William Backer 
Stakes. River Deep is a Phil Schoenthal 
trainee who was bred by Morgan’s Ford 
Farm & F and F Stable. The four-year- 
old colt is by Arch out of River Fancy 
by Congaree. He also competed in the 
Edward Evans Stakes in June and fin¬ 
ished fourth. River Deep has bankrolled 
$229,835 from 17 starts and six wins. 

Paulita is a three-year-old Scat Daddy 
filly who was bred by the William Backer 
Revocable Estate. Fittingly, she prevailed 
in the stakes named after her breeder. 
The Arnaud Delacour trainee is owned 
by Hat Creek Racing and is out of the 


Not For Love mare, Blind Date. Her 2018 
campaign includes a trio of wins, two 
runner-ups and a bankroll of $136,580. 
She did not race a two-year-old. 

The Backer Trust also connected earlier 
in the series when Holiday Hopes dom¬ 
inated August 2nd by 8 1/2 lengths in 
maiden special weight race. Breeders Jim 
Fitzgerald and Katie Fitzgerald also had 
two wins in the series. Their three-year- 
old Into Mischief colt, Elusive Mischief, 
captured the Punch Line Stakes on 
September 23rd and Vincent Van Gogo 
won a maiden special weight sprint on 
August 2nd. 

Other Virginia breeders who collected 
series wins were Canyon Lake Thor¬ 
oughbreds (Sticksstatelydude), Althea 
Richards (Determined Vision), Mr. & 
Mrs. Bertram Firestone (Armoire) and 
Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin (Homespun Hero). 
A pair of two-year-old maiden special 
weight races open to Virginia-bred, sired 
and certified horses were also part of the 
summer series. Maryland-bred No Mo 
Lady and West Virginia-bred Burnin 
Ring O Fire each won a division on 
August 10th. The former was bred by 
Larry Johnson and spent her residency 
at Legacy Farm in Bluemont while the 
latter was bred by Ray Pennington and 
spent his time in Virginia at Ashland’s 
Eagle Point Farm.

Owner And Trainer Awards For 
Virginia-Bred Series In Maryland 
Announced 

All owners and trainers who participated in the 2018 Virgin¬ 
ia-bred series in Maryland were automatically entered into a 
new $40,000 bonus reward program. Over the course of the 
summer events, participants accumulated points in separate 
owner and trainer categories based on where their horses 
finished in each race. The final standings are noted below 
with respective bonus monies earned along with accumulated 
points. $20,000 was dedicated for the trainers division and the 
same amount for an owners division. Points were tallied in the 
following manner: 5 for a first place finish, 4 for a second, 3 for 
a third, 2 for a fourth and 1 for every starter below fourth place.

• Susan Cooney -36 pts- $10,000 

• Phil Schonethal - 31 Pts- $4,000

Richest Horse In 

Harness Racing History Earns Win 
Number 104 In Virginia 

Harness racing fans that attended the September 29th program 
in Woodstock, Virginia had a chance to see a superstar horse 
compete, and got the opportunity to have a picture taken with 
the equine great at a post-race “Meet and Greet” session. 

Foiled Again, the richest horse in harness racing history, 
faced four other pacers in a $10,000 Invitational witnessed 
by a record crowd at Shenandoah Downs. The 14-year-old 
did not disappoint as he won his 104th career race that day 
and pushed his career bankroll even closer to the $7.6 million 
mark. 

The elite Dragon Again gelding left from outside post five and 
after settling into third initially, came outside of Highland Hel¬ 
lion before the quarter, took control and went on to a convinc¬ 
ing five length triumph in 1:54 3/5. 

Driver Chris Shaw was not surprised by how the race unfolded 
or the eventual result. “It went exactly as I thought it would 
go,” said Shaw. “Once everything settled in after the start, I 
figured we’d go to the front and bring it from that point. He 
did it all on his own,” Shaw added about opening up in the 
stretch. “He knows what to do. He’s just a war horse — the best 
in racing.” 

The Shenandoah Downs season, operated by the Virginia 
Equine Alliance, concluded its twelve day meet on October 
14th.

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NSA season heads for finish line 
with four November race meets

The mornings have grown misty and chilly, 
sure signs that another season of National 
Steeplechase Association racing is nearing a 
conclusion. But plenty of action remains on the 
NSA calendar for November, with race meets that 
could have a bearing on year-end championships. 

The month begins with a triple header on the 
weekend of Nov. 3 and 4. 

The Montpelier Hunt Races in Virginia will 
be run on Saturday, Nov. 3, for the 84th time on 
the grounds of Montpelier, the restored home of 
President James Madison and his wife, Dolley. 

Montpelier, one of the last race courses to 
maintain natural brush fences, will stage the 
$40,000 Noel Laing over its brush course. The 2 
1/2-mile Noel Laing is a handicap, with weights 
determined by an expert evaluation of each 
horse’s racing record. 

The race honors the stable jockey of former 
Montpelier owner Marion duPont Scott. Born 
in Doncaster, England, of Irish parents, Laing 
died in 1936. 

Also on the program is the $25,000 Montpelier 
Cup for fillies and mares at 2 3/8 miles. 

The 34th Steeplechase at Callaway Gardens 
in Pine Mountain, Ga., kicks off at 1 p.m. on 
Saturday, Nov. 3, with a program highlighted by 
the $75,000 Aflac Supreme Hurdle for novices, or 
horses in their first seasons of racing over fences. 

Last year, Zanjabeel won his first race for 
new owners Rosbrian Farm and Wendy and Ben 
Griswold in the 2 1/4-mile Aflac Supreme Hurdle 
and capped a breakout season for new trainer 
Ricky Hendriks. In his U.S. debut, Zanjabeel 
had won Far Hills Races’ Foxbrook Champion 
Hurdle for his former owners and Irish trainer 
Gordon Elliott. 


Going into this year’s Far Hills meet, Zanjabeel 
topped the 2018 standings by earnings after 
victories in the Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 
1) and the Lonesome Glory Handicap (Gr. 1), 
while Hendriks led the NSA trainer standings by 
wins and earnings. 

The Callaway meet also will feature the 
$30,000 Crown Royal, a Sport of Kings maiden 
hurdle. 

The following day, the Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup will be run for the 84th time in Unionville 


on Sunday, Nov. 4. The four-mile timber classic 
carries a $40,000 purse this year and often attracts 
leading contenders for the timber championship. 

Steeplechase racing returns to South Carolina 
on Sunday, Nov. 11, for the Steeplechase at 
Charleston at Stono Ferry as the curtain comes 
down on the 2018 NSA season. The season¬ 
ending meet in the Charleston area will feature 
a $30,000 ratings handicap for horses with NSA 
ratings of 125 and lower and a $25,000 hurdle 
race for three-year-olds. 




















NSA TV, the National Steeplechase 
Association’s entry into high-definition television 
broadcasting, made its ground-breaking debut at 
two September race meets, and the innovation 
was an immediate hit with online viewers. 

Headed by Steve Hankin with front-line 
assistance from Piper Klemm, NSA TV kicked 
off under difficult conditions at the High Hope 
Steeplechase on Sept. 23, after several inches of 
rain fell on the Lexington region. 

Despite the adverse weather conditions, the 
high-definition video worked well, delivering 
top-quality images to the High Hope stewards. 
The video, archived on the NSA website www. 
nationalsteeplechase.com, captured the wet 
conditions on the Kentucky Horse Park course. 

High Hope officials, in particular Director of 
Racing Michelle Primm, received high praise 
from the stewards for their course preparations. 
Despite the adverse conditions, the High Hope 
races “were run as scheduled without significant 
incident. Careful course preparation was evident 
during the course walk the day before the races,” 
Senior Steward Gregg Morris wrote in his report. 

NSA TV traveled to Maryland the following 
Saturday, Sept. 29, for the 18th annual Shawan 
Downs race meet in Hunt Valley. 

Shawan provided streaming video of the seven- 
race program that was available from the Shawan 
Downs and NSA websites. The Shawan broadcast 
provided a glimpse of high-def video’s potential. 
Until now, the high-def signals and live streaming 
had been available only for the Far Hills Races 
and the Iroquois Steeplechase. 

In addition to broadcasting the races, the 
Shawan show featured commentary by Megan 
Connolly and color commentary by Kevin Tobin. 
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said NSA President Guy J. Torsilieri. “Our 
principal purpose is to provide the race stewards 
with all the tools they need to assure fair and safe 
racing. At the same time, broadcast-quality video 
images and live streaming offer the promise of 
reaching a new audience for our exciting sport.” 


Doc Cebu, continuing the defense of his 2017 timber-racing championship, drew clear 
to a 3 1 /2-length victory in the $25,000 Brown Advisory Legacy Chase, the featured 
race of the 18th annual Shawan Downs meet on Sept. 29. Hadden Frost was in the 
saddle for trainer Jack Fisher. 


Klemm went on-camera to provide interviews 
with key sponsors of the event and other notable 
race participants. 

“We are very encouraged by the efforts of Steve 
Hankin’s team to provide top-quality video and 
sports entertainment for all of our race meets,”

RONNIE HOUGHTON 

Mention the Houghton name today in 
Mid-Atlantic racing circles and you’ll get 
knowing responses about Penn National- 
based trainer Bernie, noted Pennsylvania 
breeder Betsy (officially Elizabeth along¬ 
side the winners’ pedigrees) and the late 
Maryland owners/breeders Eddie and 
Binnie at Buckingham Farm. 

But Ronnie Houghton, who died Sept. 
23 at age 79, deserves more than his share 
of attention. He was a steeplechase jockey 
in the 1960s, a trainer of mainly steeple¬ 
chasers in the 1970s and into the 1980s, a 
horse, cattle and crop farmer in Maryland 
and Pennsylvania and a worker with few 
peers. 

Father of Bernie (and Robin, Wendy 
and Michael too), husband of Betsy, broth¬ 


er of Eddie, grandfather of 11, Ronnie 
Houghton built two regional farms to 
prominence—training top-class runners on 
the flat and over jumps and finding a spot 
near (or at) the top of the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred breeders’ lists with his wife. 
Houghton suffered a mild stroke four 
years ago, but was still a regular at regional 
stallion shows and other events. Another 
stroke hit him harder several weeks before 
he died. With his family by his side, he 
passed away eight days shy of his 80th 
birthday. 

£ T’m sad, but I’m great too,” said Betsy 
a few days later. “He was the luckiest 
person. He had the three things he always 
wanted—the farm, me and the kids —every¬ 
thing he ever wanted.” 


Born in New Jersey, Houghton grew 
up near Newtown Square, Pa., where his 
parents worked on the Wetherill family’s 
Happy Hill Farm. He got a two-year degree 
at Penn State and went to work for trainer 
Ridgely White in Virginia. Houghton rode 
Trout Line, trained by future Hall of Famer 
Sidney Watters Jr., to four consecutive 
timber wins in 1961-at Fair Hill, Rolling 
Rock, Monmouth County and Far Hills. 
Houghton also won that year’s Carolina 
Cup, then a timber race, aboard Ingo. 

By the mid-1960s, Houghton was a 
trainer on the steeplechase circuit and 
quickly found success, while bouncing 
from Pennsylvania to South Carolina. He 
won 15 National Steeplechase Association 
races in 1968, placing fourth behind future 
Hall of Famers Mikey Smithwick, Burley 
Cocks and Mickey Walsh, and ahead of 
another young trainer Jonathan Sheppard. 

In 1970, the year Ronnie and Betsy 
bought the original Sylmar in Maryland— 
a few miles west of Fair Hill near the 
Pennsylvania /Maryland border—Hough¬ 
ton won 20 races (second only to 
Sheppard’s 21) including a dozen for main 
owner Henry Elser. Early standouts in 
the barn included The Critter and stakes 
winner Summer Crop. By the 1980s, Pala 
Mountain and Le Sauteur led the way on 
the steeplechase side-though the stable 
branched in all directions and topped 30 
wins for nine consecutive seasons from 
1984-92. Le Sauteur won the New York 
Turf Writers Cup in 1986, the Grand 
National in 1985 and Monmouth Park’s 
Midsummer Hurdle Handicap in 1984. 
Bernie won the National Steeplechase 
Association jockey championship in 1985, 
a year in which Le Sauteur led the earnings 
list over eventual champion Flatterer. 

Turf horse Crystal Moment gave 
Houghton his only graded stakes victory, 
in the 1990 Fort Marcy-G3 at Aqueduct. 
The son of Super Moment also won 
the Battlefield Stakes, the Sycamore at 
Philadelphia Park and Hialeah Turf Cup 
and placed in four graded stakes on the 
way to 15 wins, 15 seconds, 14 thirds and 
$560,666 in earnings. 

The Houghtons moved Sylmar to 
Lancaster County, Pa.-more room for 
the cattle—six years later and found a spot 
among the state’s leading breeders for 
years. They bred standouts Banjo Picker 
and Whistle Pig among others, and also 
foaled multiple Grade 1 winner Princess of 
Sylmar for client Ed Stanco. 

Survivors include his wife Betsy, sons 
Bernie and Michael, daughters Robin Perry 
and Wendy Kinnamon, sister Doris Green 
and the 11 grandchildren. 
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HELEN POLINGER 

Owner Helen M. Polinger, whose 
involvement in racing dated to the 1960s, 
died in September. She was 87. Among 
others, Polinger raced star mare The Very 
One, who won 22 races and earned more 
than $1.1 million in a career that began 
innocently enough at Bowie and reached 
Grade 1 heights after meandering through 
races at Monmouth Park, Keystone and 
Shenandoah Downs in its early stages. 

Polinger grew up in Washington, 
D.C., was a promising artist as a young 
girl, became a hairdresser, a model and 
fashion-show planner and was ultimate¬ 
ly elected president of the Washington, 
D.C. Hairdressers and Cosmetologists 
Association and president of the Hair 
Fashion Guild. Married twice before, she 
met Milton Polinger and they were married 
in 1961. He introduced her to horses. 

She learned to ride, went foxhunting 
and helped her husband build up their 
70-acre farm in Olney, Md. Ultimately, 
the farm stood stallions, boarded mares 
and prepped horses on a half-mile training 
track. Polinger Farm stood What Luck, the 
sire of Polinger-bred star What a Summer. 
Helen Polinger campaigned 1970s steeple¬ 
chase standout Jezebell’s Man among oth¬ 
ers as the couple’s Thoroughbred holdings 
expanded into the hundreds. 

The Polingers ultimately separated and 
Milton died in 1976. Helen Polinger kept 
the farm, but many of the horses were 
sold. In 1977, she bought The Very One 
for $22,000 as a 2-year-old. Trained by 
farm manager Sonny Sims and later Steve 
DiMauro, she won 13 stakes including the 
1981 Grade 1 Santa Barbara Handicap 
at Santa Anita, and defeated males in the 
1979 Dixie Handicap-G2 at Pimlico. 

Helen Polinger sold most of the Olney 
farm to become Trotters Glen golf course 
and later a housing development called 
Trotters Glen, but kept a hand in racing 
most recently with trainer Tim Keefe. 
She was a regular at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sales (where she bought six year¬ 


lings in 2017), and found success with 
Understanding, Respectful Ed, Dancing 
With Maude and Wonderful Secret. Two- 
year-old filly Eye of the Wildcat, a Polinger 
yearling purchase in 2017, won for the 
Helen Myers Polinger Revocable Trust at 
Laurel Park Oct. 5. 

KATHEE RENGERT 

A steeplechase jockey, trainer, blood¬ 
stock agent, racing official, photographer, 
race-meet director and-more recently - 
tower assistant at Fair Hill Training Center, 
Kathee Rengert died Oct. 6 after a short 
illness. Rengert, 68, was a fixture at Fair 
Hill for several years, monitoring the race¬ 
track and starting gate, providing assis¬ 
tance when needed and sorting out various 
details that inevitably came up. 

“She’ll be missed by a lot of people 
around here,” said Sally Goswell, Fair Hill’s 
general manager. “She was known for 
being very firm about things, but she cared 
and worked hard. She had a wide variety of 
people who really liked her.” 

Long before she worked at Fair Hill, 
she was a regular on the steeplechase and 
point-to-point circuit. Rengert rode her 
first races in 1973 and, though not the first, 
was a pioneering female jump jockey in 
the United States. Aboard a horse named 
Velvet Gun in 1973, she was the first 
woman to ride against men at the Piedmont 
Point-to-Point in Virginia—where the races 
were all previously for “gentlemen riders” 
other than the “lady rider timber.” Riding 
for Hall of Fame trainer Mikey Smithwick 
and others, Rengert won 34 point-to-point 
and sanctioned races. Her 1978 allowance 
hurdle victory at Saratoga on Wine Scandal 
is believed to be the second win over jumps 
by a female jockey at the historic track 
(Joey Ruhsam was the first in 1976). 

Rengert went on to train horses, worked 
as a bloodstock agent, took the Fair Hill 
job and was the executive director of the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup race meet. 

In addition to her work with hors¬ 
es, Rengert was an accomplished pho¬ 
tographer and was recognized for her 
work by American Horse Publications 
first prizes in 2013 (for a photo titled 
Winter Wonderland which appeared in 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred) and again in 2016 
(for a photo titled Dawn Patrol which also 
appeared in the magazine). 

Her other photo photography included 
nature scenes—including eagles, bluebirds, 
deer and more at Fair Hill-landscapes, 
portraits and more. She also played com¬ 
petitive tennis, volunteered at Longwood 
Gardens and supported numerous envi¬ 



ronmental causes. She recently completed 
a master’s degree in Urban and Regional 
Planning at West Chester University. 

RUFUS WILLIAMS 

Steeplechase owner and retired Balti¬ 
more businessman Rufus M.G. Williams 
died Sept. 30 at his home in Glyndon, 
Md. He was 87. Williams’ daughter Sheila 
is married to steeplechase trainer Jack 
Fisher and they campaigned horses togeth¬ 
er under the DASH (Dad and Sheila) 
Stable banner. DASH horses Ice It and 
Whitman’s Poetry found success in 2017, 
with the former also winning the crown as 
3-year-old hurdle champion in 2015. 

In addition, Williams and his wife Sheila 
campaigned Virginia Gold Cup winner 
Push and Pull and other steeplechase 
standouts Straight to It, Batchwood and 
others. Their homebred mare Brig won 
two stakes on the flat. 

A Baltimore native, Williams attend¬ 
ed Gilman School, the Hotchkiss School 
and received a bachelor’s degree from the 
University of Virginia in 1955. After work¬ 
ing at a Baltimore investment company and 
a chemical company, Williams bought the 
Canton, Md.-based J.S. Young Co. in the 
1970s. J.S. Young was founded in 1869 and 
manufactured licorice, dyes and tanning 
extracts. Williams sold the business in the 
1980s and retired. Williams was an avid 
pilot, golfer, skier and longtime member 
of the Elkridge and Green Spring Valley 
hunt clubs. 

In addition to his daughter and wife, 
Williams is survived by daughter Barbara 
Horneffer and sons Rufus Williams Jr. and 
Richard Williams and six grandchildren.

10years ago 

I The Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale took a hit with a 
declining national ecomony. The gross 
was the lowest in 10 years, the average 
of $17,001 for 483 sold was down nearly 
27 percent from the year before, and 
the buyback rate was an astonishing 36 
percent. 

Among the bright spots were the 
horses from the consignment of Herb 
and Ellen Moelis’ CandyLand Farm. 
Topping the sale by gross and second by 
average (with 19 sold for $823,700, aver¬ 
age $43,353), CandyLand was represented 
by two of the top three prices, including 
the $320,000 sales topper. A son of Holy 
Bull out of the Citidancer mare Disco 
Darlin’, the colt was bred in Pennsylvania 
by Classic Thoroughbred XVIII (a part¬ 
nership of the Moelises, Jim Ferguson 
and Mike Lipper) and purchased by 
Pennsylvanian Ed Stevenson. 

The sales topper, named This Ain’t No Bull, 
had his ups and downs in a career that spanned six 
seasons while bouncing around in claiming company, 
but eventually won 12 of 36 races, a couple of 
PennyIvania-bred stakes, and earned $407,182. 

I New Jersey-bred filly Wild Gams 
swooped past a high-class field of distaff 
sprinters to capture the second running 
of the Presque Isle Downs Masters Stakes 
in a track record 1:07.95 for 6 furlongs. 
The New Farm homebred trained by 
Ben Perkins Jr. became racing’s newest 
millionaire while defeating Miss Macy 


75years ago 

I The Maryland tracks’ 30-day combined 
fall meet at Pimlico was an unqualified 
success. Handle broke all records, crowds 
up to 20,000 attended, and the nation’s 
best horses competed. 

Greentree Stable’s Shut Out won twice 
at the meet, his most important score 
the Pimlico Special. George D. Widener’s 
3-year-old filly Stefanita also won two, 
including the Bryan and O’Hara Memorial 
over top handicap horse Alsab while giv¬ 
ing him weight. 



Wild Gams set a track record of 1:07.95 in the 
Presque Isle Downs Masters Stakes. 


Sue, winner of the inaugural running, and 
Grade 1 winner Dream Rush. 

I Eclipse Award-winning steeplechaser 
Good Night Shirt remained a perfect 
3-for-3 in 2008 while defending his title in 
the Lonesome Glory Hurdle at Belmont 
Park, his fourth consecutive Grade 1 
victory (and sixth in his last seven starts). 
The Maryland-bred son of Concern 
owned by Sonny Via was one of an arsenal 
for Maryland-based trainer Jack Fisher, 
who sent out the winners of the first three 
stakes during the fall season. 

I Charitable Man, bred in Virginia by 
Edward P. Evans and campaigned by Mr. 
and Mrs. William Warren, had established 
himself as one of the nation’s top 
juveniles before being sidelined by injury. 
After winning first out by 11A lengths at 
Saratoga, the Kiaran McLaughlin trainee 
easily captured the Grade 2 Futurity at 
Belmont. A saucer fracture in his left shin 
discovered after a workout a few weeks 
later put the son of Lemon Drop Kid on 
the sidelines. 

I Two dramatic efforts at Monmouth 
Park yielded lucrative wins for Kentucky 


The leading owner by money won was 
Calumet Farm, with Riggs Handicap win¬ 
ner Sun Again and Selima Stakes winner 
Miss Keeneland among the stable stars. 

I Maryland-bred 2-year-olds were among 
the standouts at the fall meet. Quarter 
Moon, owned by Henry L. Straus, won 
the Maryland Futurity (and appeared on 
the magazine’s cover), while Mrs. George 
H. Mohr’s “bargain buy” Royal Prince 
won two stakes. Trained by Mohr’s son 
George, the colt from the first crop of 
Preakness winner Dauber ranked among 
the best juveniles of the year after beating 
top-notch runners in the Eastern Shore 
Handicap and T.K. Lynch Memorial. 


Derby/Preakness winner Big Brown, 
who followed his Grade 1 Haskell score 
with a victory in the inaugural Monmouth 
Stakes, a September grass race created 
for the classic winner as a prep for the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl (over Santa 
Anita’s synthetic surface). The race carried 
a purse of $500,000, with the stipulation 
that should the Kentucky Derby winner 
not start, the purse would drop to 
$200,000. His first time facing older 
horses, Big Brown led throughout the 1 Vs 
miles and held off Proudinsky (Ger) to 
win by a neck. 

It was Big Brown’s final race, as a foot injury 
in a workout a month later at Aqueduct forced 
his retirement. The son of Boundary won all 
seven races he finished—his only loss the Belmont 
Stakes-GI when pulled up. 



I The 2-year-old gelding Russell Road 
(above) became the latest stakes winner 
for his West Virginia-bred dam Roberta 
Grump. His second win in three starts 
came in the Dr. Ernest Benner Stakes. 
Russell Road was one of eight winners 
from eight foals of racing age for 
Roberta Grump, whose other stakes 
winners were the fillies Sweet Annuity, 
Shesanothergrump and Shesagrumptoo. 
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25years ago 

I Six applications were accepted by the 
Virginia Racing Commission for a license 
to operate Virginia’s first pari-mutuel 
track. Among those submitted were 
Patriot Park (the Maryland Jockey Club 
plan), Old Dominion (Virginia Racing 
Associates), Virginia Beach (Churchill 
Downs) and Colonial Downs (Arnold 
Stansley). The final selection was not 
expected before March 1994. 

I Virginian Paul Mellon and trainer Mack 
Miller had yet another glorious weekend 
when Rokeby runners Sea Hero and You’d 
Be Surprised captured Grade 1 races on 
back-to-back days at Saratoga. Sea Hero 
knew how to shine on the biggest stage, 
adding the $1 million Travers Stakes 
trophy to that of the Kentucky Derby-Gl, 
his only wins in nine starts for the year. 
You’d Be Surprised followed a Grade 1 
win in Belmont’s Top Flight by taking the 
John B. Morris Handicap. 

I Trainer Ron Cartwright was the 
headliner on a festive Maryland Million 
Day, sending out three winners on the 
12-race card—Forry Cow How (Classic), 
Mz. Zill Bear (Ladies) and Gayquare 
(Handicap). “It was the biggest day 
in my entire career,” said the former 
steeplechase rider. “I’ve had three winners 
in one day before-but never three stakes 
with so much money.” 

It was the first time in the eight-year 
history of the Maryland Million that 
Maryland-breds made a clean sweep of 

50years ago 

I “Those Long-Sought Stallions Are 
Arriving” wrote Snowden Carter in 
his editorial after announcements that 
Northern Dancer was moving from 
Windfields in Canada to the Chesapeake 
City farm, and Dancer’s Image was to 
stand his first season at Glade Valley 
Farms in Frederick. “One of Maryland’s 
new residents says in this issue that the 
State’s principal deficiency from a horse 
breeders’ standpoint is the shortage of 
quality stallions. 

“Dr. [Robert] Leonard, president of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
has said the same thing many times in 
recent years. 

“No one will deny that this shortage 
does exist. But it is also equally apparent 
that the situation is being corrected. 

“Maryland has attracted three of the 
last five winners of the Kentucky Derby 
(Northern Dancer, 1964; Kauai King, 



the card, and eight carried the colors 
of their breeders-Rolling Cart (Daniel 
B. Brewster in the Steeplechase), Lady 
Beaumont (Mrs. J.WY Martin Jr., Lassie), 
Run Alden (Hal C.B. Clagett, Nursery), 
Champion Jay (Herman J. Kossow, Oaks), 
Awad (Ryehill Farm, Turf), Star Minister 
(Robert E. Meyerhoff, Distaff), Military 
Look (Stuart S. Janney III, Sprint) and Mz. 
Zill Bear (Mea Culpa Stable Inc.). 

■ Millionaire and 1987 Maryland Million 
Classic winner Little Bold John was retired 
at the age 11. The John Alden gelding, 
bred by Hal C.B. Clagett and raced for 
the majority of his career by Jack Owens, 
had won 38 of 105 starts and held the 
record for most stakes wins on the flat for 


1966; Dancer’s Image, 1968 [finished first 
but was subsequently disqualified]. 

“Add to this group the top class 
Nearctic. These four horses give Maryland 
a stallion group which even a Kentuckian 
would commend.” 

I Allaire duPont’s homebred Politely set 
an all-time earnings record for a Maryland- 
bred race mare, surpassing the legendary 
Gallorette. With $478,937, Politely ranked 
sixth all-time nationally; Gallorette’s 
$445,353 dropped her to eighth. The man 
who knew Gallorette best, her former 
trainer Edward Christmas, was asked to 
compare the two race mares. “Money,” he 
replied, “means nothing.” 

His definition of a great racemare? 
“One who can beat good colts, geldings 
or horses at sprint distances and classic 
distances and give weight or carry compa¬ 
rable weights. Unless a mare can do this, 
she is not great. In my opinion Gallorette 
was the only mare that filled these qualifi¬ 
cations.”

a Maryland-bred (25). With his mane and 
tail done up in blue and white pom-poms, 
he joined another Classic winner, Timely 
Warning, in a special farewell parade 
before the Maryland Million Day crowd. 

I For the fifth year in a row, a member 
of the Casey family won the richest race 
on West Virginia Breeders Classic night. 
The latest was a repeat win for John 
A. Casey’s homebred Coin Collector, a 
4-year-old son of home stallion Weshaam. 
Taylor Mountain (1989-90) and Nice Ainit 
(1991) were previous Classic winners for 
the Caseys. 

I The Fasig-Tipton Eastern Fall Yearling 
Sale showed a strong regional market. 
“Most consignors were satisfied, if 
not elated,” said Dr. Robert Leonard, 
managing partner of Glade Valley 
Farms, the leading consignor by average 
($28,125). “Overall, the sale was fairly 
encouraging-more so than the sales in the 
last couple of years. Of course, we were 
gratified when the colt from Rollicking’s 
last crop was so well-received [second- 
highest price in the sale at $77,000].” 

I The promising young stallion 
Sunrise Flight fractured his shoulder 
in his paddock at Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City, and was put down at 
age 9. The oldest foals for the syndicated 
son of Double Jay—Misty Morn, by 
*Princequillo, were 2-year-olds. 

From 73 foals ; Sunrise Flight had 60 run¬ 
ners—57 (95 percent) were winners, eight of them 
stakes winners. As a broodmare sire, from 29 
producing daughters, he is the grandsire of cham¬ 
pion, classic winner and top sire Pleasant Colony, 
major winner andproducer Weber City Miss, and 
$841,388-earner Due North, to name a few. 

I The biggest backstretch improvement 
project attempted in Maryland was 
nearing completion at Pimlico. Ten 
new barns made of brick and block 
were replacing the weathered wooden 
structures and would be able to house 400 
horses and provide living quarters for 160 
men. “Racing officials who have examined 
these modern buildings hail them as 
'models for the industry.’”
